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War Department,

I am directed by Lord Panmure to request that you will state to 

His Royal Highness the General Commanding-in- Chief, that Lord Panmure 

considers it expedient, while the incidents of the Siege of Sebastopol are 

still recent, and the Officers who conducted the important operations of the 

British Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers at that siege are still for the 

most part within reach, that an official record should be compiled relating 

all that is of interest or value to those arms of the service, whether for 

future instruction or as matter of history, a record that will be in some 

degree similar to those published by Colonel, afterwards Sir J. Jones, of the 

sieges of the Peninsular War. Lord Panmure apprehends that there will 

now be no difficulty in collecting these facts, and preserving the experience 

acquired through them, although a short lapse of time may make it difficult ; 

and I am to request that you will move His Royal Highness to call upon 

the Inspector-General of Fortifications and the Adjutant-General of Artillery 

to compile in a narrative form, with statistical Appendix, and with any 

illustrations required, all those particulars relating to their arm of the 

service which they deem of professional value, and to embody the same in 

a Report for his Lordship's information.

PREFACE TO THE FIRST VOLUME. 



In compliance with the preceding instructions of the Secretary of State for 
War, this volume has heen drawn up in two distinct parts ^ the one containing 
a general narrative of events, from the commencement of the war to the close 
of the winter campaign 1854-S5 ; the other, a Statistical Appendix including 
the more important official documents relating to that interval, a series of 
papers by Sir John Burgoyne on matters referring to the siege, a detailed 
Trench Journal showing the work executed each day, and several Reports of 
great interest, in connection with the operations in the Crimea. 

The strictly professional character of the work has constantly been 
kept in view, and nothing has been inserted that was not required to 
elucidate the engineering operations. This will to some extent explain 
why several of the more important events of the campaign have been 
but casually alluded to, whereas others, solely of professional interest, 
but of little importance to a general reader, have been dwelt upon at 
considerable length. This will necessarily render the work unattractive 
in a general sense ; nor was it to be expected that the interest of an 
ordinary narrative could have been attained under this condition of a 
strictly technical treatment. 

The data upon which this volume has been based have been obtained 
from the official documents in the offices of the Adjutant-General, Quarter- 
master-General, and Inspector-General of fortifications. Recourse has like- 
wise been had to the journals of some of the Officers of Engineers, who most 
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kindly placed them at the disposal of the compiler ; but these last-named 
documents have been used but sparingly and with due circumspection. 

The Reports at the end of the Appendix have all been written sub- 
sequent to the War, by the persons who respectively had the charge of the 
particular duties to which they refer. 

The operation of landing in the Crimea, although strictly a naval 
proceeding, involved so many strategical and tactical points, and was an 
operation of such magnitude, and so successfully executed, that a detailed 
description of this operation was considered necessary ; and on referring the 
matter to Captain Mends, RN., who had the charge of its execution, he 
drew up, in a most obliging manner, the very able Report which has been 
inserted in the Appendix.

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SIEGE OF SEBASTOPOL. 



INTRODUCTION. 



During the early stage of hostilities, when the Russians, superior in TiMaUiad 
numbers, were besieging the Ottoman army at Silistria, and when the ^SS^^ 
constant accession of their reinforcements rendered it not improbable that ^*^^ 
they would soon become masters of that important post, and force the 
Turkish troops to retreat to their second line of .defence along the Balkan, 
at that critical turning point of the whole war the allied armies of the 
French and English concentrated around Varna. 

It was naturally thought that the presence of so large and well-disciplined 
a force as that of the allies, so close to the scene of action as Varna, would 
support to some extent the Turkish troops, and tend to check the further 
advance of the Russians ; and that at the same time the allies afforded this 
indirect assistance, they would have leisure to make such preparations as 
were necessary to enable them also to commence ofiensive operations. At 
this time their equipment was still too incomplete to permit of their 
advancing into a country so destitute of supplies of every description as the 
Principalities then were. But by occupying Varna they held a most im- 
portant military position, the possession of which would have opened to the 
enemy one of the principal passes across the Balkan, from whence he could 
have turned the intrenched position at Shumla, and thus have opened the 
main road to the Ottoman capital. 

Vama was, moreover, the most suitable base of operations that the allies 
could have selected for future offensive movements into the Principalities. 
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It possessed a spacious sheltered roadstead, with fair anchorage ; from it 
debouched the main communication from the Black Sea (the base of their 
operations) to Shumla and Silistria ; and it was the principal mart on the 
western coast for cattle, poultry, aad grain. 

These advantages were, however, to some extent counterbalanced by the 
rather unhealthy situation of the town, by the absence of suitable landing- 
places, and of a sufficiency of buildtngs, applicable either as hospitals or 
storehouses ; and as the Principalities were still at that time regarded as 
the proper theatre of war, it became important to render Varna as efficient 
a ** bas^ of operations " as possible. Every exertion was made, in con- 
sequence, to enlarge, as far as practicable, the capabilities of the place» 
and to remedy some of the most serious existing defects. 

The large Turkish barrack, at that time m a «on^ion rendering it unfit 
for occupation, was converted into a hospital ; store sheds were erected ; 
wharves were built ; one near the town for provisions and stores, another on 
the southern or more sheltered side of the bay for the disembarkation of 
troops and horses ; the principal fountains and springs were put in order, and 
watering troughs for horses and <;attle added, &c. &c. 

The construction of these works devolved upon the Royal Engineers ; and 
although the army had not yet engaged in any active movements in the 
field, and was still dose to its base of operations, it was strongly felt, even 
under circumstances so fiivourable, how much the service would have been 
benefited had this corps been more fiilly supplied with men and means, 
and bad its eiganization for taking the field been more complete. 

Four <M>mpanies of this thorps, each consisting of 100 men, had been 
embarked for the East, and three, viz., the 81ii Company (Capt. Bouchier's), 
the 10th Company (Capt Bent's), and the 1 1th Company (Capt. Hassard's), 
were then present witti the different divisions of the army in and around 
Varna. From these detachments had been sent, at various times, upon 
important and responsible duties. A subaltern's detachment, under Capt. 
G. Bent, accompanied the Turkish force under Omer Pasha, and was 
employed in contracting a bridge of boats across the rapid stream of the 
Danube, in iSiroYiring up a " tete-de-pont *' and works for the protection of 
Giurgevo, and upon various other duties. 

Another detachment, under the command of Lieut. Stanton, accompanied 
Admiral Diindas' fleet m the Black Sea. A third, commanded by Lieut. 
Lempriere, had been sent to the Asiatic coast, to fortify Redoubt Kaleh, 
recently abandoned by the Russians. The witiidrawal of these detachments, 
sickness, and other causes, at length reduced the available strength of fte 
main body at Varna to 220 effective men, a force far too small to carry on 
the various needed works with the requisite energy and speed. The 
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usistance of aztifioers iroat the '^ Line "* and the " Nayy ** had firequently to 
be called for ^ but this afisistance was not only difficult to obtain but difficult 
also to control and direct^ as^ from the scarcity of offieera and non-com- 
missioned officers of Engineers^ Sappers were often placed in sc4e charge 
of many such workmen. In some cases, even civil artificers oi the country 
had to be engaged, but these, from their non-acquaintanee with the language 
(HT mode of working of the Sappers, could seldom be emjj^oyed with mudai 
advantage. 

The tools and materials which were required for these various works were 
generally conveyed in such country bullock carts as were not in use at the 
time by the c<Hnmissariat departm^ot ; and when the number of these carts 
proved insufficient, and the distance was not great, recourse was had to 
&tigue parties of the Line. 

These means of transport were, however, inadequate for the requirements 
at the service^ and, from their uncertainty, dep^adence on the strength of 
fiirtigue parties, and other causes^ were unsuited for active operations in the 
field. Their inadequacy induced Brigadier-General Tylden, the Cmnmanding 
Boyal Engineer, to organize a light mule equipment, so as to enable the 
Sappers to take into the field a small proportion of intrenching and 
artificers' tools. Some mules were accordingly purchased, and five were 
attached to each company of Sappers. They were equipped with the 
country pack-saddles, around whidi the intrenchii^ tools and the chests 
containing the mechanics' implements were himg, after the manner adopted 
by the French. But while these arrangements w^re proceeding at Varna, 
for future ofiensive operaticms into the Principalities, the Russians most 
unexpectedly withdrew from the Danube, and raised the siege of Silistria* 
The gallant and successful resistance of the Turkish army, the retreat of 
the Russians, and the anticipated evacuation of the Principalities, gave an 
entirely new turn and character to the campaign, and rendered it necessary 
to concert measures suited to the circumstances in which the allied armies 
were placed by these events. 

The safety of Constantinople from any invasion of the Russian army was 
now considwed, for a time at least, secured ; and on the occupation of the 
Principalities by the Austrians, in support of the operations of th6 allies, 
a movement which it was anticipated would take place immediately, the 
enemy could no longer attempt an advance towards the capital of the 
Ottoman empire. 

These circumstances rendered Varna no longer important as a place of 
concentration for the allied armies, while they necessitated their removal to 
a point much nearer the scene of action, if they were still intended to act 
as a support to the Ottoman army under Ckaer Pasha. To advance farther

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into the Principalities, however, was in every respect inadvisable, for not 
only did the inadequate transport at the disposal of the allies render such 
a movement extremely difficult, but the pestilential climate must have 
proved fatally prejudicial to the health of their troops ; and as it was con- 
sidered essential for the attainment of the object of the war that some 
operation of an offensive character should be undertaken, the allied Govern- 
ments detenuined on withdrawing their troops from the Principalities, and 
directing them with the least possible delay against the very heart of Russia's 
power in the Black Sea. 

The allies considered that no blow which could be struck at the southern 
extremities of the Russian empire would be so effective for securing the 
object of the war as the capture of Sebastopol and the destruction of the 
Russian fleet; and they therefore directed that nothing but insuperable 
impediments, such as the want of ample preparation, or the possession by 
Russia of a force in the Crimea greatly outnumbering that which could be 
brought against it, should be allowed to prevent the early undertaking of these 
operations. 

Little information, upon which reliance could be placed, had as yet been 
obtained regarding the strength of this fortress, or the amount of force which 
the Russians could oppose to the allies in the Crimea, but it was generally 
believed that the latter did not exceed 40,000 men. On the 20th July 
some French and English officers'*' were accordingly despatched, to obtain 
every possible information, and to examine the coast of the Crimea, and 
ascertain, as far as practicable, where a landing could best be effected. 
They returned on the 28th July, without, however, being able to give a 
further account of the strength of the Russian army than that from 15,000 
to 20,000 men were encamped imder canvas at the Katcha, and in and 
around Sebastopol. The mouth of the river Katcha was the point they 
selected as best suited for effecting a landing. 

All these preparations could not fail to excite the suspicion that operations, 
distinct from the support of Omer Pasha and the passage of the Danube, 
were in contemplation ; and as it appeared very probable that the Russian 
General, who was then retreating from the Turkish territory, would 
pour his forces into the Crimea as soon as he became aware of the 
intention of the allies, Marshal St. Arnaud moved three divisions of French 
infantry and some cavalry into the Dobrudsha; and in order to conceal the 
object of the contemplated movement more completely, a report was spread.

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tbat all the preparations then in progress were intended for an attack upon 
Odessa. But the larger and more important operation against Sebastopol 
had been so much discussed by the press, and was so generally advocated, 
that little credence was given to the rumours which were circulated. 

On the 19th July, the commanding officers of Artillery and Engineers had The AniUery 
been directed << to prepare for an operation of great importance, in which ^ ordS^T" 
" a siege equipment would be required ;" and the Engineers were likewise S^^J^ 
directed «* to fit up vessels adapted for the conveyance of horses and powder, «n«»pm**nts. 
^< and to construct such other works as might be required to facilitate the 
" operation of embarking troops." 

These arrangements, and the construction of their own siege equipment, 
engaged the attention of the Engineers almost exclusively ; who in order to 
expedite matters as much as possible concentrated around Varna their 
Sapper force, which had hitherto been attached by companies to the different 
divisions of the army, and obtained the assistance of every available car- 
penter of the ** Line" and of the Royal Navy. All these men were at the 
same time exempted from attending to their regimental duties. With each 
division of the army, however, was left a force of 25 Sappers, under the 
command of a staff* captain of Engineers, for the purpose of instructing the 
** Line " in throwing up earth works. 

Every exertion was now made to complete the numerous works required 
for the embarkation and disembarkation of the troops. 

The piers near the town had been transferred to the French army ; three 
additional wharves were built on the south or opposite side of the bay, for the 
embarkation of the English troops. These wharves were built upon trestles 
formed of stout wooden beams about 9 in. to 12 in. in thickness, and securely 
fixed into the ground by wooden piles. The superstructure was formed of 
two layers of 1^-inch oak planking, resting on stout joists placed 10 in. to 12 in. 
apart. 

Large working parties were employed daily in the construction of gabions 
and fascines, for which there was an abundance of excellent brushwood close 
to the camps. The men were paid by " piece work ;** the regulated rate 
being 14rf. for every serviceable gabion, and 7d. for every serviceable fascine. 
The rate of construction varied considerably ; in some regiments, as in the 
Guards, for instance, every set of three men completed daily three gabions,

had constantly to be withdrawn from their men, in order to perform the many and important 
duties for which Engineer officers were required, and this occasioned repeated changes of com- 
manding officers, and frequently left a company with only one subaltern in charge, to the 
detriment of the discipline and efficiency of the men. 
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including the labour of cutting and collectiDg tbe bruahwood ;. wbef ea» in 
other regiments the average did not exceed one per (Uiem. Generally,, the 
best gabions were constructed by those who had been instructed at home* 
By the latter end of August upwards ei 6000 gabions and 8000 fisuscioes had 
been completed ; but many of these had to be abandoned, as no transport 
could be procured to convey them to the shore for embarkation. 

There was some difficulty in completing the heavy si^e <' materiel/ from 
tbe comparative mifitness of the timber available for ihe purpose. Large 
hewn timber was very scarce, and all that could be procured, either at Varna 
or in the neighbourhood, being of oak, and curved for shipbuilding purposesr 
gave incalculable trouble, and caused much additional labour. 

At this time cholera broke out with great virulence, and spread with the 
most alarming rapidity through the town, the various camps, and the fleet. 
Notwithstanding every precaution, the hospitals were becoming crowded with 
sick and dying, and hundreds fell victims to this &tal malady. Among the 
Sappers the deaths were few, but the number of sick was disproportionately 
great. Their camp had been removed to the south side of the bay^ and had 
been {»tched on an elevated plateau, which was considered one of the healthiest 
spots in the neighbourhood. But as the smallness of the force rendered it 
impracticable to give them the amount of rest or relief which many of 
them required, the incessant hard work from, morning till night, and the 
constant exposure to the scorching rays of the sun, rapidly thinned the 
ranks of their effective men. At one period the hospitals, at Varna alone, 
contained no less than 40 sick, or nearly 25 per cent, of the total Sapper 
force stationed there. 

The 4th Company of Sappers arrived at this critical period, and the 
return of the Danubian detachment, and of the officers who had been 
reconnoitering the coasts of the Black Sea and the Crimea, increased the 
total available force sufficiently to enable two days weekly to be devoted 
solely to instruction in throwing up <* field works," in << sapping,** and in the 
ordinary operations of a siege. At this period the Sapper effective force» 
including the reinforcements alluded to, amounted to 324 non-commissianed 
officers and men. 

Such then was the total force at the disposal of the Engineers on the eve 
of entering upon an undertaking of such magnitude as the luege of Sebastopol. 
The great strength of the Russian position, and, as subsequent events dis- 
dloeed, its almost unlimited resources in g\ms, ammunition^ and stores of all 
kinds, were at that time not fully known, and were much underrated ; but 
even the scanty information that had been obtained regarding the strength of 
Sebastopol, the size and resources of its arsenal, the intricate and rocky 
nature of the ground on which it stood, was sufficient to lead the Conunanding 
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Engineer to represent* how inadequately he was provided, both with men 
and means, for so vast an enterprise ; to demand a large and immediate 
reinforcement of both; and to urge the recall of the 7th Company of 
Sappers, which was sitill stationed in the neighboiirfaood of Gallipoli, for the 
purpose of constructing guard huts along the lines of Boulair.f 

While these movements were taking place at Varna, large hospitals were 
being prepared at Constantinople, by Major (then Lieut.) £. Gordon, B..E., 
in anticipation of the probable casualties in the coming campaign, and a 
smaller one for 400 patients had been comjpleted at Negara Point, on the 
Dardanelles, under the superintendence of the officers of the 7th Company, 
Iloyal Engineers. 

Towards the close of the month of August a detachment of 34 Sappers, 
under Lieut. Teesdale, R.E., arrived from Corfu, and a number of siege 
platforms from England. 

By the 25th of August the whole of the siege material had been completed, 
and on the 27th of that month all the stores were on board ship. The 
Engineers themselves embarked a few days later;};, with their respective 
divisions of the army.

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As soon as the whole of the British troops had been embarked, and had 
assembled at Baltchick Bay, their convoy started for the general rendezvous 
at the Isle of Serpents, where the French and Tm'kish fleets were awaiting 
their arrival. 

On the 11th September the vast armada of the combined fleets, the 
largest and finest that had perhaps ever been brought together on any sea, 
in number about 360 vessels, including 50 men-of-war steamers, 34 luie- 
of-battle ships, and numerous merchant steamers, classed among the finest 
in the world, left the Isle of Serpents, and proceeding under steam steered 
direct to the Crimea. 

The English vessels were divided into squadrons or detachments, each 
steamer, with few exceptions, towing two sailing transports. The whole of 
these formed themselves into seven columns ; the five nearest the shore bore 
each a division of infantry with its complement of field artillery, the sixth 
the cavalry and engineer stores, and the last column, outside of all and the 
furthest from the shore, carried the siege train. The flank nearest to the 
coast was protected by part of the steam squadron under Rear-Admiral Sir 
Edmund Lyons, whilst the remainder of the fleet, under Vice- Admiral Dundas, 
guarded the sea-ward side. The French and Turkish fleets took post on the 
right flank. 

On the 13th September the fleets halted in the bay of Eupatoria. The 
occupation of this small town had at various times been strongly recom- 
mended*, on account of the many advantages that would be derivable 
therefrom. A small detached force at Eupatoria would not only protect the 
rear of the allies in their march towards Sebastopol, but such a force could 
at the same time intercept the enemy's convoys and supplies from Perekop 
and the north ; and in the event of the enemy's strength proving so superior 
as to render the main object of the expedition impracticable, Eupatoria 
would form an excellent rallying point firom whence the troops could be 
re-embarked, comparatively without difficulty. The town, moreover, pos- 
sessed good landing-places, wharves, and storehouses, and was a place from 
which valuable resources might be expected for the use of the "army, in 
the shape of cattle and grain. 

Eupatoria, accordingly, was summoned, and being unguarded it surrendered 
without resistance. Two vessels, one French and one English, with 500 
Marines, were left for its protection, and a detachment of Sappers, under 
Lieut. Baynes, RE., were landed to throw up intrenchments on the land side. 

The same night the fleet set sail for Kalamita Bay, where a low shelving 
beach near a place called ** Old Fort,'* about 18 miles south of Eupatoria, 
had been selected as the point of debarkation.

A forced landing at the mouth of the Katcha had originally been contem- 
plated, hut, on mature consideration, the generals commanding abstained 
from so perilous an enterprise. 

It was considered* that it would be hazardous and rash in the extreme to 
disembark an army in the face of any respectable force on a beach of narrow 
extent, commanded on both flanks by formidable heights (as was the case at 
the mouth of the Katcha), and which was situated at so short a distance 
from Sebastopol that without difficulty all the enemy's resources in men 
and material could have been brought up easily and rapidly to oppose the 
landing, and where, even assuming that the invaders had been able to form 
in sufficient numbers on the beach, they would, in order to obtain possession 
of the flanking heights, first have to advance through the narrow defile at 
the mouth of the river against a most overwhelming direct, flank, and 
cross fire. 

Abandoning, therefore, this first idea, the generals determined that a 
landing place should be selected at such a distance from the enemy's camp 
that a large body of troops might be disembarked, and take up a position, 
before the enemy could have time to reach the place with sufficient force to 
anticipate them, or, in other words, that the operation of landing should 
partake more or less of the character of a surprise ; that with this object 
the enemy should be kept in suspense as to the point selected ; and, pending 
his uncertainty, that the allies, by a rapid movement, should land a sufficient 
number of men to prevent any serious subsequent interruption. 

With this view the position near the Old Fort was selected. The coast 
here was undefended, and was at least one long day's march from the 
Russian camp at the Katcha ; and no forces could be perceived nearer than 
at the Alma, or about 20 miles from the point selected. But to mask the 
operation, and to draw off the enemy's attention, a division of French and 
English ships was despatched as a blind to the Katcha, to make there a 
demonstration of landing. 

The success of these movements was most satisfactory. At eight o'clock 
on the morning of the 14th September the fleets dropped anchor in front of 
the Old Fort, and the landing was effected without the slightest interruption 
on the part of the enemy.f Six small but swift steamers, drawing little 
water, each capable of landing at every trip from 600 to 1,000 men, aided by 
a very large boat flotilla, constituted the means employed in disembarking 
the British troops. The horses and guns of these troops were landed in 
large horse flats, which had been constructed at Varna by the Royal Navy, 
and were capable of taking at each trip two guns and limbers, with their

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full complement of horses and artillerymen. Upwards of 3,000 horses and 
220 artillery carriages were thus safely hrought on shore. 

This enormous operation of landing on a hostile shore upwards of 60,000 
troops, with their full complement of guns and horses, inclusive of a small 
force of cavalry, was, in consequence of the admirable arrangements of the 
allied navies, concluded without a single casualty or accident. 

The companies of Engineers were again attached to the different divisions 
of the army, and were accompanied by a small proportion of intrenching 
tools, which, in default of other transport, had to be conveyed in such country 
bullock carts* as could at the time be collected ui the neighbourhood. 

A rough but efficacious field telegraph for communicating between the 
army and the fleet was constructed, and placed under the charge of Lieut. 
Teesdale, R.E., who superintended it up to the time of his being wounded at 
the battle of the Alma. 

On the morning of the 19th September the allies commenced their march 
towards Sebastopol. 

On the 20th September, the formidable position taken up by the Russian The BatUe of 
forces under Prince Mentchikoff, on the bold and precipitous range of heights 
in rear of the river Alma, was attacked by the allied armies.f The French 
division, under General Bosquet, advanced along the sea side, supported and 
flanked by the steamers, and climbing up the extremely steep heights on the 
proper left of the position, where the slope of the ground in some degree 
protected them from the enemy's artillery fire, they attacked and turned the 
left flank of the enemy. The remainder of the French troops moved in the 
centre, whilst on the enemy's right the English troops, afler fording the river, 
advanced up the slope of the hill which formed the key of the position, and 
carried by the bayonet the heights above. The ascent to these, though more 
gradual than at the sea side, was yet steep, and was completely commanded 
and swept by a powerful and retired covered battery, armed with heavy 
guns. 

In less than three hours the allied armies obtained possession of this strong 
position, and drove the enemy from every part of the ground which he had held 
in the morning. The casualties on either side were considerable, especially 
on the part of the enemy, who, after having sustained a loss of 4, 482 J men, 
and abandoned two of their guns, retreated rapidly towards Sebastopol,

without attempting to offer any resistance either on the banks of the Katcha 
or those of the Belbec. 

The great primar}" object of the campaign had now been gained. The 
allies had most successfully effected a landing, and in a most brilliant and 
daring manner had defeated the enemy in a position of his own choosing, 
which, strong by nature, had been rendered more so by his disposition of 
guns. They had enforced a moral impression of their superiority, and 
taught the enemy that he could not again cope with them in the open field, 
unless in much greater numbers. To retire to the protection of his works 
at Sebastopol, and defend these to the last, seemed now the only course 
left open to him ; so long as he could maintain himself there, the 
accomplishment of the main object of the expedition was deferred, but with 
the fall of Sebastopol his power in the Black Sea would be utterly 
annihilated. 
Object of the The vast enterprise against this fortress became now the sole remaining 

business of the campaign, and it was suggested and determined^ that the 
allies should turn the strong position on its northern side, and advance 
without delay against the south side, which contained the enemy's dock- 
yard, arsenal, and all that was of much importance. 

But to appreciate fully the preliminary and all subsequent movements 
it will be necessary to enter into a description of a place so peculiarly 
situated as Sebastopol is. 

An extensive inlet of the sea, called the harbour of Sebastopol, which runs 
inland to a distance of nearly four miles, divides this fortress into two distinct 
parts, a north and a south side, perfectly separated from each other. Thp 
only means of communication between them is either "by boaf* across 
this harbour, or else by making on land a circuit of many miles. This 
separation of the two sides is not limited to the harbour only, but extends 
to the ground beyond, for several miles to the eastward ; where the wide 
and swampy valley of the Tchernaya, bounded on each side by lofly and 
precipitous rocks, renders communication from one side to the other 
extremely difficult at all times, and during the rainy seasons quite imprac- 
ticable, excepting in one or two places where roads and bridges have been 
established. 

This separation of the two sides is so complete, that a force investing the 
one side would find it impossible to render ready assistance to a force 
besiegmg the other ; and they would be utterly unable to supply each other 
with provisions and ammunition. Each would have to act independently, 
and to trust exclusively to its own resources.

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A complete investment was therefore impracticable, without the employ- 
ment of two separate armies, each having its o\\ti base of operations, and 
each of sufficient strength to compete by itself with the total force of the 
Russians in the Crimea. Again, the capture of either side by no means 
necessitated the fall of the other; for neither can be said to have any 
command over the other, on account of the great distance between them ; 
and in the event of either side falling to the possession of the attacking 
party, the great basin would still form an almost insurmountable barrier to 
the further advance of the besiegers ; so that to obtain entire possession of 
Sebastopol two independent attacks, one against the south, the other against 
the north front, would be requisite. 

To undertake simultaneously the attacks on both sides required far more 
numerous forces than the allies had at their disposal ; but the choice of 
either the one or the other was open to them. The north front was exceed- 
ingly strong by nature, and extended across a ridge of bold and rocky 
heights, intersected by steep ravines. A permanent fort, conspicuously 
situated in a commanding position, occupied its centre, and was supported 
on either side by earthen intrenchments and batteries. The entire front 
was exposed to enfilade from the right of the position, where heavy guns 
could readily and securely be placed; and all the approaches were com- 
manded by the men-of-war and steamers in the harbour. This position was, 
moreover, defended by an army, which, although recently defeated, had 
retreated to its supports, and was still veiy powerful, as subsequent events 
clearly proved. 

To assail such a position by a " coup de main " with an army but little 
superior to the defenders, with nothing but field pieces at its command, and 
with its flanks and retreat quite insecure, would have been a most desperate 
undertaking, with every probability of a failure or repulse, the consequences 
of which would have been most disastrous. 

A regular siege, on the contrary, required heavy guns and stores of all 
kinds, and therefore a harbour. Now the only place to the north of 
Sebastopol where the disembarkation of stores could be effected was the 
narrow, shallow beach at the mouth of the Katcha, open to every gust of 
wind, difficult to defend, and which, from its distance in the rear, would 
have been much exposed, while its communications could have been inter- 
cepted at any moment by an enemy capable of such enterprises as he 
afterwards attempted at Balaklava and Inkerman. 

On the south side, on the contrary, several harbours were known to exist ; 
perfectly sheltered, easily defensible, and covered by or connected with the 
very commanding range of heights that subsequently protected the whole 
encampment. On this side lay the great dockyards and depots of Sebastopol, 
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the capture and destruction of which constituted the chief ohject of the 
campaign. It was reported that no fortification of any importance defended 
this side ; that the enemy was taking no steps to strengthen it, hut devoted 
all his energies to the north front ; and that the allies, hy marching round 
at once, would find the Russians quite unprepared to receive them. 

Such were the arguments in favour of attacking the south side, against 
which the allies now proceeded. 

Leaving a small force to menace the north side of Sehastopol, with the 
view to cover the flank march, the combined Anglo-French army left the 
Belbec on the 25th September, and, steering hy compass in a south-easterly 
direction, through a dense wood, they reached the plain of Balstklava on that 
evening and the foUowhig morning. 

The Russians, apparently surprised hy this sudden and unexpected appear- 
ance of the allies in fi:'ont of Balaklava, had no time to occupy in force 
this place, which, not only from its strong natural position, might have been 
disputed with some obstinacy, but the possession of which was of the greatest 
importance to the allies, to enable them to re-establish their communication 
with the sea, their only base of operations. 

The small garrison of about 60 men that occupied Balaklava surrendered 
at the first approach of the Light Division, after firing a few shot from some 
mortars, and the small town was at once occupied by the British force, and 
placed in a state of defence, 1000 marines and some naval guns were dis- 
embarked, and encamped on the high ridge to the west of the town, which 
formed the key of the whole position. Advanced picquets, supported by field 
pieces, were posted in commanding positions on the small projecting spurs 
which connect this ridge with the valley below. Kadikoi, which covered 
the entrance to the town, was occupied by the main force, and a battalion, 
composed of the sickly men from each brigade, took up their quarters in the 
town, to assist in the disembarkation of the stores, guns, and ammunition. 

Having thus secured their base of operations, and re-established the com- 
munication with the fleet, the main body of the British force advanced 
towards Sehastopol, and took ground on the western side of the plateau, 
near the ** Maison d'Eau," whilst General Bosquet's division posted itself on 
the extreme right beyond Cathcart's Hill. The fire from the enemy's heavy 
guns checked their further approach, and even forced them to retire out 
of its range. The allies, however, had advanced sufficiently close to the 
place to ascertain that it was a position of great strength, far greater than 
had been anticipated, and that an immediate assault would be hazardous in 
the extreme. 
The defences The principal defences faced the sea, and on that firont the works were of 
of Sebastopoi. ^ permanent character, very extensive, and armed with powerful batteries.

At the entrance of the harbour, on the south side, stood the two forts of the 
Quarantine and Alexander, mounting 60 and 90 guns respectively; the 
former, a closed earthen redoubt, with its guns mounted en harbettCj com- 
manding the Quarantine Harboiu* j the latter, a permanent work of masonry^ 
casemated, and likewise closed at the gorge by a crenelated wall. This 
latter fort, conjointly with the magnificent casemated batteries of Fort Con- 
stantine (for 110 guns) opposite to it on the north side, commanded the 
entrance of the harbour, and both were supported and flanked by powerful 
batteries to the east of them, placed at distances varying from 500 to 1,000 
yards. These consisted, on the south side, of the Artillery Fort (an earth- 
work with 56 guns), and of the extensive casemates for 200 guns called 
^* Fort Nicholas f and on the north side, of the casemates of Fort Michael, 
for 90 guns, of two minor eartheil batteries, one on each side of the latter, 
and of the extensive earth-works called Battery No. 4. 

This front had been still further strengthened by moving several men- 
of-war (out of distant range from the sea), so that their broadsides might 
sweep the entire harbour ; and as a greater security against a naval attack, 
seven vessels* had been sunk at the entrance of the harbour, answering the 
purpose of an outer boom, supported at about 1,000 yards in rear by a 
second boom, formed of iron cables (vide dotted line on plan). All these 
defences towards the sea were of so formidable a character as to nullify one 
of the great advantages which the possession of a most powerful fleet gave 
the allies over the Russians ; so much so, that the co-operation of the fleet 
in a joint attack with the land forces could not produce any decisive effect 
upon works of such strength and magnitude. 

On the land side the works of defence to the south of Sebastopol were at 
this time comparatively trifling, but they occupied very commanding positions, 
and were placed on ground which nature had strongly fortified. 

A single stone wall, crenelatedf, but quite exposed, surrounded part of the 
town, and extended partly as a " bastion trace,'' partly as an " indented line," 
from the Artillery Bay to the Central Bastion. A wide and steep ravine, 
answering the purpose of a huge ditch, ran in front of the line, from the 
Quarantine to the Central Bastion, and so completely separated it from the 
ground beyond that all approaches by trenches on that side were subsequently 
found to be quite impracticable. This wall, along its whole extent, was lined 
with numerous pieces of artillery, of which those in the most prominent 
positions were of heavy metal. Exclusive of the 56 guns in the Artillery

t This wall was about 12 feet high and 6 feet thick, and had a ditch in its front, excepting 
where, from its abutting on to the edge of a steep declivity, such was rendered unnecessary. 
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Fort, about 42 pieces of ordnance of various calibres were then in position in 
rear of the crenelated wall. 

To the south-east of the Central Bastion, but separated from it by a deep 
ravine, across which a dry stone wall had been hastily constructed, and aimed 
with about 24 field pieces, was an earthen battery, nearly completed, called 
the Flagstaff Bastion, occupying a very commanding site, and furnished with 
12 heavy guns.* 

Such were the works of defence on the west side of Sebastopol. Of these 
the Flagstaff Bastion formed the key, for it took in reverse all the works to 
the west of it. But although the possession of this battery might have led to 
the fall of the town side of the place, it would have been difficult to hold it, 
without at the same time obtaining a footing on the eastern side, as the 
ground and works to the east of the Dockyard Creek, in their turn, commanded 
this battery, and took it in reverse. 

On the eastern side, which was perfectly separated fi'om the western by 
the deep and precipitous ravines at the head of the dockyard creek, were the 
following works : 

Ist. An earthen battery, called from its shape the "Redan," which was 
armed with 17 heavy guns, and at which large working parties were 
still busily engaged. Immediately in its rear, a dry stone wall, skirting 
the brow of the hill, branched off in a westerly direction to a place 
subsequently called the Barrack Battery, where at present 1 field 
pieces were in position to flank the Redan and the ground to the 
west of it ; and in the valley just beneath it, at the head of the 
Dockyard Creek, about a dozen field pieces, protected by a low 
stone wall, fully commanded all the approaches to the town from 
the valleys beyond. 
2d. The semicircular masonry tower of the Malakoff, mounting five heavy 
guns " en barbette^** around which was a circular intrenchment, with 
a short flank at each end, nearly completed, and armed with 10 heavy 
guns. 
3d. A battery called the Little Redan, still incomplete, but most probably 

armed. 
4th. Adjoining the harbour, a considerable sized stone building in the 
shape of a cross, which had been converted into a defensible barrack. 

Of all these defensive works the Malakoff had the most commandinir 
position, and formed the key of the whole of the south side of the place. It 
took in reverse all the works on the eastern side, and from its position on an 



* The information respecting the defences has been obtained from Russian official sources. 
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independent high knoll afforded a good site from which to repel assaults at 
any time. The enemy appeared fully aware of the importance of this site, 
and employed large working parties in strengthening it, and he had even 
commenced in its rear a dry stone wall, which surrounded part of the 
Karabelnaja suburb, and answered the purpose of an inner or second line of 
intrenchment. 

Such were the fortifications on the south side, which, although not strong 
in themselves, were powerfully armed, and occupied a position most favour- 
able for defence. Both flanks were unassailable ; the left flank rested on 
high land abutting on the great harbour, and was protected in front by an 
extensive wet ditch, in other words by the " Careening Bay," which, with all 
approaches to it, was under the command of the shipping in the harbour ; 
while the right flank, in front of which was the wide and steep ravine referred 
to above, was raked by the fire of the guns in the gorge of the Quarantine 
Fort, and by the men-of-war, that could at any time be posted under cover 
of Fort Alexander. The centre of the position was occupied by the three 
main batteries, the Flagstaff, Redan, and Malakoff, powerfully armed, nearly 
all equally salient, and on commanding positions, at the extremity of three 
leading spurs by which alone an enemy could approach, and over which the 
garrison had full view for a distance of more than 2,000 yards to their front. 
The ravines between these ridges, although winding, generally run directly 
towards the batteries, and were consequently enfiladed throughout, and com- 
manded by the enemy's guns. Men-of-war likewise were moored in the 
dockyard and careening creeks, and at the head of the harbour, with their 
broadsides bearing on such of the lines of approach as might be taken by 
the storming parties. 

Whether the assailants, therefore, advanced along the ridges or defiled 
tlirough the ravines, they must be exposed to the fire of the batteries, 
and to that of the men-of-war and steamers in the harbour. Their attack 
must have been made from a very extended diverging circumference, over 
ground quite unknown, which was broken by deep and in parts almost 
impracticable ravines, rendering mutual support quite impossible ; whereas 
the enemy occupied a central position, from which his works were easily 
accessible, while these works communicated with each other without difficulty. 
The allies would have had to advance with forces whose numerical strength 
could not have been greater than that of the defenders, and with nothing 
but field pieces at their command, exposed for a distance of upwards of a 
mile to a galling fire of more than 100 pieces of artillery, exclusive of the 
gims of the shipping, and without any retreat in case of a reverse. 

In a memorandum written a few weeks subsequent to this date it was 
stated, that the place appeared to be in such a state, and the garrison so 

c 
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busily and with so ina<^ apparent confidence engaged in improving it, tha 
with a fine battering train on board ship close at hand no one ought for a 
moment to contemplate so rash an act as the attempt to storm it at 
once ; an attempt by which the allies would have given the enemy every 
advantage, where a check or a repulse might have led to the most dis- 
astrous results, — in short, where they would have taken him in his greatest 
strength.* 

The great strength of the position, the daily expected arrival of strong 
reinforcements to the allied armies, the presence of a magnificent battering 
train and abundance of ammunition, part of which had already been dis- 
embarked, led to the decision that the enemy's overwhelming artillery fire 
should in the first instance be to some degree reduced, and that for this 
purpose batteries should at once be established. 

It was then that the relative positions of the French and English armies 
on the plateau of 'Sebastopol was altered, for the purpose of placing the 
French closer to their base of operations at Kamiesch, for at present they 
were at a distance of upwards of seven miles from it. Accordingly the 
following order was issued, and carried into effect : 

** 29th September 1854. 

« The British army will carry on the attacks on the left of the enemy, 
*' and for this purpose will move to the right, until their right is beyond 
" the west of tiie ridge on which is a large advanced white tower of the 
" enemy/* 

In the beginning of October a conference was held between the two chief 
Engineers, Sir John Burgoyne and General Bizot, and it was agreed " that 
" the best sites should at once be selected for batteries against the enemy's 
" ships, masonry buildings^ and prominent earth-works, to reduce the fire 
" from these in some degree prior to assaulting, and that the wide ravine 
" (Picquet House) which runs down immediately upon the Dockyard 
" Creek should form the line of demarkation between the French and 
** English operations." At the same time detailed instructionsf were 
drawn up as a guide to the Engineers in the operations they were about 
to undertake. 

In accordance^ with these instructions, on the part of the British two 
separate Engineer parks were established, one near the windmill, to supply

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tbe attack on the right, the other on a sheltered [Heoe of ground to the 
west of Cathcart's Hill, for the attack on the left of the British position. 
The whole of the Sapper force was assembled on the plateau (with the 
exception* of 21 men, who remained at Balaklava to assist in the dis- 
embarkation of tiie stores and the repair of the wharves), and was divided 
into two nearly equal parties, the 4th, 8th, and 10th Companies taking the 
attack on the right, and the 3d and 11th that on the left of the British 
position.

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SIEGE OF SEBASTOPOL. 



The ground to the immediate south of Sebastopol on which the allied Topographical 
armies had taken up their position is a high undulating plateau, extending Sebui^L ^ 
to a distance of from four to six miles from the place, and surrounded on all 
sides but one by the waters of the Black Sea and by the harbour of Sebas^ 
topol. On the eastern side, where alone it is connected with the land, the 
plateau rises gradually as its distance from the town increases, and having 
attained an elevation of about 600 to 800 feet, it abruptly terminates in bold 
cliffs, that extend in one unbroken line from the Col de Balaclava on the 
south to a point opposite the ruins of Inkerman on the north. These 
cliffs almost insulate the plateau, and render its eastern side a position of 
great strength. That part which faces the plain of Balaklava and the 
Fedukhine heights completely overlooks the valley below, and the fall of the 
ground at this part is so precipitous as to defy any aggressive movement on 
the part of the enemy against the side of the plateau ; whilst further to the 
north-east the bold heights of the Inkerman ridge, skirted by the sluggish 
stream of the Tchernaya and its marshy banks, form a position which it is 
- quite impracticable to attack from the eastern side, i. e., from the side facing 
the Inkerman ruins. 

The only points at which an enemy could attempt to ascend the plateau, 
and so force the allied position, are either from the north^j over the spur 
subsequently called the Inkerman ridge, or else by the gently undulating 
ground to the south of , the Col de Balaclava. 

Of these two points of attack, the latter is unquestionably the easier, for The position of 
the ascent by the Col de Balaclava is very gentle, and practicable every- ^^^^^ 
where for field artillery. As regards the formation of the gi*ound, this 



* This speciality of the position ought to be clearly understood, and great stress was laid upon 
it at the time by the Engineers. The right flank of the allies was assailable only by a moyement 
from the north^ or from the head of the harbour ; from the ectstj i. e., from the side facing the 
Tchernaya, such a movement was perfectly impracticable, as the river, and the precipitous cliflb 
on that side, formed insurmountable barriers to an enemy's advance. Prior to the battle of 
Inkerman, however, sufficient importance does not appear to have been attached to this circum- 
stance, for the defensive works constructed at that period, as the Sandbag Battery, the Guards 
Redoubt, and the cuts across the Inkerman road, were all established to check a movement from 
the tast^ and not from the north. 
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position might therefore have been considered weak ; but it lay so completely 
in a re-entering angle, and was so far within the encampment of the allies, 
that it could not readily have been forced, even by a powerful enemy. It 
was also one of great importance, as it formed the only connecting link 
between the plateau and the British base of operations at Balaklava ; the 
greatest care was consequently taken to render it inacessible to an enemy. 
The " col *' itself was occupied by the Turkish division under Osman Pacha ; 
an intrenchment of good profile was constructed across the valley, as well as 
a strong redoubt on the commanding hill to the west ; while the ground in 
front was guarded by the brigades of light and heavy cavalry, supported by 
troops of horse artillery, and flanked by the battery of foot artillery that 
occupied the village of Kadikoi. This position, therefore, although com- 
pai'atively devoid of natural strength, had been rendered strong by, the 
an'angements adopted for its protection. 

The Inkerman ridge, on the contrary, is a position ' which nature has 
strongly fortified. 

It has already been stated, how impossible it would be to assault this 
position from the east, on account of the precipitous nature of the cHAb, 
which at this point are rendered still more inacessible by the swampy valley 
of the Tchemaya. From the north, however, i. e., from the head of the 
harbour, the attempt appears more practicable, for in that direction the 
plateau opens out into narrow projecting spurs, with intermediate yalle3r8, 
which latter fall so gradually towards the head of the harbour as to ofiPer no 
serious obstacle to an enemy's advance, ^so long as the spurs, that completely 
command and overlook them, remain unoccupied. Should these spurs^ 
however, be occupied, even by comparatively small forces, the ascent 
becomes very difficult, and almost impracticable. In order to render this 
position strong, it was requisite, therefore, that a powerful reserve should be 
placed in a central position, well in advance, and that outposts should be 
pushed forward to occupy all the spurs above referred to. 

The plateau itself is divided into two nearly equal portions by the deep 
ravine that extends in a direct line from the Col de Balaclava to the head of 
the Dockyard Creek. Hie portion situated to Hie west of this ravine 
descends towards the harbour in gentle undulations, broken by various 
valleys, and was allotted to the French ; while that to the eastward, after 
some undulations near the summit, falls thence rapidly, and almost con- 
tinuously, down four leading spurs or ridges, separated by intervening and 
very precipitous ravines. Of these four ridges, the two centre ones raa 
through the enemy's lines, while the other two terminated outside the 
enemy's lines ; one of the latter on the Dockyard Creek, and the other, 
called the Inkerman Ridge, extending to the great harbour. The wide and 
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deep ravines which separate these ridges played an important part in the 
siege, and materially influenced its operations. Under the cover of the 
ravines, the besiegers were enabled to establish depots of stores and even 
of ammunition close to their batteries, and to use them as covered ways by 
which the guards of the trenches could descend under cover to the first 
parallel. But these ravines opposed at the same time great difficulties to 
the operations of the besiegers ; they impeded the communication from one 
ridge to the other, and they broke the continuity of the line of parallels 
so abruptly as to necessitate a separate attack being carried on on each 
separate ridge. 

This eastern side of the plateau, the more rugged of the two, was allotted 
to the attacks of the English, whose base of operations was at Balaklava. 

Such is a general outline of the position to the south of Sebastopol, disposition of 
which was occupied by the allies in the following manner : — On the extreme plateau. 
right was encamped the Second Division, in a somewhat retired position, its 
left supported by the greater part of the First Division. On the adjoining 
ridge, and to the west of the First Division, were placed the Light Division, 
and the Artillery and Engineer parks of the Right Attack. 

This constituted the force for the defence of the right flank of the allies, 
and for the attack of the proper left of the enemy's works. 

The Fourth and Third Divisions were encamped on the ground to the 
south-west of Cathcart's HRU, and undertook the attacks on the left of the 
British position. The ground to the west of the Dockyard Creek ravine was 
occupied by the French, who had charge of the attacks against the town. 
Besides these. General Bosquet's Division, forming the ** Corps d'Observation" 
of the French army, took post on the range of heights to the south-east of 
the plateau overlooking the plain of Balaklava, and in rear of the Britis^h 
forces. 

The position thus occupied by the allies offered two assailable points ; one, Weak points of 
on the right flank at Inkerman, to which we have already alluded ; the other position. 
at Balaklava, the base of operations of the allies. But this latter position 
could only be termed weak on account of its distance from the main force of 
the British army in front of Sebastopol, and from the manner in which the 
features of the ground separated it from the plateau, and which consequently 
rendered it somewhat exposed. Considered, however,, as an independent 
position, it was very strong. 

A lofty ridge, about 1,200 feet above the level of the sea, and at a distance 
of about one mile from the town, completely covers the east side of Balaklava. 
On the south this ridge is bounded by clilFs that descend precipitously to the 
sea, and prevent all access to Balaklava on this side ; and on the north 
the ground falls rapidly towards the plain, throwing out northwards 
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No. 4.) 



numerous projecting spurs, which, overlapping, completely hide the town, 
and cover the entrance to the harbour. These spurs, which were very com- 
manding positions, together with the high ridge on the right, were occupied 
by a small force of Marines, and by several naval guns, which were placed 
along the principal points, and protected by parapets of slight profile. 

In addition to these defences, which constituted the inner line for the pro-* 
tection of Balaklava, a second or outer line was commenced on the 7th 
October, about 2,000 to 2,500 yards in front, to crown the line of low 
eminences that extend across the plain from the heights of Kamara to the 
plateau of Sebastopol. This outer line consisted of three small field- 
works of very slight profile, which were occupied by a force of about 3,000 
Turks. 

The two brigades of cavalry, the 93d Regiment, and somfe field artillery 
occupied, as already stated, an intermediate position between the outer and 
inner line, and kept up the connexion with the plateau. 

This force it was hoped would be sufficient to check the enemy's advances 
until reinforcements could be called to its assistance from the firont. 

The right flank at Inkerman, on the contrary, was not so well protected, 
notwithstanding that the allies were fully aware of the importance of this 
position, and foresaw, even at this early period, the difficulties which they 
might in consequence have to combat. 

The whole of this Inkerman ridge, as far to the northward as the sites 
of the subsequently constructed " White Works," had been carefully re- 
connoitred by the Engineers at the time of their arrival on the plateau, 
and they had recommended — 

1st. That the elevated position (A.) in front, which completely overlooks 
the surrounding ground, should be occupied by a strong force, and that 
advanced posts should be pushed forward to the three projecting spurs which 
command the Inkerman causeway and the head of the harbour.* 

2dly. To give greater security against an attack in flank, they suggested 
that two batteries should at once be establishedf ; one close to the position 
subsequently occupied by Lieut. Laurent's battery, but on the eastern side of 
the ridge, so as to be protected from the fire of the shipping in the harbour ; 
the other to occupy the bold projecting spur (B.) which lies to the east of 
the Inkerman road, and between it and the aqueduct. The latter battery 
was to sweep the roadway, and bar the passage round by the foot of the 
cliffs, whilst the former was intended to prevent the repair of the bridge at

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the Inkerman cautseway, and check every attempt to establish a com- 
mumcation across the Tchemaya. 

Sdly. The Engineers had further recommended the occupation of the 
Mamelon*, for the double purpose of supporting the posts on the Inkerman 
ridge, and to admit of the construction of advances against the Malakoff 
Tower, which was considered the proper point of attack. 

It is much to be regretted that the British force was even at that time 
considered too weak to take up so extensive a position, as there can be no 
question that had the arrangements recommended been carried out many 
subsequent disasters would have been avoided, and the fall of the place might 
have been insured within a comparatively short period. With the reduced 
state of the army, however, the occupation of so advanced a position was 
considered impracticable, and although a detachment of about 80 riflemen 
had been ordered ** to take up ground on points overhanging the bridge over 
the Tchemaya River, and the road across the Valley of Inkermanf ," it was 
thought that even this advanced post could not be properly supported, and 
was liable to be cut off at any moment. 

This apprehension led Sir John Burgoyne to submit a proposition^ 
recommending that the division on the English left nearest the French 
should be moved, and should take up ground on the Inkerman ridge, so 
as to afford greater security to our right flank. Special reasons, however, 
prevented that movement from being carried into effect. 

A few days subsequent to the date on which this proposition was made the 
enemy commenced to advance on this ridge, and soon after the sites which 
had hitherto been occupied but by one or two Cossacks were guarded by 
strong detachments of the enemy's sharpshooters. 

This proceeding on the part of the enemy rendered it impracticable to advance The enemy's 
against the Malakoff Tower without previously dislodgmg him from his tS Mieraan 
position on the Inkerman ridge, as from this ridge he enfiladed and took j^t^tuSJon"* 
in reverse the whole of the ground in front of the tower ; and as the means ***« Maiakoir. 
for dislodging him could not be obtained, it was imperative on the Engineers 
to abandon the attack on the tower front, and to confine their operations to 
the Redan and Barrack batteries, in support of the French attack against 
the town.

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In the meantiine the French '< Corps d'Observation,'' anxious to protect 
itself, was busily engaged in throwing up with all haste intrenchments on the 
heights facing the plain of Balaklava. On the British right, on the contrary, 
where advanced works would have been of the greatest importance, men 
could not be obtained either to construct or to occupy them. 

The British army now found itself engaged in an enterprise for which its 
force was, strictly speaking, very inadequate, but from which it had not the 
power of withdrawing. No other course was left but to persevere with resolu- 
tion, to strain every nerve in the endeavour to assault the place before the 
winter set in ; and as the army had not the means of guarding itself equally 
at all points, it was required to exhibit extraordinary vigUance and activity 
to face the enemy wherever he might show himself. 

Every exertion was made to expedite the removal of the guns and siege 
material to the front. 

The wharves had been prepared, and the disembarkation of stores proceeded 
rapidly, but the means of transport unfortunately were inadequate. The small 
and slight country bullock carts, which alone were at the disposal of the 
Engineers, broke down daily, although but lightly loaded, and the animals 
rapidly became lame and too weak to travel. On the 12th October not more 
than 21 " arabas" out of 46 were fit for work, and these were only capable of 
carrying light stores, so that it was found necessary, in consequence, to press 
into the service every spare ammunition and baggage horse. 

Every kind of material suitable for the construction of batteries was mean- 
while collected. The trees near the parks were felled, and the flooring and 
roofs of the houses beyond the alignment of the camps were pulled down for 
the sake of the timber. The stout wooden railing that bordered the main 
road leading into the Inkerman Valley afforded the largest supply, and 
furnished the Right attack with a large proportion of the platform and splinter 
proof timber required during the first bombardment. 

On the 7th October orders were issued to invest Sebastopol more com- 
pletely. The strength of the British army, however, was so small, that the 
advanced picquets could not be pushed forward sufficiently to enable either 
the enemy's works or the ground in front to be properly reconnoitered. Many 
important and prominent points were, in consequence, left unoccupied, and 
little support could be given to the Engineers whilst engaged in selecting the 
sites for their batteries. The enemy at once took advantage of this circum- 
stance, and posted a strong chain of infantry sentries to the front of Gordon's 
Hill, and among the rocks and caves of the Inkerman ridge, fully 1,000 yards 
in front of the works of the town. These sharpshooters constantly approached 
and skirmished with our outlying picquets, and on several occasions they 
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pui^ed forward, supported by light field guns; but although invariably 
repulsed, they threatened gradually to take up a moire advanced position, 
while they cauaed considerable annoyance to our troops. 

It was now thought advisable at once to assume offensive operations, and ^^^ Lancaster 
without waiting for the disembarkation of the entire siege '< materiel^" to ^battery." 
jdace in battery the Lancaster guns, whose range was said to exceed 4,000 
yards, with great accuracy of aim ; and in order not to draw upon these 
pieces the concentrated fire of the whole of the Russian artillery, they were 
placed at such a distance as to be barely within reach of the enemy's 
batteries, while they were stUl within their own reputed range. 

On the night of the 7th October a half sunken battery for two of these 
guns, called the Left Lancaster gun battery, was commenced to the left of 
the Woronzoff Road, and about 400 yards in front of the Post House, its 
object being to batter the ship at the head of the Dockyard Creek which 
aifiladed the approaches to the Redan. On the night of the 8th another 
half sunken battery (the Right Lancaster battery) was commenced on the 
extreme right (about half a mile in front of Thistle Hill) for two Lancaster 
guns, to fire against the ships in the Careening Creek which swept the 
approaches to the tower. This battery was extended on the following 
night, to include four additional guns of the heaviest metal (GS-pounders), 
to batter the Malakoff Tower. Five guns only were eventually mounted 
in this battery, and hence it received the appellation of ** the 5.gun battery .'* 
By the Russians it was called the ** five-eyed battery," from the admirable 
manner in which it was served. 

Both these Lancaster batteries were, of necessity, established on very 
rocky ground, and the earth for the parapets had to be collected in baskets 
and sandbags from a considerable distance. One row of gabions only was 
used for the revetment of the parapet, owing to the scarcity of material. 

Notwithstanding these difficulties, both batteries were completed in a very 
short space of time, namely — 

The Left Lancaster on the night of the 9th, and the Right on the night of 
the 10th. 

On the 9th October, every preparation being so far advanced as to admit Opening 
of " breaking ground," orders were issued to commence work on the night ^^*^ ^' 
of the 10th. 

The officers of Engineers had reconnoitered the ground on previous nights, 
and had selected such sites as were best suited to batteries, without special 
reference to their appropriateness for first parallels, because at that time 
there was no intention to throw up a systematic series of trenches, which 
would only have delayed the operation of the assault. Regular siege 
operations were not then contemplated by the allies, and such operations 

D 2 
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were in fact impossible and diametrically opposed to first principles, so long 
as the investment of the south side remained incomplete. 

The allies had but one object in view, and that was to establish batteries 
which it was hoped would soon damage and silence the enemy's works 
sufficiently to render them open to an assault ; and this object alone guided 
the selection of the sites for the first line of trenches of the ** Right " and 
" Left *• attacks. 

The Left attack was traced on an arc of a circle, to obtain an extensive 

range of fire, and embraced the sloping summit of the knoll called Green 

Hill, situated between the ravines of the " Picquet House " and <* Woronzoff 

Road.** The trench of the <* Right attack " (on Frenchman's Hill) was traced 

in two faces, each bearing directly on the main points of attack, the left 

flank resting on the rocks overhanging the Woronzoff Ravine, and the right 

secured by a <^ return," and an emplacement (No. 3 battery) for four light 

guns, which were intended to sweep the ravine in front of the right flank 

of the battery, so as to check any attempt on the part of the enemy to 

turn that flank. 

Reasons for Somc further remarks regarding the selection of the sites for these batteries 

L^riet at so may not be out of place, more especially as so many criticisms have been 

fl^Sw^Sc^ passed, even by military men, tending to impute a want of professional 

judgment in placing batteries at so great a distance from the enemy's works. 

The Russian outposts, during the interval between the investment of 
Sebastopol and the opening of the trenches, occupied a very advanced 
position. On the extreme right, i.e., on the Inkerman ridge, their line of 
sentries was placed in front of the site subsequently occupied by the second 
parallel ; on the Malakoff Tower ridge they held a position half way between 
Thistle Hill and the Mamelon, and, further westward, their sentries were 
posted, nearly in a straight line, past points half way between the first and 
second parallels of the Right and Left attacks respectively. 

These out picquets were securely placed, and supported in some instances 
by light field pieces. Our outposts, on the contrary, which in point of 
numbers were far inferior, and which had not, like their opponents, the 
advantage of the formidable support of field artillery, found themselves 
unable to cope with such superior forces, nor could they drive them back 
sufficiently to admit of reconnoitering in a satisfactory manner even the 
retired position that had been selected for the first line of trenches. The 
first parallel of the Right attack, for instance, was placed on a site which, 
prior to breaking ground (and even subsequent to the investment), had 
frequently been occupied during the daytime by the enemy's sentries ; and 
on the ridge in front of the Malakoff Tower advanced batteries were out of 
the question, for on reference to the plans it will be seen that any battery 
' or trench further advanced than the ^' Right Lancaster ** would have been 
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enfiladed and even taken in reverse by the enemy, so long' as he remained 
in possession of the Inkerman ridge. 

A more advanced position than the one selected could not, therefore, have 
been taken. But even supposing that the trenches could have been placed 
somewhat closer, which was hardly optional, it is very doubtful whether such 
a course would have been advantageous. A position further in advance 
would have increased the difficulty of supplying the batteries with ammu- 
nition ; it would have required stronger covering parties to protect them ; 
it would have exposed the batteries to sorties of forces far superior to 
those which the allies could afford as a guard for their defence ; and it 
would have rendered them liable to have their guns spiked, perhaps at the 
very moment when most required. It would thus have multiplied difficulties, 
without enabling the allies to gain thereby any advantage whatever, for the 
first day's fire is a convincing proof that these batteries were not placed too far 
from the enemy*s works to effect the object for which they were required. 

JOURNAL.— 10th to the 16th October.* 



Left Attack. 

At dusk ou the evening of the 10th October 
a parallel was traced right across " Greenhill '* 
to the ravine on either ^ide, about 1,000 yards 
in extent, ^d at a distance of 1,350 yards from 
the Rassian works. 

The working partjf, composed of 1,200 men 
of the Line, under the direction of Capt. Chap- 
man, R.E., advanced, unarmed, soon after dark, 
and commenced work along the whole extent 
of the parallel. Each man was provided with 
a pick and a shovel, but most of them, being 
unaccustomed to the use of intrenching tools, 
and having to contend with a soil of the most 
unfavourable nature, little progress was made 
during the first night. In many places the 
ground was too rocky to sink a trench, and the 
earth had to be gathered together, and brought 
in baskets from great distances ; besides which,

It was intended to " break ground " on 
Frenchman's Hill simultaneously with the ^ft 
attack, and acordingly a working party of 
400 men of the Line had assembled on the 
evening of the lOth October at the Right attack 
park ; but owing to the difficulty of conveying 
the materials and tools it became late before the 
men reached the intended portion gf the battery, 
and so dark that the officer of Engineers was 
unable to identify the small heaps of stones 
which marked the site of the battery. These 
marks were necessarily extremely small, so as 
not to attract the attention of the enemy 's^ 
riflemen, who frequently occupied this ground 
during the daytime. After an hour's inef- 
fectual search the men were withdrawn, as the 
officers of Engineers thought it preferable not 
to attempt a trace of the accuracy of which 
they were not perfectly satisfied. By the 
following night the battery was retraced, and 
completed in time to open fire on the I7th Oct., 
simultaneously with the other batteries. 

The extent of parallel executed the first 
night was about 600 yards (a b. Plan, No. VI.),

tilie great scarcity of gabione rendered it neces- 
sary to use these as sparingly as possible, and 
chiefly at those places whioh it was intended to 
convert eventually into batteries. The parapets 
were strengthened during the following nights, 
and the embrasures " laid out " and " revetted." 
Traverses of great thickness were constructed 
to check the anticipated cross Are from the 
Flagstaff Battery, and magazines were com- 
pleted, under cover of the sloping ground in 
rear, and perfectly hid from the enemy's view. 

During the daytime miners were employed to 
remove by ^* blasts " the rock at the terrepleines 
of the batteries. 

To afford safe communication between the 
two attacks, a pathway cut into steps was 
cleared at the right extremity of the parallel, 
to lead down into the Woronzoff Road, from 
whence it was continued across the ravine and 
up the opposite slope to the left of the Right 
attack.

with aa approach in rear (c) across the exposed 
part of the hill. Subsequently the parallel was 
extended to the right (to cf), to afford more 
ample cover for the guard of the trenches, an 
as a protection against sorties. 

In many parts the rocky nature of the grocmd 
did not admit of sinking a trench, and the 
parapets had to be built up to a height of six 
feot with the earth collected from the ravines in 
rear. 



The whole of the above operations proceeded without any essential interrup- 
tion on the part of the enemy. He generally opened a heavy fire at the 
time that the working parties were being relieved, without, however, seriously 
injuring the works or causing many casualties, except on the morning of the 
1 6th October, when the cannonade was unusually heavy, and lasted for about 
two hours, causing a loss of nearly 20 men in killed and wounded. 

On the extreme right the enemy gradually strengthened his outposts, and 
advanced with such boldness that it became necessary to increase the number 
of our picquets, more especially in support of the Right Lancaster battery. 
The right flank of the Right attack was now no longer thought secure, and the 
supporting trench {b d)y alluded to in the Trench Journal, was constructed, 
to protect that flank of the battery, and to afford more ample cover to the 
guard of the trenches. 

By the 16th October the armanent of the batteries had been completed, 
and preparations were made for opening fire on the following day. Volunteers 
were collected from different regiments to act as sharpshooters. They were 
placed, at early dawn, some distance in front of the batteries, and by their 
continuous fire into the embrasures of the place caused great annoyance to 
the enemy. 
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This duty was subsequently performed entirely by the Rifle Brigade, as great 
inconvenience restQted from the former plan, on account of the separation of 
the men from their regimental officers. 



JOURNAL of the Right and Left Attacks. 

Night between the 16th and 17th October. 

The whole line of batteries was cleared, and got ready to open fire on the 
following morning. All the embrasures were unmasked and revetted, and at 
each gun portion were placed sandbags ready filled, for quickly repairing 
damages during the course of the bombardment.

FIRST BOMBARDMENT. 

17th October. — At 6 30 a.m. the whole of the French and Englidi batteries, 
mustermg in the aggregate 126 pieces of ordnance, commenced to bombard 
the Russian works. 

It was anticipated that the fire of these powerful land batteries, combined 
with that of the allied fleets against the sea front, might sufficiently destroy 
the Russian works to admit of an assault, and every preparation had ac<;ord- 
ingly been made for such an event.t The troops off duty had been warned 
to be ready at a moment's notice, and to '' fall in " without knapsack or great- 
coat ; all the field batteries remained horsed ; and to each attacking column 
were told off one officer of Engineers and twenty Sappers, and one officer of 
Artillery and twenty gunners ; the latter furnished with spikes and rockets, 
and the former with intrenching tools, crowbars, and scaling ladders.

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During the first few hours the English batteries obtained a decided 
superiority over those of the enemy, and this superiority they maintained 
thoroughout the day. Little damage was done to their own batteries, whereas 
they almost silenced those of the enemy. By 10 o'clock the guns on the 
tower of Malakoff had been all either damaged or dismounted, the tower had 
become untenable, and the earthen battery round it had slackened its fire. 

At about 3 P.M. a tremendous explosion in rear of the Redan injured that 
work so considerably that only three guns were left standing ; and later in 
the afternoon several minor but not unimportant explosions took place in 
the Russian lines. 

The English batteries, although injured, remained firm throughout the 
day ; their magazines remained uninjured ; and the only accident was the 
explosion of a small ammunition tumbril, left accidently in a hollow, some 
distance in rear of Gordon's Battery, but which did no injury whatever. The 
French, on the contrary, were not so fortunate. Their guns, of smaller calibre, 
were unequal to contend with the heavy metal of those of the enemy, and 
their large magazines were necessarily more exposed than the small compact 
ones in the British linos. Two of them exploded in the early part of the day, 
and completely disabled two of their batteries, and at 1 p.m. the French 
batteries ceased firing entirely. 

The w^hole attention of the Russians was now directed to the English lines, 
and* the guns relieved from the French bombardment, which could be 
brought to bear on the English batteries were turned against them, but 
notwithstanding this increased and unexpected fire, the English batteries 
continued in action uninterruptedly until nightfall. 

At 1 P.M. the allied fleets engaged the batteries on the sea.fi'ont, their 
advance having been delayed until this late hour from circumstances explained 
in Admiral Dundas* letter.* 

The firing on both sides, by land as well as by sea, now became rapid and 
incessant, and the Russians replied most vigorously, although suffering 
greatly. At half-past four they made a sortie against the extreme left of 
the French, and driving in the picquets they advanced in the most gallant 
manner to within 50 or 60 yards of the French batteries, and maintained 
that position until their heavy loss and the superior forces opposed to them 
obliged them to retire. 

Towards dusk the fleet retired, having suffered considerably, and done 
comparatively little injury, f notwithstanding the most gallant exertions.

The fire of the land batteries slackened at the same time, and ceased 
altogether at night. It was ihe first time since the commencement of the 
fuege that the Russian guns remained silent during the night. 

At the close of the day the Malakoff had become a ruin, and in the earth- 
work around it only two of the guns were able to return fire. 

The Redan was completely silenced, with the exception of an occasional 
shot from one of the guns ; the fire from the " Barrack ** and " Flagstaff '* 
batteries was much reduced, and the vessel in Dockyard Creek had been 
forced to retire out of range, and one of the steamers at the head of the 
harbour had been injured, and was obliged to withdraw. The enemy's loss 
in killed and wounded is supposed to have been considerable. 

The English, in comparison, suffered but little, only eight* of their guns 
were disabled, and hardly any damage had been done to their batteries. f 

Could an assault have been attempted this evening it is believed that it 
would have proved successful. But as the French expected to re-establish 
their batteries by the following morning, it was decided to delay the assault 
on the British side until the French were ready to undertake the operation 
against the works of the Flagstaff Bastion. 

The whole of the English batteries were repaired in the course of the 
night, and the embrasures, chiefly injured by the concussion of our own 
guns, were rebuilt, and revetted with fascines. Every precaution was taken 
for the safety of the magazines, and small traverses were built close to the 
entrances to prevent accidents from splinters of shells. 

No. 4 battery of the Left attack had suffered more than any other part of 
the line, as subsequent to the silence of the French works the whole 
attention of the " Flagstaff" and ** Garden " batteries had been turned upon 
it, but even this was got ready to open fire on the following morning. 

18th October. — The English batteries reopened soon after daybreak, and 
continued throughout the day a steady, well-directed, but not so rapid a fire 
as that on the previous day. The French were still unable to assist, and it 
was not expected that their batteries would be completed until the 19th. 
The Russians, on the contrary, had during the course of the night succeeded 
in repairing their injured works, and they reopened this morning with a full

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complement of guns, and maintained their fire far more successively than on 
the previous day. 

The display of such extraordinary energy on the part of the enemy, and Necessity of 
the enormous resources which it now became apparent that he had at his {he wtu^^ 
command, rendered it desirable to concentrate the artillery fire more fully ^®- 
than had hitherto been done upon the principal points of attack, as without 
this it was not considered* that any decisive effect would be obtained. 

Several of the guns had been turned, with the object of setting the town 
on fire, instead of directing their attention solely to reducing the enemy's 
works, in accordance with the original instructions. 

In both attacks, therefore, the embrasures were re-altered to bear more 
fully upon the principal points, viz., the Redan, the Malakoff, and the Flagstaff 
batteries. The batteries on the Left attack were increased by five additional 
embrasures for guns of the heaviest metal ; the ground in front was also 
more closely reconnoitered, to obtain advantageous sites for new batteries. 

19th Octob.er. — The French had re-established their batteries, and the Third day** 
whole of the allied lines reopened their fire this morning. bombardment. 

The result of this day's bombardment was awaited with deep interest, 
for it would decide the future course of operations of the allies. If the 
bombardment proved successful, the assault could at once be attempted, 
but if, on the contrary, the combined fire of the whole of the existing 
batteries were still found insuflficient to silence the Russian works, no other 
course was left but to postpone the assault until the arrival of fresh reinforce- 
ments of men and means. 

The French maintained a quick and well-directed fire throughout the day, The daily ex- 
and the English batteries continued steadily and uninterruptedly, but more ammunition is 
deliberately than on the first day, for the ammunition in their batteries was *°" 
much reduced. A bombardment of short duration only had been anticipated, 
and the batteries had accordingly been supplied with sufficient ammunition 
for three to four days' heavy firing. It was now the third day since they had 
opened, and as there appeared every probability of the cannonade continuing 
for several days more, the number of rounds per gun had to be limited.f 

It now became evident that the enemy's resources, both in men and means, The enemy's 
were far superior to those of the allies. That decided superiority which the Jl^w^tTbe 
English batteries alone had obtained on the first day's bombardment could ^ superior to 
not now be re-established, as the enemy had strengthened his works ; he aiues. 
had increased the number of his guns, and his fire had become steadier.

He now possessed an artillery fully double that of the allies. All his guns 
of heavy calibre he could fully man and skilfully serve. He had a force 
large enough to enable him, not only to repair in the course of a night all the 
damages done to his batteries during the day's bombardment, and replace all 
his guns injured or dismounted, but he could likewise add to the strength of 
his defences, and increase the number of his batteries, as well on the south 
as on the north side of Sebastopol. With these very great resources and a 
force so large, a situation eminently fitted for defence, and protected by 
batteries more numerous even than on the first day's fire, the enemy's 
position was justly considered too formidable to risk an assault with an army 
so reduced in number as that of the allies. 

The Generals in Council therefore decided to await the arrival of reinforce- 
ments both of men and of means, and then to recommence a fresh bombard- 
ment with a greatly increased force of artillery. 

This postponement of the assault to an indefinite period necessitated many 
alterations in the works of attack. 

The English batteries and trenches had been constructed for a specific 
object, and solely with the view of satisfying that object. A regular attack 
by means of approaches and parallels had neither been contemplated, nor was 
it possible whilst the enemy had possession of the Inkernian ridge. The 
sole object had been to obtain cover for powerful but temporary batteries, 
with a sufficient length of supporting trench to screen the guard that protected 
them. These works were not calculated to withstand the wear and tear of 
many months' bombardment, and, from the smallness of the working parties, 
little regard had been paid to neatness of construction. Everything, on the 
contrary, had been sacrificed to speed, combined M'ith a due amount of 
strength. Thus far, indeed, the batteries had answered well. The works 
themselves had suffered but little, much less than those of our allies, and 
the casualties within them were fewer. Whereas in both the French and 
Russian lines an explosion occurred almost daUy, the English magazines 
remained perfect and untouched.* 

The altered circumstances of the original undertaking required, however, 
constructions of a more permanent character. Larger magazines were 
necessary, as well as larger traverses, to withstand a prolonged bombardment 
A great portion of the revetments, — ^which, from scarcity of material, had 
frequently been repaired with wooden shell-boxes, stones, biscuit bags, or 
anything that could be found on the spot, — ^however apt and expedient at the 
time, was unsuited for a permanent structure, and all these revetments had 
consequently to be pulled down and properly rebuilt. 

♦ The exertions of the Engineers were brought to the notice of Lord Raglan in a memorandiim 
dated 18th October 18.54. (Vide Appendix No. 18.) 
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These alterations were now put in progress, and as no offensive movements 
could be undertaken until the arrival of reinforcements, it was directed that 
the batteries should slacken then- fire, so as not to expend too rapidly their 
limited supply of ammunition. The ground in front was more carefully 
surveyed and studied, and the ravines leadmg to the Redan and the batteries 
right and left of it were reconnoitered by officers of Engineers*, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the best point of assault. 

The enemy's fire, although reduced, was still too heavy to admit of any 
work -being done during the daytime, beyond small and immediate repairs ; 
consequently all the more important improvements had still to be executed 
at night. 

At this period the corps had to deplore the loss of another " Commanding Death of 
Engineer,** Lieut.-Colonel Alexander, R.E. He was seized with apoplexy Aie^^';, 
during the night of the 19th October, and died, deeply lamented by all his ^^•^' 
brother officers, on the morning of the 20th. The preliminary operations for 
this great siege had been conducted by him with great zeal, ability, and 
an untiring energy; and universal were the regrets that so excellent an 
officer, with manners so kind and social, had not been spared to reap the 
reward of his great exertions. 

The command of the Royal Engineers now devolved upon Colonel (then Consequent 
Captain) J. W. Gordon. Major Tylden was at the same time appointed offimS.**^**^ 
director of the Right attack, and Major (then Captain) Lovell, brigade- 
major. About the same time Lieutenant Lempriere joined the Right attack, 
having completed the works of defence which he had been directed to 
construct in Circassia.

Upon a fiinalL projecting spur in the Picquet 
Hoase Ravine, from which a goo<I view could 
be obtained of the inner harbour, a battery 
(No. 6) for three 24-pounders and one 10-inch 
mortar was established, at the recommendation 
of Colonel Chapman, R.E., to fire against 
the enemy's men-of*war at the head of the 
Dockyard Creek, and to prevent all communi- 
cation over the wooden bridge which crossed this 
creek. This battery was commenced on the 
21 si, and completed and armed on the evening

The first parallel was extended to the right 
(to d)y to crown a small knoll from which the 
enemy's man-of-war at the upper end of the 
harbour could be seen. This vessel annoyed 
the guards of the trenches considerably, by 
advancing very stealthily under cover, suddenly 
firing a few rounds, and immediately retiring 
out of range of our guns. Capt. (now Rear- 
Admind) Sir S. Lushington, R.N., hoped that 
from the knoll refeiTed to a Lancaster gun

of the 23d. A small cave, conveniently situated 
in the rocks to the rear of the battery, was 
transformed into a powder magazine, and a 
road along which artillery could pass was con- 
structed up the slope of the spur on which the 
battery was placed. 

The ground was difficult, and the terrepleine 
had to be cut out of the solid rock. 

Some farmhouses in the ravine below, occu- 
pied by the advanced picquet, were unroofed 
and unjfloored, and the timber was used for 
platforms and sleepers. A small coppice 
adjoining the farm buildings was cut down, 
and the material conveyed to the park for 
converting into fascines. It proved a most 
useful supply, as the stores in the parks were 
nearly exhausted by this time. 

The batteries and platforms were strengthened 
and improved throughout. No. 5 battery was 
constructed, to enfilade the right face of the 
Flagstaff Battery, It was completed on the 
20th, after a good deal of labour, as the ground 
was rocky, and had in parts to be blasted to a 
depth of two feet. 

In rear of No. 4 battery a large reserve 
magazine was completed, in the construction 
of which the greatest care was taken, as the 
enemy had fired of late a great number of 
10-iuch mortar shells, and had obtained the 
range of our batteries most accurately. This 
likewise induced the Engineers to construct 
new traverses both to the batteries and to the 
magazines. 

To support the French attacks additional 
embrasures were brought to bear upon the 
Barrack and Garden batteries. 

The weakness of the working parties, and 
especially the small force of Sappers, did not 
permit of undertaking all these improvements 
at once, and the less important had to be 
deferred until available means could be obtained.

great effect. Accordingly, a battery for two 
guns (No. 1 battery) was commenced, and was 
protected by a strong epaulment from the cross- 
fire of the Redan and the Flagstaff; but the 
rocky nature of the ground, which necessitated 
blasting to a great extent, (and more especially 
the non-arrival of several reliefs of workmen,) 
delayed its completion until the night of the 
23d October, when it was armed with a 95- cwt. 
gun, and with the Lancaster gun from the left 
Lancaster battery. This latter battery was sub- 
sequently dismantled. 

As the original intention of confining the 
attacks against Sebastopol to the first line of 
batteries was now abandoned, the British 
trenches were ordered to be advanced, so as to 
obtain for the batteries greater security against 
surprise. A trench {e/) was accordingly traced 
parallel to the Russian works, and along the 
crest of a slight rise about 600 yards in front of 
Gordon's battery. A communication (a h l) 
connecting it with the battery was laid out on 
the western slope of Frenchman's Hill, on which 
side the rising ground completely protected it 
from the fire of the Malakoff Tower ; but the 
working parties were so extremely small that 
it was impossible to execute at once the whole 
extent of trench, and for this reason the boyav 
of communication was first commenced and 
pushed forward to (A) within 400 yards of the 
intended parallel, and the latter was executed 
and connected with the boyau on subsequent 
nights by flying sap.* 

The batteries were much improved, and 
those parts which appeared to be the least 

* The Urmjlying-aap is perhaps hardly apinropriate to 
the mode in which this work was executed. Althongh 
gabions were used, and placed side by side along the 
whole length of work to be ezecvted, the greater portion 
had no trench to the rear, the rocky nature of tht 
groond not admitting of its oonstmction.

substantial, or which were revetted with large 
biscuit bags and other perishable materials, 
were rebuilt. Several new traverses were 
added. Larger reserve magazines were built, 
and the platforms repaired throughout. 

Parts of the town were set on fire at various 
times, but the Russians invariably succeeded in 
quenching the conflagration. 



October 25th to November 5th. 

The Russians worked at their defences with a zeal and energy well worthy The Riusians 
of imitation, and as their resources in guns and ammunition, as well as the IllSS^omeir 
amount of labour at their command*, were enormous, they had the power of ^^^^^^ ? 
strengthening their position almost to an unlimited extent. Several entirely 
new batteries had already been completed, and many others were in progress 
on the north as well as on the south side of SebastopoL But we shall allude 
here to such works only as were opposed to the British attacks : — 

1. In advance of the Flagstaff Bastion, and in front of the French attack, 

they had constructed a small batter)^ which much annoyed our 
trenches. 

2. The Garden batteries had been completed, and 14 guns were mounted 

in them. 

3. The battery across the head of the Dockyard Creek had been enlarged, 

and had been armed with heavy guns. 

4. The wall connecting the proper right flank of the Redan with the 

Barrack Battery had been converted into a battery for heavy guns, 
and new batteries were being commenced on the left flank of the 
Redan. 

5. The Little Redan flankmg the ground in front of the Malakoif had been 

fully armed. 
In the ruins of Inkerman Castle they had likewise established a battery for 
heavy guns, the fire from which caused some • annoyance to the outposts of 
the Second Division ; and as fears were entertained that the enemy would 
throw shot into the camp itself, a counter battery was erected on the extreme 
right flank of the allied position, and some distance in advance of the Second 
Division camp. This battery, called the Sandbag Battery, was completed and 
armed on the 24th October, and by a steady fire it effectually succeeded in 



• The garrison of Sebastopol at this period mustered 57 battalions of the Line and about 
10,000 sailors. — Vide " Der Feldzug in der Krim," by Anitchkoff, p. 29, second part. 
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silencing the enemy's guns. Its position, however, was considered too fer in 
advance to he safely guarded at night, and the battery was shortly afterwards 
disarmed. 

The Russians now commenced to advance, and to encroach upon the 
allied position in every direction. Their picquets had been greatly increased 
and not only were they far superior in point of numbers to those which the 
allies could oppose to them, but they were generally supported by field 
artillery even in minor skirmishes. They constantly attacked the besiegers, 
more especially in front of the Right attack and in the Middle Ravine, and 
whenever forced to retire or pursued they rapidly withdrew, under cover of 
the fire from their field-pieces, to a number of small stone rifle screens, with 
which they had surrounded their position. From the screens they were 
enabled to take a steady deadly aim at their opponents, at the same time that 
they themselves remained securely protected. Many casualties occurred, 
and the English picquets being very small had some diflSculty in mamtaining 
their position. 

On one occasion, some of the enemy's riflemen advanced during the night 
as far as the large quarry to the immediate front of the 21-Gun battery, and 
on the following morning they opened a heavy fire upon the embrasures of 
that battery. These skirmishers were at once driven out, yet it became 
evident that the heavily armed earth- works of the Right attack were no longer 
secure, and that a strong body of troops ought to be placed in advance, to 
prevent the enemy from surprising the besiegers' works. 

A third parallel* was therefore commenced at 600 yards in front of 
Gordon's Battery, but want of workmen, as already stated, retarded its 
completion for several days. 

A proposition was put forward t at this period, to make a strong recon* 
noissance to the front, completely over the Inkerman ridge, and as far as the 
head of the harbour ; and for the following reasons : the right flank was at 
present indiflFerently protected ; it was of great importance to strengthen it, 
and this could be effected by a more complete occupation of the Inkerman 
ridge. The troops or lodgments of the enemy on that ridge could be but 
imperfectly supported, and unless they had intrenched themselves, which 
was most unlikely, they might be driven off altogether. 



• This trench was, correctly speaking, the second parallel, and it was called so until the spring 
of 1855, when its name was changed to that of third parallel, to distinguish it from the line of 
batteries (Vide second parallel, Plan No. viii.) which were then being constructed in its immediate 
rear. To avoid confusion, the term third parallel has therefore been adopted throughout this 
record.

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By this proceeding the hesiegers would enforce their superiority at a 
distance from the works of the place, and by holding the ground in advance, 
however feebly, they would obtain a command of all the ravines by which 
an enemy could ascend the plateau from the head of the harbour, and they 
would thus add materially to the strength of their right flank. But the 
British army was considered too weak to admit of carrying out these 
proposals. 

A considerable number of Russian troops had meanwhile collected on the Battle of 
banks of the Tchernaya, and on the 20th October a force of seven strong '^^^^^*- 
columns of infantry, accompanied by some guns, advanced from the north side 
of the river, and bivouacked on the Fedukhine heights, which cover the bridge 
of Tractir and are on the direct road to Balaklava. From this position they 
made several reconnoissances towards Balaklava, retiring, however, as soon as 
the Turkish redoubts opened fire upon them. 

By degrees this corps of observation was increased to 18 battalions of 
infantry, 30 or 40 guns, and a large body of cavalry, and with this force the 
enemy made a determined movement * against the British base of operations 
on the morning of the 25th October. 

This position, as already stated (p. 24), was defended by an inner and an 
outer line, the former being occupied in the following manner : A small force 
of Marines protected the high ground which formed the extreme right of the 
position ; to their west, and between them and Kadikoi, was a small detach- 
ment of the 93d Regiment, while the main body of the 93d and a battery of 
artillery were drawn up in front of the village of Kadikoi. Guns of position 
were placed along the most prominent points of this line (viz. at the places 
marked l, ii., hi., and iv. on plan No. 5) ; they were manned by the Royal 
Marine Artillery, and each gun had been supplied with from 150 to 200 
rounds of ammunition. The total extent of this line was about three miles, 
and its defence was intrusted to the command of Major-General Sir Colin 
Campbell. The brigades of light and heavy cavalry and a troop of horse 
artillery were on his left, and between Kadikoi and the plateau, in order to 
keep up the communication with the front. 

The outer line was between 2,000 and 3,000 yards in front of this inner 
position, and crowned the line of low eminences which extend across the 
plain of Balaklava from the village of Kamara to the plateau of Sebastopol. 
Four small redoubts, each capable of holding from 250 to 400 men, had been 
hastily constructed along this line by the Turks, under the direction of 
Lieut. Wagman, and they were armed with seven 12-pounder iron guns. 
These works, being of very slight profile, were little calculated to resist a

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powerful attack, and they were too far to the front to be properly supported. 
They were manned by a force of about 3,000 Turkish troops, of whom the 
greater part were raw recruits and redifs (militia). 

At an early hour on the morning of the 25th October large masses of 
Russian infantry advanced to the attack of these redoubts, and carried them, 
almost without opposition. The Turks were not in sufficient numbers to 
offer much resistance, and being quite imsupported they had to abandon their 
guns and retreat in haste towards Balaklava. The Russians then threw 
forward their numerous cavalry, supported by a powerful artillery, against 
the inner line ; but here they met with a determined and unexpected resist- 
ance. The brigade of heavy cavalry, although far inferior to them in point 
of numbers, advanced to the charge, and in the most brilliant manner attacked 
them both in front and in flank. The enemy's squadrons were put into 
complete disorder, and the accurate fire of artillerj^ and the steadiness of the 
93d Regiment, at length forced them to retire to the protection of the Turkish 
redoubts. The brigade of light cavalry now advanced, with the view of 
I'ecapturing the guns which had been taken from the Turks, and through 
some misconception of orders they charged in an injudicious but very gallant 
manner against a heavy cross and flank fire of artillery. They were forced 
to retire, after suffering an immense loss. 

The 1st and 4th Divisions, under the commands of H.R.H. the Duke of 
Cambridge and Sir George Cathcart, had meanwhile advanced from the 
plateau, and the latter, supporting the Turkish troops, had caused these to re- 
occupy No. 3 redoubt ; but this redoubt was so exposed on account of the 
enemy's retaining possession of the other two to the east of it that it had 
again to be abandoned at nightfall. Thus the whole of the outer line of 
defence fell into the hands of the Russians. 
The position of With its present means of defence Balaklava was no longer considered 
ftrengS^ened. sccurc, and Colouel J. W. Gordon, R.E., was ordered to report upon the 

practicability of retaining it as a base of operations. He stated that with a 
slightly increased force such works could be thrown up for the defence of this 
position as would insure its safety against any force which the enemy could 
bring against it ; and accordingly, the same afternoon, a series of defensive 
works were commenced along the position hitherto occupied by the ** inner 
line.** These works * were laid out at first in a continuous line of slight 
profile, «vhich was subsequently enlarged and improved until it became a 
position of great strength, capable of resisting a vigorous attack of powerful 
and very superior forces. The troops for its protection were at the same 
time considerably increased. The heights on the extreme right were 



* A description of these lines is given in Appendix No. 54. 
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occupied by about 1,200 Marines, who had been landed from the fleet to assist 
in the defence of Balaklava. The 42d and 79th Regiments were withdrawn 
from the force engaged in conducting the siege, and placed in rear of Nos. 1 vide Plan 
and 2 batteries, while the 93d Regiment encamped in rear of No. 4 battery, 
in front of the gorge leading into the town of Balaklava. The Turkish 
troops occupied the intervals between the spur battery and No. 1 battery, 
and between Nos. 2 and 4 batteries, and a considerable body of seamen were 
landed from the ships to man the guns along this position. Sir Colin 
Campbell had the entire command of this force. 

Further to the left, and in an elevated but retired position, was placed the 
2d Brigade of the French Corps d'Observation under the command of General 
Yinois, ready to assist the British force, and to maintain the connexion 
between the troops in the valley and those on the plateau of Sebastopol. 

The Sanspareil was brought inside the harbour of Balaklava, and moored 
with her broadside facing the entrance into the plain ; and the town itself 
was garrisoned, the same as it had been previously, by a battalion composed 
of detachments of the convalescent men from the different British 
regiments. 

Such were the means adopted for the defence of this important place, and ^"^ ^^ ^ 
it was now considered secured from any attack of the forces which the enemy aUies. 
maintained along the Tchernaya. These arrangements, however, tended in 
no ways to ameliorate the very critical position in which the allies were now 
placed. Although the enemy had been unsuccessful in the main object of his 
attack, he had obtained a decided and an important advantage, and his occupa- 
tion of the Turkish redoubts forced the English to abandon all use of the 
Woronzoff Road, which was the shortest and best communication with their 
base of operation, and restricted them to the use of the circuitous and 
unformed track by way of the Col de Balaklava. The enemy's forces were 
literally surrounding the position of the allies ; and although these were 
attacking Sebastopol, the Russians in their turn were blockading the position 
of Balaklava. Neither party was completely invested, for the retreat of 
either was perfectly open (that of the allies, however, being only to the 
sea) ; and both armies retained free access to their bases of operation. 

The Russians were, however, far more favourably situated, on account of 
the proximity and inexhaustible nature of their resources ; and the force 
which they had at their command was large enough to insure success in 
the offensive operations in which they now had commenced to engage. 

On the forenoon of the 26th October they assaulted the right flank of the f^^ *^* 
British position at Inkerman. 

Moving from the head of the harbour, with a strong force of infantry, 
supported by artillery, they advanced over the Inkerman ridge with much 
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apparent confidence, and after entering into a hot engagement with the 
British picquets, they attacked the left of the 2d Division ; they were, however, 
speedily repulsed, and pursued most energetically down the slope of the hill 
towards the head of the hay, retiring with considerable loss, and leaving 
above eighty prisoners in the hands of the British. 

On the afternoon of the 2d November they made a reconnoissance in force 
against the right flank of the position at Balaklava. They brought up some 
guns on the heights opposite to the right of the English position, tried the 
range, and soon after retired, judging correctly as to the impracticability of 
assaulting this position from that side. 

This demonstration was evidently made for the purpose of drawing our 
attention towards Balaklava, while they contemplated the formidable attack of 
the 5th November on the opposite extremity of our position. 

These continued attacks and skirmishes upon the flank and rear compelled 
the English to be ever on the alert, and necessarily exhausted the strength of 
their very limited force. The number of their effective men was rapidly 
diminishing ; the reinforcements that had arrived were far too small to replace 
even the casualties from woimds and sickness ; whereas the number of duties 
which the troops were now called upon to perform was increasing, more 
especially on the right, where the outpost duties were very severe. English 
working parties could no longer be furnished, and all advanced works had in 
consequence to be discontinued. But as it was imperative that some work- 
men should daily be at the disposal of the Engineers, to keep in repair the 
trenches and batteries, a Turkish regiment was withdrawn from the force 
stationed at the Col de Balaklava, and encamped in the vicinity of the 
Engineer park of the Right attack. Small working parties of these troops 
were henceforth employed in tliis attack. 

Meanwhile the fire of artillery in front of Sebastopol had considerably 
relaxed on both sides*, and the number of casualties was consequently 
decreasing. After the 1st of November the firing ceased almost entirely, with 
the exception of an occasional short but heavy cannonade at the time of 
relieving the guards of the trenches. 

At such times the enemy, who most probably had become aware that the 
allies were preparing to assault the place, opened a heavy fire of shell and 
grape, which was more especially directed against the advanced trenches of 
the Right attack. Many of the gabions were displaced, and part of the newly 
commenced boyau was destroyed. The latter likewise was so heavily fired 
into by the enemy's sharpshooters that it became necessary to make a cross

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communication (i g) in iiront of the Coehorn battery, and to construct some 
traverses in the trench beyond it. At daylight on the morning of the 
2d November the Russians brought up several field pieces, under cover of the 
houses adjoining the Dockyard Creek, and swept with grape the near 
approaches to the town, and the Ravines along which our picquets were in the 
habit of marching to the trenches. 

Our batteries did not reply, as it was necessary to preserve the ammunition proposed plan 
for the bombardment, which it had been decided should take place during the °^ ■"**^^ 
first week in November, and which was to be succeeded by the assault of the 
town. In this operation, which was proposed by the French, the British 
were to co-operate ♦ by moving round the head of the Man-of-war Creek, and 
assailing the flank and rear of the enemy's position in immediate connexion 
-vnth the French attack in firont. 

For this operation the Engineers were directed to prepare.

The explosion of another large French maga- 
zine on the 26th October, and the subseqaent 
silence of one of the batteries of onr allies, 
caused the Flagstaff Bastion to fire with re- 
doubled' energy upon our works of the Left 
attack. These suffered consequently more 
than usual, and required frequent repairs. 

Five guns and one mortar were disabled 
during these two days' heavy firing, and fourteen 
platforms had to be repaired or replaced. The 
supply of sandbags was by this time nearly 
exhausted, and biscuit bags and salt-meat casks, 
obtained from the commissariat, had to be sub- 
stituted in their stead. Large working parties 
were employed daily in preparing fascines with 
the brushwood collected in the Picquet-house 
Kavine. 

The batteries were repaired throughout, and 
strengthened, whenever a sufiicient number of 
workmen could be obtained; and with the view 
of assisting the French in the intended assault 
the line of fire of many of the embrasures was 
altered to bear on the Barrack Battery. 

The weather had sensibly changed, and the

The working parties were very small, and 
on several occasions the batteries had to open 
fire on the following mornings with some of 
the most important repairs still unattended to. 
Fortunately the enemy's fire had considerably 
diminished, or the consequences would have 
been serious. 

The want of workmen prevented likewise 
the extension of the third parallel. 

The Russians, on the conti-ary, were advanc- 
ing, and their riflemen had now established and 
intrenched themselves in some quarries about 
four hundred yards in front of the Redan, and 
they considerably annoyed our sharpshooters 
who were stationed in the incompleted third 
parallel and in the approaches to it. 

On the night of the 27th October a site 
was prepared in advance for a small Coehom 
battery, to scour these covered hiding places of 
the enemy ; but so small a number of workmen 
only could be obtained that this battery, 
although constructed upon a most favourable 
piece of ground, where ample soil was obtainable, 
could not be completed until the night of the

nights became bitterly cold ; rain began to fall 
heavilj, and it was difficult, from the small 
nimibers of workmen furnished to this attack, 
to attend to the drainage of the trenches and 
magazines, as well as to keep them in repair.

30th October. On the 3l8t October it opened 
fire, and succeeded in silencing to a great 
extent the enemy's rifiemcn. 



November 5th to November 9th. 

The enemy While the allies were completing their arrangements for the second bom- 

rdSbroem^ts; hardmcnt, preparatory to assaulting the place, large reinforcements of the 

enemy were rapidly entering Sebastopol. The 4th Corps d'Armee, com- 
manded by General Dannenberg, and other contingents, had arrived from 
the north. They had been brought to the Crimea with singular rapidity and 
.in the lightest possible order, in country carts and waggons ; and their arrival 
increased the Russian army to about 82,000 men.* This force was far 
superior in point of numbers to that of the besiegers. 

Including troops of all arms, the allies mustered about 6l»800f effective 
men ; but these troops were necessarily dispersed over a large surface, and 
fully one fifth of the total force had to be detached at Balaklava and 
Kamiesh, for the protection of the respective bases of operations, from which 
they could not be withdrawn, even for a short time, without great risk. The 
actual force, therefore, at the disposal of the allies, to resist an attack on any 
one point, was far below the number named above. 
and deter- Princc Mcuchikoff did not fail to perceive and to profit by the advantages 

mines to attack arising from thcsc peculiar circumstances. The superiority of the Russians 

in point of numbers, and the central position which they occupied, enabled 
him to act most powerfully upon the interior lines of his opponents, and 
especially favoured his assuming offensive operations. He therefore deter- 
mined to take the field, and by a powerful and combined movement, to 
force the allies, not only to postpone their assault, but likewise to raise the 
siege; and although these operations proved a complete failure, it must 
nevertheless be admitted that the plan was well conceived. 

The reconnoissances of the 26th October had exposed the weakness of the 
right flank of the allied position ; and subsequent observation had shown the 
Russian general that since that period this position had neither been 
strengthened, nor had reinforcements been added to the small body that

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guarded it. It was still the most vulnerable part, and he therefore selected 
it as the point against which to direct his main attack, supporting it on 
either flank by minor but judiciously planned movements; one on the 
extreme left of the allied position, against the French siege works, the other 
against Balaklava, the British rear. The allies were thus to be simul- 
taneously attacked in three different places ; in the flank, in the front, and 
in the rear, so as to keep their forces separated, fully engaged at all points 
by superior numbers, and to prevent them from sending any troops to the 
relief of the Inkerman position^ against which he directed the main body of 
his army. 

That the weak and exposed state of this position had not been overlooked The aiues are 
by the allies we have already stated.^ SfweSness 

From the very date of their arrival on to the plateau of Sebastopol, the ^^^^^ ^^^ 
general officers of divisions had frequently pointed out the expediency 
of increasing the force for the protection of this flank. But neither the men They have not 
nor the means could be obtained for the purpose. The entire British Sre^^ u. 
position was so thinly lined with troops, even at the commencement of the 
siege, that the right flank could not have been reinforced without seriously 
exposing some other part. As the siege progressed, such a movement 
became the more impracticable, for the strength of the British army was 
gradually diminishing, while the duties they had to perform were multiplying. 
In fact the men were being overworked, and they wanted rest. Sickness as 
a natural consequence spread rapidly through the camp, and at length so 
small a number of men remained fit for duty that great anxietyf was felt 
for the safety of the position. It was no longer possible even to occupy the 
great extent of groundj which had to be securely protected. 

At this critical period defensive works of a sufficient size and strength to 
resist a powerful attack would have been of the greatest service, more 
particularly to protect the Inkerman ridge, but their construction, under the 
present circumstances, was quite .impossible. Such works required a vast 
number of workmen, for the ground was so rocky and difficult to excavate

•)• On the 25th October, Sir George Brown reported " that at daylight, instead of having any 
** one in camp for the defence of the position, we (the Light Division) shall be short of troops to 
** relieve picquets.'* A few days subsequently, Sir De Lacy Evans, whose division alone guarded 
the Inkerman ridge, states, " I have but 600 men on this front position. The troops are com- 
" pletely worn out with fatigue. This is most serious." Likewise at Balaklava, the number of 
troops was extremely small, in comparison with the enemy's forces opposed to them. On the 
2d November, Sir Colin Campbell reported, " that he had only sufficient men for his position to 
" extend them in single line, at open order, with a reserve of 160 men in reai\**

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English, subsequently joined by 6,000 French tro6ps, not only sustained a hand 
to hand fight against upwards of 45,000 men, supported by a most powerful 
artillery, and succeeded in holding their own, but they forced this army 
of three times their number to retreat beyond the Tchemaya with con- 
siderable loss.* 

The defeat of the Russians was so complete, and their obvious discourage- An attack on 
ment so great, that hopes were entertained of being able to follow up ^^mj^id. 
this success by an immediate assault upon the place, and orders were issued 
for the batteries of the Right and Left attacks to open a heavy fire on the 
following morning. 

Many objections, however, were raised to the adoption of such a course, objection* 
It was thought that the allies, whose forces were now nearly exhausted, would ^ ^^ 
run great risk in attempting an assault, for they would have to combat 
powerful reserves of formed troops, and they would have to advance over 
a great extent of broken ground, against an enormous power of heavy 
artillery which had not yet been reduced, and that in attempting such a 
movement they would expose their right flank to the enemy's army of obser- 
vation, which, although beaten, was still very powerful. On the other hand, 
as the winter was approaching it might be indispensable that they should 
consider how they could secure their own position against future attacks of a 
similar nature. These were serious objections against an immediate assault ; 
but the alternative was hardly more promising and was most unwelcome, for 
it entailed wintering on the bleak and exposed plateau, for which the allies 
were in every respect imprepared. 

On the 6th November a council of warf was held to deliberate on the Hecommenda- 
future course of operations, and it decided in favour of maintaining a defensive ^^cu ©/ 
position, recommending — 

1. That the assault should be postponed until the arrival of fresh rein- 
forcements. 

2. That works| for the defence of the Inkerman position should at once be 
commenced. 

3. That a French division should be moved to the right, to assist in the 
construction of these works and in the protection of the right flank.

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Steps, were accordingly taken to carry these resolutions into effect, and 
ais the postponement of the assault rendered it probable that the army 
would have to winter in the Crimea, orders were issued on the 7th November 
to purchase the requisite timber for hutting the whole of the troops, and 
Lieut. De Vere, R.E., was sent at once to the coast of the Black Sea, where 
he succeeded, though not without difficulty, in collecting upwards of 14,000 
planks and 1,600 pieces of scantling*, the whole of which reached the harbour 
of Balaklava on the 2l8t November. Orders were at the same time sent to 
Constantinople, to purchase there a further supply of timber, nails, and 
implements.

Beyond repairing the bat* 
teries and trenches, there was 
little done to the works of 
attack. Occasionally a few 
men were employed to con- 
stract banquettes for our 
sharpshooters along the first 
parallel. Generally, however, 
the working parties were too 
small to admit of this extra 
duty; and whenever an addi- 
tional number of men could 
be obtained they were in- 
variably employed, at the 
request of the general officer, 
to break up the approaches in 
the Woronzoff Ravine, so as to 
secure the Left attack against 
a surprise in ilank. 

Some Russian riflemen had 
in the meantime succeeded 
in establishing themselves in 
a cemetery to the left front 
of this attack, and from that 
position they caused great 
annoyance to the guards of 
the trenches. One of the 
guns of the Picquet House 
Battery was accordingly low-

The working parties were 
composed of Turkish troops 
only, and some difficulty was 
experienced in directing their 
labour, on account of the 
illness of the interpreter. 

The necessary repairs to 
the batteries and platforms 
were daily attended to, and 
the parapets which had been 
weakened by the enemy's 
fire were strengthened with 
earth obtained from a ditch in 
front. 

On the night of the 7th 
the Lancaster gun was moved 
from the Right Lancaster or 
5- Gun Battery to the right 
of the 21-Gun Battery, to 
enable its fire to be made 
available against the Redan 
and Barrack Batteries, which 
formed the principal ]X)ints 
for assault. The Lancaster 
Battery was shortly afterwards 
dismantled, its position being 
considered too much exposed. 

As a farther protection to 
the left flank of this attack, it

On the night of the 8th No- 
vember three redoubts and a 
heavy battery were traced 
upon the ground on which the 
battle of Inkerman had been 
fought. One of these, called 
the redoubt of the 5th Novem- 
ber, and situated to the right 
of the Likerman road, was 
commenced by the French ; 
the three other works by the 
English. All of these works 
were solely for the defence of 
the position, and not for any 
aggressive purpose. The 
"Left Lighthouse," or No. 1. 
Redoubt, was of considerable 
dimensions, and occupied a 
small but very commodious 
knoll in the centime of the 
Inkerman ridge; while the 
Lunette Battery in front of it 
had complete view of all the 
approaches leading up ftom 
the harbour. 

The Right Lighthouse, or 
No. 2. Redoubt, situated on 
a narrow spur to the east of 
these two, overlooked the

ered to point completely down 
the Dockyard Creek Havine, 
and after some shots the 
Russian riflemen were dis- 
lodged from their position for 
a time.

had been proposed to continue 
the 3d parallel over the slope 
of the hill down to the 
Woronzoff Ravine, so as to 
enable the picquets stationed 
there to communicate with 
the troops in the 3d parallel, 
and receive their support, if 
required. This operation, 
however, required so much 
labour from the rocky nature 
of the ground, and the site 
was so completely exposed to 
the fire from the Barrack 
Battery, that it was not 
executed at that time.

The working parties em- 
ployed to construct these 
defences were composed 
chiefly of Turkish troops, 
and consisted of part of the 
force which had hitherto 
been engaged in carrying on 
the works of the Right attack. 
Officers of Engineers and 
Sappers were furnished alter- 
nately from the Right and 
Left attacks. 



November 10th to November 13th. 

The British Engineers had hitherto laboured mider great difficulties in 
constructing advanced works on their side of the attack. Irrespective of the 
rocky nature of the ground, which almost defied the efforts of the small force 
of workmen which they had at their disposal, the Right attack of the allies 
had always been so completely exposed to enfilade, and had been so 
frequently threatened by the enemy's active outposts hitherto occupying the 
Inkerman ridge, that the construction of close approaches toward the Redan 
or the Tower had been impracticable. 

The enlargement and improvement of the existing but still far retired 
works were the only approaches which it was possible to execute, until 
circumstances should induce, or means could be found to force, these 
Russian outposts to retire. This great desideratum had most fortunately 
been obtained by the battle of Inkerman, ever since which period the 
enemy's riflemen, who had formerly occupied that ridge in great force, had 
retreated to a very retired position within a short distance of Sebastopol. 

The allies were thus left in undisputed possession of the whole of the 
Inkerman ridge, and the great obstacle which had hitherto prevented them 
from advancing had thus been removed. Close approaches were now no 
longer exposed to enfilade, and as every step in advance lessened the distance 
to be traversed in order to reach the enemy's works, and therefore the risk 
to be incurred in storming them, it became most desirable that the allies 
should take advantage of this extension of ground, and secure it, if possible, 
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before the enemy had recovered from the eflFects of his defeat of the 5th 
November. 

It was consequently proposed* that without loss of time, 

1. The first parallel should be continued right across the Inkerman ridge 

to the head of the harbour, so as to form a line of circumvallation, 
which would not only complete the investment of the south side of 
Sebastopol, but at the same time strengthen the allied position, and 
give confidence to their troops. 

2. That as soon as this parallel had been established, every means should 

be employed to push forward the approaches towards the Tower and 

the Redan, and if possible to obtain a footing on the Mamelon, about 

1,000 yards in front of the Tower, which it was anticipated could be 

done as soon as thte enemy's steamer at the head of the harbour and 

the Lighthouse Battery had been somewhat silenced. 

These views were not adopted ; and thus the ground in advance, which 

belonged by right to the allies, and which at present was quite undefended, 

was gradually again reoccupied by the enemy's riflemen. 

On the Left attack, where the construction of an advanced trench could 
no longer be deferred, as the enemy had approached so close to the first line 
of batteries as to render their safety doubtful, a second parallel was com- 
menced, but it was carried on slowly, in order not to distress the troops with 
over work. 

During this period of the siege a material change occurred in the weather. 
The nights became bitterly cold, and from the morning of the lOth November 
the rain continued almost incessantly, and rendered the roads extremely 
muddy and heavy.

The works of defence were 
continued, but the progress 
made in them was incon- 
siderable. This is to be at- 
tributed partly to the heavy 
rains and to the bad state of 
the roads, but chiefly to the 
rocky nature of the ground. 
There was little or no cover- 
ing of earth, and the soil had

was constructed right across 
the ravine, and about 60 yards 
in front of the Picquet House, 
so as to afford shelter to our 
advanced picquets from the 
fire of the enemy's numerous 
riflemen who were scattered 
about in the Cemetery at the 
head of the Dockyard Creek. 
On the night of the 1 1th No- 
vember the second parallel 
was traced, and about 300 
yards of it (the portion e f) 
commenced. Throughout this 
distance fair cover was ob- 
tained during the first night. 
The parallel was continued 
on subsequent nights, but its 
progress was much retarded 
by the rocky nature of the 
ground and the limited num- 
ber of workmen. Every di- 
minution of labour being a 
matter of the greatest im- 
portance, advantage was taken 
of the precipitous ledge of 
rock which bounds the 
western side of this attack 
for the purpose of forming 
an approach to the 2d parallel. 
Under cover of this rock a 
pathway (a e) was made, per- 
fectly sheltered from every 
part of the enemy's defences, 
and a few hours sufficed to 
render it practicable as a 
communication the whole way 
from the 1st to the 2d parallel.

covered drains through the 
parapet. They were formed 
of loose stones or empty bar- 
rels, and continued to some 
distance in front of the 
parapet. This work could be 
done only at night, as it ex- 
posed the workmen to the 
enemy's rifle fire. 

The banquettes were re- 
made in the 2d parallel and 
in the approaches to it, and 
in consequence of the scarcity 
of revetting material loose 
stones were employed for the 
purpose. 

There was - considerable 
trouble in managing the 
Turkish working parties, more 
especially, as an interpreter 
could not always be obtained. 
The work they had to exe- 
cute was seldom done well, 
and never quickly.

to be collected together in 
baskets. Besides the scarcity 
of revetting materials neces- 
sitated the daily employment 
of a large number of the 
working party in gathering 
stones for building up the 
interior slopes. 

The supei'vision of the 
Turkish working parties was 
becoming very troublesome. 
It happened frequently that, 
as soon as the evenings had 
darkened sufficiently to render 
the distinction of close objects 
a matter of some difficulty, 
the men left their work, 
carrying their tools away witli 
them, and returned to camp. 

Allowance must, however, 
be made for these unfortunate 
men (the Turks). They were 
badly fed, iU cared for, and so 
reduced from sickness that it 
was impossible to expect from 
them a great amount of work. 



November 14th to 22d. 

On the 14th November the Crimea was visited by a terrible hurricane, The humcane. 
which caused the most fearful destruction on the shores of the Black Sea, 
and unspeakable misery in the camp of the . allies. Many of the tents were 
torn to pieces, and with the goods they contained swept away by the violence 
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of the blast. Horses, frightened, broke loose, and fled in every direction ; 
waggons were overturned; even roofs of houses were uplifted, and great 
quantities of stores and forage were destroyed. The hospital marquees, from 
their size, were unfortunately greatly exposed, and, notwithstanding the exer- 
tions that were made to uphold them, they were almost the first to fall down, 
and thus the sick, wounded, and dying had to remain for several hom's 
exposed to a bitter cold and to a heavy rain and sleet. 

At sea the destruction was terrific* No less than 11 British vessels were 
dashed to pieces against the iron-boimd shores of Balaklava, seven were 
dismasted, and many others were lost or dismasted at Eupatoria, and at the 
mouth of the Katcha.

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Many French and Turkish vessels, including a French line-of-battle ship, 
were likewise destroyed and damaged. The most serious loss was that of 
the steam ship " The Prince*,** containing the winter clothing for the British 
army, and yast quantities of Engineer stores and ammunition. 

During the whole of the forenoon the storm continued to rage with un* 
abated fury, but towards evening the wind lulled, and shifted round towards 
the north ; shortly after snow began to fall. That night many sought their * 

rest without having tasted food ; others, benumbed by the cold, were found 
dead next morning in their tents. 

The encampment of the allies presented a perfect scene of desolation on 
the following morning, and the troops were employed almost exclusively in 
re-arranging their tents and cooking places, and in repairing the numerous 
damages caused by the hurricane. 

The Russians, meanwhile, had strengthened their advanced posts in front The enemy's 
of Green Hill attack, and had established a second line of rifle pits within ore^'HS 
250 yards of the second parallel. From these pits their riflemen kept up a 
continuous musketry fire upon the guard of the trenches, and prevented the 
embrasures from being repaired in the daytime, even in so retired a position 
as that of the first parallel. Their fire had impeded the construction of the 
second parallel, besides causing great annoyance to the French advanced 
trenches, and at the representations of Col. Chapman, R.E., it was deter- 
mined to drive the enemy from this position, to form a lodgment within it, 
and to occupy it permanently by British troops. 

This movement was most successfully executed on the night of the 20th i^«nt Tryon's 
November by a party of 200 riflemen imder the command of Lieut. Tryon 
of the Rifle Brigade, assisted by a working party of 100 men under the 
commands of Lieutenants Lennox and Philips, R.E. The assaulting column 
was judiciously divided by Lieut. Tryon into two equal parties, one of which 
he left in the second parallel, under the command of Lieut. Cunningham, 
with instructions to advance as soon as firing commenced, and attack the 
Russians on their proper right flank, while his own party would commence 
the attack, by advancing against the opposite or proper left flank of the pits 
with as little noise as possible, and endeavour to take the enemy by surprise. 
The Russian riflemen, however, were so well drilled in outpost duties, and 
kept so good a look-out, that, notwithstanding the extremely dark night, they 
perceived the assaulting party before they had arrived within 100 yards of 
the pits, and opened a heavy fire upon them. Without a moment's hesitation,

to assault the 
quarries. 
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Lieut. Tryon^s detachment gallantly rushed forward, chai'ged the enemy, 
and, after a short but sharp skirmish, succeeded in gaming possession of the 
rifle pits. 

The second detachment now advanced, fell upon the enemy's opposite 
flank, and forced the Russians to retreat over the brow of the hill. 

^t this moment the working party moved to the front (having meanwhile 
remained under cover of the hill), and commenced the construction of the 
lodgment. By the following morning they had succeeded in obtaining slight 
but sufficient cover to render the pits tenable during the daytime. 

Several attempts were made during the night to retake this position, but 
all such attempts were invariably repulsed. Lieut. Tryon, the gallant leader 
of this party, was unfortunately killed in the first of these encounters with 
the enemy. 

Soggesdon The great success of this enterprise, with a comparatively very trifling loss, 

led the Engineers to suggest* that a similar attempt should be made against 
the ^* Quarries '' on the Right attack, and against the enemy's outposts on 
the Inkerman ridge. Neither of these propositions were, however, carried 
out, the British forces being considered too small to admit of their retaining 
positions so far in advance. The extent of trenches occupied even then was 
deemed too great to be efficiently protected against powerful sorties similar 
to those that were made against the French attacks ; and it was thought 
preferable that the British should confine their attention to the construction 
of defensive and such other works as would be required to assist our allies 
in their attacks against the town. 

Works required For this Operation the Engineers were requested to attend to the following 

for the assault ^^- i.^ . 
of Sebastopol. pomtS : — 

1. To increase the 3-Gun or Picquet House Battery bv seven more pieces 

of ordnance: 

2. To add or remove 10 additional guns to such parts of the English Lefl 

attack as to admit of these guns bearing on the flank of the enemy's 
Barrack Battery, which it was anticipated would act most powerfully 
on the course that the French troops had to take in storming the 
town : 

3. To mount about 20 guns in the British redoubts and batteries on the 

position above Inkerman, so as to strengthen this position, and preveTit 
the possibility of its being turned by the enemy, while the allies were 
engaged in assaulting Sebastopol.

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Arrangements were accordingly made with the navy to supply these 
additional gims (37)» with the ammunition and men for working them, the 
fleet being the only source from whence these means could be obtained. 

But although the above propositions were complied with, the British The allies ought 
Engineers suggested*, that should the allies find the means of transport to Ihe rights ^^ 
convey so large a number of guns on to the Inkerman position, it might be 
more advantageous to apply these guns against the Inkerman Lighthouse ^ 

Battery, the shipping, and finally against the place, than to keep them solely 
for defensive purposes. They likewise thought that the large working parties 
then engaged in throwing up defensive works would be more profitably 
employed in constructing more advanced worlcs on the Inkerman and 
Malakoff Tower ridges, as such a course would not only forward the siege, 
but at the same time give better security to the position of the allies. 

At this period a general orderf was promulgated, authorizing the issue of issue of 
working pay to the troops employed as working parties in the trenches. ''^^ ^^ ^^ ' 
Lieut. Yacher, 33d Regiment, Lieut. Stevens^, 88th Regiment, and Mr. New- 
smne, joined the Right attack as Assistant Engineers.

The night of the 14th Nov.

working parties were em- 
ployed, and all the repairs 
requiring inmiediate attention 
were attended to by Sappers 
only.

The heavy and continuous 
falls of rain did great injury to 
the parapets and batteries, 
and necessitated the employ- 
ment of the entire working 
party in draining the trenches. 
Cesspools were cut in rear 
wherever the rocky nature of 
the ground admitted of it, 
and this mode of draining was 
generally adopted, on account 
of the little trouble it gave to 
construct and keep in order ; 
but, where this was impracti- 
cable, covered drains were 
constructed through the

The works for the defence 
of this position were con- 
tinued, but the rocky nature 
of the soil greatly retardel 
their progress. Seldom could 
a greater depth of earth be 
found than from 4 to 8 inches, 
and the remainder had to 
be collected together in 
baskets and wheelbarrows, 
a most tedious operation, and 
one which required a great 
number of workmen. Another 
cause of delay was the late 
hour at which the covering 
party arrived on the ground,

pairing them. Eveiy attempt 
to extend the right of the 2d 
parallel, where the rocky 
ground rendered it difficult 
to procure cover, was efiectu- 
allj checked by the enemy's 
sharpshooters, and it was not 
until the rifle pits (h) which 
they occupied had been cap- 
tured that the continuation 
of this parallel could be re- 
sumed. 

On the night succeeding 
that of their capture, a second 
line of rifle pits was discovered 
about 800 yards in front of 
the former, and the officer of 
Engineers*, finding them un- 
occupied, at once took posses- 
sion, formed a lodgment (the 
3d parallel) within them, and 
commenced to connect them 
with the left of the 2d parallel. 
The smallness of his party, 
however, prevented him from 
completing his communication.

The left approach to the 3d 
parallel, which was not exposed 
to any direct fire, was drained 
by means of open drains cut 
obliquely through the parapet. 

The loopholes in the ad- 
vanced trenches had all to T)e 
renewed, the rain and damp 
having thoroughly rotted the 
sandbags with which they 
had been formed. Stones 
were collected for rebuilding 
the banquettes, which like- 
wise had been much injured, 
and steps were cut to the rear 
of the trenches, to facilitate 
the exit and ingress of the 
troops. 

The garrison in the mean- 
time formed an abbatis in 
front of the Redan, and 
another one surrounding the 
Malakofi* Tower. Their rifle- 
men were likewise busily 
occupied in procuring better 
cover for themselves at the 
" Quarries " in front of the 
3d paralleL Unfortunately, 
the Coehom mortars in No. 7. 
battery were at this time re- 
stricted to three rounds per 
diem.

and without their support it 
would have been injudicious 
to commence work so far in 
advance with an unarmed 
party. 

The Turkish troops, like* 
wise, were so debilitated from 
sickness and insufficiency of 
food, that they had become in- 
capable of performing a great 
amount of work, and many 
of them left their work, and, 
favoured by the darkness of 
the night, they returned to 
camp at every opportunity. 

Frequently not more than 
two thirds of the number of 
men could be found half «& 
hour after they had reached 
the ground. 



23d November to 30th November. 

The weather, durmg this period of the siege, was in every respect most 
prejudicial to the health of the troops, and was the cause of much suffering 

and sickness. 

The rain poured down in torrents for days together, almost without a 
moment's intermission, converting the soil into mud so deep as to reader the 
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roads almost impassable. Portions of the trenches were inundated, and many 
of the floors of the tents, which had been smik below the surface of tl^ 
ground for the sake of obtaining greater warmth and more space, were 
frequently flooded. 

Constant exposure, heavy fatigue duties, and broken rest, rapidly thinned 
the number of efiective men*, and the strength of the working parties was in 
consequence greatly diminished. On the Right attack the British troops had 
long ceased to assist in the construction of the siege works, and, with the 
exception of the nights of the 29th and 30th November, none but Turkish 
working parties were employed, and these only in very small numbers, never 
exceeding 200 per diem, frequently only 50 ; and sometimes none at all. 

Great alterations meanwhile were required at Balaklava. A more extended improTemenu 
wharfage, whereat to land the stores, as well as a hard dry road, by which BaSciava. 
to effect their removal to the front, were the two most essential requisites for 
the coming winter campaign, and great exertions were made by every 
department to supply these deficiencies. 

The wharves temporarily constructed by the Engineers on their arrival at The whartes. 
Balaklava had gradually been forced down to below the level of the water, 
by the huge piles of stores which had been left upon them, in default of other 
stowage room; and the roadway adjoining the basin, formerly but a few 
inches above the level of the sea, had been worn down by the heavy rains 
and constant traffic, and was now partially covered with the overflow of the 
water in the harbour. 

Since the 14th November a working party, consisting of 15 Turks, occa- 
sionally assisted by 20 men of the Provisional Battalion-j-, was employed daily 
to repair the existing wharves, and to construct new ones, at such times 
when the densely crowded state of the confined beach admitted of then* 
working. The force was small, and little could therefore be expected, but 
nevertheless they had succeeded in completing by the end of November a 
frontage of 75 feet of rubble wharves. Working parties had likewise been The roadwa/ 
employed on the communication to the front. Wide drains had been 
commenced on each side of the road ; the heavy mud had been dug from off 
its surfiau^e, and stones were being collected for metalling it. 

But the fine weather during which this commencement was made lasted 
only for a short time, and the rsun set in so rapidly that, before the small 
working parties had time to effect any sensible improvement, the rich loamy

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6oil» completely saturated by the wet, became ploughed up into deep holes, 
and in the course of a few days the roadway was found Impassable for 
waggons and carts. At this critical juncture, when large working parties 
were needed more tlian ever, their number had to be considerably diminished, 
as the failure of the transport necessitated the employment of manual labour, 
in order to convey to the front the requisite provisions for the maintenance 
of the troops encamped there. 

The construction of the roadway* from the front to the harbour was not 
an easy operation, and when it is considered how very limited were the 
means at the disposal of the British, it must be admitted that they could not 
have done more than they did towards keeping it in repair. 



* Some further remarks on this subject appear desirable. 

When the allies first arrived before Sebastopol it was of great importance that the broaching 
batteries should be completed as soon as possible, for every day that the assault was postponed 
lessened the chances of success. The allies, therefore, devoted all their energies to forward 
solely whatever was necessary for the siege. The road of communication between the base of 
operation and the park, although not metalled, was hard and good, and needed therefore no re- 
pairs, excepting where it crossed the small stream at the head of the harbour of Balaklava. 
Here the ai*ch of the stone bridge which spanned the stream had given way, and this damage was 
at once thoroughly repaired. It was unnecessary, at that time, to do anything further, and it 
would even have been injudicious, as any such attempt must have delayed the siege. The exist- 
ing roadway, moreover, answered every purpose during the early part of the sie^, and it was not 
until after the battle of Inkerman, when it had been decided to winter in the Crimea, that a better 
communication became desirable. Instructions were then sent to Constantinople to purchase a 
number of hammers for breaking stones, &c., and on the 14th November the thorough i*epair of 
the road was commenced, in accordance with the orders which the Engineers then reccivod on the 
subject. 

But to appreciate the difficulties with which the allies had to contend it is necessaiT' to under- 
stand what really was implied by the term "//<e repair of the road to thefront^'* 

The distance from Balaklava to the camps by way of the Col de Balaklava was about nine 
miles, or, in other words, it was equal in extent to the road proceeding from Hammersmith Bridge 
on the Thames, through Brompton, Piccadilly, and the Strand, down Fleet Street, Cheapside, 
along Cornhill, the Conunercial Road, and right away to the West India Docks. In extent equal 
to that the i*oad from Balaklava was quite unformed, without a particle of metalling. The ti^affic, 
although less than in the City, was fully equal to that along Piccadilly ; and to foim and mac- 
adamize such an extent of road the working party consisted at first of 400 and subsequently of 
only 150 sickly Turks, some of them too weak even to dig, and none working more than four 
hours a day. 

The road, moreover, passed through a rich alluvial soil, and no stones could be procured within 

a less distance than from half to one mile. To transport these by any other than manual labour 

was impossible, as the amount of transport was insufficient even to supply the troops with 

provisions. 

With such means it evidently was impossible to effect any essential improvements in a short 

space of time. 
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At this time the attention of the Engineers was devoted almost exclusively BiaposiUon of 
to the siege, as it had been decided to storm Sebastopol as soon as the ^Si/of '^* 
French should have completed their new batteries and arrangements. *^ b^T*^ 

The general plan of attack was as follows: — A column of 14,000 men to 
descend at early dawn by the Woronzoff Ravine, and continue its course 
imtil about midway between the Redan and Barrack Battery, leaving here 
a reserve of 4,000 men ; the remainder were to climb up the almost in- 
accessible rocks on the right of the ravine, and, having reached the heights 
above, were to divide into two columns, that turning right and left should 
attack the Redan and Barrack Batteries in flank. 

At the same time another column Df 12,000 men, assembled during the 
night in the Picquet House Ravine, was to debouch from the rear of the 
Picquet House Battery. A reserve of 4,000 men was to be left there, and the 
remainder were to advance to the head of the Dockyard Creek in two 
columns of 4,000 men each. One of them, turning to the right, was to cross 
the valley, wind round the base of the hill on which stood the Barrack 
Battery, and, under the protection of the ruined houses, ascend in rear of 
the proper right of this battery, and then unite itself with the force that from 
above was turning this battery on the opposite side. The second column of 
4,000 men was to storm the barrier and battery across the head of the 
Dockyard Creek, and having waited for the capture of the Barrack Battery 
was to penetrate into the town, ascend the hill on the west side of the creek, 
and attack the left flank of the Gai'den Batteries. The principal attack was 
directed against the Flagstaff Bastion, and was to be effected by a force of 
12,000 men, who were to debouch in several columns from the French 
trenches in front of that bastion, and be supported by a reserve of 6,000 
men. 

The part assigned to the British ai*my was the first-named movement 
against the Redan and the Barrack Battery, and although subsidiary to the 
main attack against the Flagstaff Bastion, it was nevertheless an operation 
of more than ordinary risk. 

To effect the assault of two such powerfully armed works as the Redan DiffieaiUes and 
and the Barrack Battery, after ascending so precipitous a bank as that of the ^^^J^**®"^ 
Woronzoff Ravine, could not be regarded as an operation easy to accomplish, 
or certain of success. The Engineers even anticipated that, on closer in- 
spection, the ascent would be found impracticable to any but small parties, 
and that the main attack against these works would still have to be made, 
at imminent risk, along the exposed ridge in front of Frenchman's Hill. 

The British advanced trenches were still 750 yards from the Redan, and 
in traversing so considerable a distance a great many casualties would 
necessarily occur, more especially as the Russians had lately brought to bear 
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The assault of 
the Ifalakoff 
preferred. 



But it requires 
greater means. 



Upon this ground a powerful flanking" fire from tiie Garden and Barrack 
Batteries, and had placed guns aloog the line of trench that extended 
from the right of the MalakofiF Bastion towards the Middle Ravine, so that 
they could from hoth flanks sweep the whole of the ridge along which the 
British troops would have to advance. 

This undertaking against the Redan was hazardous, at the same time that 
the work attacked was of minor importance. The success of the attempt 
depended entirely upon the result of the attacks on the Flagstaflf and Garden 
Batteries, while this success could hardly have been instrumental to the 
attainment of the main object. Even assuming the French attack to prove 
successful, it appeared doubtful even in that case whether the allies could 
retain possession of the Redan, as it was so completely commanded by the 
Malakoff Tower work. That work was indisputably the key of the whole 
position. Its capture was not in any way dependent on the success of other 
attacks, and it could have been held by the allies even though the assaults 
against the other places were repulsed. 

These considerations led to the suggestion* that the English attack should 
be directed against the Malakoff Bastion, by which movement the English 
would materially assist in the capture of the place, and might perhaps 
even effect it imassisted, and that they should abandon the assault of the 
equally heavily armed Redan, which could be of no further use than te 
withdraw the enemy's attention from the assault of the Flagstaff Bastion. 

This attack of the Malakoff position certainly demanded many modifica* 
tions in the pre-arranged plans, but the reasons for preferring it were too 
obvious to be overlooked. Although it necessitated a more complete 
occupation of the Inkerman ridge, still as it had been ascertsdned that this 
ridge was very imperfectly held by the enemy, there were evident symptoms 
of his being prepared to yield to a pressure on that side, and that he was 
not about to offer any formidable opposition ; while further, the configuration 
of the ground was such that the allies by obtaining full possession of that 
ridge would not only force the garrison to abandon the whole of the 
Careening ' Creek Ravine, and every part of the ground in front of the 
Malakoff, but they would at the same time strengthen their position, com« 
plete the entire investment of the south side of Sebastopol, and obtain such 
a command over the harbour as to drive the enemy's ships within very 
narrow limits, or most probably injure them very seriously. 

The additional means that would be required for this operation appeared 
to be the only impediment to its adoption.

Up to this period the allied forces had confined themselves to attacking the 
fronts to the right and left of the Dockyard Creek, and in this operation 
each force had undertaken an equal share, the French taking the attack 
against the Flagstaff Bastion, the English that against the Redan and 
Barrack Battery. The proposed attack against the Malakoff, involving a 
great extension of ground, was therefore a clear addition to the plan 
originally determined on, and, as the British army, which had already supplied 
large means for the protection of the Inkerman ridge, and for the construc- 
tion of defensive works, was too reduced in numbers and too over-charged 
with duties to undertake, unassisted, the further duties required for the 
Malakoff Bastion operation, it was suggested* that the co-operation of our 
allies should be requested, in the following particular : — that while the Proposition 
English (who had a large force of disposable seamen and a great proportion Left attack to 
of heavy guns) continued to man and maintain the batteries of the British ^^* ^^^^ 
Left attack, French troops should supply the guards of the trenches for the 
defence of that attack. Such a course would have the effect of placing 
the British 3d Division at the disposal of the attack on the Right, and 
admit of the immediate prosecution of that operation. 

This arrangement, however, was considered impracticable, and accordingly 
the original plan of attack against the Redan was adhered to.

of pointing out to the relieving 
officer the work to be exe- 
cuted, Lieut.

Engineer On thc 2d December, the 7th Company of Sappers, mustering three officers 

^^^Sck and 86 men, disembarked at Balaklava from Gallipoli. Their arrival, together 
MdR^aT*** ^^^ thats of a large supply of sandbags and about 400 gabions, was an 

invaluable addition to the now greatly reduced means of the Engineers*, 



* Throughout the siege the Engineers had to carry on their duties under the greatest diffi- 
culties, and generally without obtaining that support which was essential to the success of their 
operations. In'espectire of the inclemency of the weather, and the inaptitude of the rocky soil for 
the construction of siege works, which, by themselves, created difficulties greater than are eom- 
monly met with, the Engineers were in some measure required to compensate for the absence of 
proper working parties of the Line by increased exertions on their own part. 

How great were the difficulties which they had to combat will be best gathered from the cir- 
cumstance, that although skilled labour was in great and daily demand to construct wharves, 
hospitals, store-houses at Balaklava, the road to the front, and to hut the troops and horses, as well 
as to continue the siege and the- defensive works, yet the total effective force of Engineers, 
including b&tmen and servants, did not amount to more than 372 men ; seven of their officers had 
been invalided to Scutari from sickness brought on by exposure and overwork ; their transport, 
so essential to the efficiency of this branch of the service, had disappeared entirely, and they were

and enabled them to progress with the works which were required for the 
new armament of the attacks in connexion with the plan of assault alluded 
to in page 61. This armament was to be composed of 96 pieces of ordnance, 
exclusive of the 16 guns and 2 13-inch* mortars which it had been proposed 
to keep exclusively for the defence of the Inkerman position ; and as the 
British attack was to be directed as much as possible to the proper right of 
the salient of the Redan, so as to avoid the lire from the Malakoflf Tower, all 
the additional artillery were appropriated to reduce such only of the enemy's 
guns and works as bore on that side. * 

Great exertions were made in the parks to prepare the material required 
for these alterations. All the timber which had been collected at Balaklava, 
the remnant of the magnificent vessels destroyed by the storm on the 
14th November, was cut up into platforms and splinter proofs ; and the 
arrival of a number of platforms ordered from Malta was anxiously looked 
for, as no less than 47 new ones were required to complete the batteries. 

The Russians in the meantime worked with redoubled energy at their Annoyance 
defences ; they had increased the number of their batteries, and the con- sorties. ^^ 
siderable reinforcements which they had of late been receiving enabled 
them to harass our troops with frequent small sorties. 

Their picquets had advanced, and securely posted themselves behind rifle • 
screens, some distance in front of the Mamelon, and from that position, as 
well as from some caves in the Middle Ravine, they disturbed our workmen 
in the Right attack, and even obliged us to mask some of the embrasures 
of the 21-Gun Battery. 

On the night of the 29th November small detachments of four and five 
men advanced up the Middle Ravine, to reconnoitre our position, but retired 
as soon as they were discovered. - On the morning of the 2d December a body 
of some strength pushed forward towards the advanced trench of the Left 
attack. Favoured by the darkness, the Russians contrived to approach, 
imdiscovered, to within a few yards of our position, and then suddenly 
attacked the* covering party, which was at the time retiring from the trench 
for the purpose of being relieved. Benumbed by the wet and cold, the 
picquet could make but little resistance, and were forced to leave the trench 



altogether unprovided with the commonest materials for a siege, and were forced in consequence 
frequently to employ stones for the revetments of their works. 

Towards the end of Decemher some of the Engineer mule& and horses which had been leflt at 
Varna were disembarked at Balaklava ; but these animals were employed exclusively in canying 
provisions to the front, and upon other fatigue duties, and could not therefore be made avail- 
able for Engineer services.

in podsessioii of the enemy, until they could receive the support of the 
advancing relief. These, however, immediately dashed forwards, retook the 
trench, and soon after forced the enemy to retreat. Notwithstanding these 
repulses, the enemy continued to sencTout small detachments, sometimes com- 
posed of no more than half a dozen men, who used to creep up to our trenches 
during the night, fire some shots, and then retire. This system of annoyance, 
although it caused few casualties, was a source of great inconvenience. The 
troops were kept continually on the alert, and it forced us to discontinue 
temporarily the construction of advanced works, which could not be resumed 
until the picquets felt assured that the feint would not be followed by a 
sortie in force. On the night of the 11th December two such sorties were 
made ; the one against the French, in which the Russians were partially 
successful, and carried off three small mortars ; the other against the English, 
in which they endeavoured, by advancing quietly up the WoronzoflF Ravine, 
to take both the Left and Right attack in flank. This movement was, 
however, counteracted by a picquet having that night been posted* in the 
Woronzoif Ravine, considerably in advance of its usual position, and in rear 
of a newly constructed trench (k.) This picquet, keeping a strict look*out, 
received the enemy with so brisk a fire as to check their fiirther advance, 
and the Russians at once retreated, sweeping round by the 3d parallel, 
where a sharp fire was maintained for some time. 

During the early part of this month two Sappers arrived from England 
with a field electric telegraph, which was forthwith set in operation, under 
the direction of Lieut. Stopford, R.E. A communication was shortly after 
established between the attacks and the head quarters of the Commander-in- 
Chief and the various divisions of the British army. 

The weather during the latter part of this period was clear and fine.

and " emplacefmentfi " for 
additional pieces of ordnance 
were commenced. Between 
No8. 2 and 3 a new battery- 
was begun for two 18-inch 
mortars ; and in No. 6 bat- 
tery the terrepleine was ex- 
tended so as to include a 
platfbrm for an additional 
13-inch mortar. Much blast- 
ing was required to level the 
ground for the latter. 

The 2d parallel was ex- 
tended right and left to the 
ravines on either side, so as 
to obtain a more extensive 
" place d'armes " for the as- 
saulting columns, and a small 
trench (k) was cut across the 
Woronzoff Ravine to facilitate 
the communication between 
the Right and Left attacks. 
This trench proved of great 
use in repelling the sortie on 
the night of the 11th De- 
cember. 

Very little was done to the 
advanced trenches besides 
adding some additional loop- 
holes, as the small number of 
workmen rendered it difficult 
to place even the existing 
batteries in proper order. On 
the night of the 4th, however, 
an attempt was made to con- 
struct a small rifle trench (m) 
on the left front of the 3d 
parallel, so as to enable our 
sharpshooters to fire upon 
the enemy's riflemen in the 
" Cemetery," but the number 
of workmen was so small that 
after several hours' labour 
they failed to procure even 
partial cover, and the Russians

elevated position, and per- 
fectly hid from the enemy's 
view. Advantage was at once 
taken of this circumstance to 
convert them into reserve 
magazines for powder and 
small-arm ammunition ; and 
to guard against accidents the 
entrances to the caves were 
covered by substantial tra- 
verses formed of sandbags 
and stones, and a covered 
communication (a k\ cut in 
steps along the steeper parts, 
was constructed up the slope 
of the hill to the 21 -Gun 
Battery. 

The drainage of the trenches 
and batteries was daily at- 
tended to. 

The 3d parallel was widened 
Sufficiently to enable infantry 
to march along it in double 
file, iaiid the cover throughout 
was much improved,* more 
particularly towards the right, 
where the rocky ground had 
to be loosened by "blasts,'* 
and quarried out with sledges 
and crowbars. This operation 
was peformed entirely by 
Sappers. 

At night working parties 
were frequently employed in 
front of the trench, to scrape 
up earth for strengthening 
the parapets. 

A communication was con- 
structed to a small well (/) in 
front of the 3d parallel, from 
which well the guards of the 
trenches obtained their main 
supply of water. * 

The enemy, most probably 
under the impression that this

furnished daily, and they were 
assisted by the covering parties 
on duty, who furnished from 
100 to 120 men in two reliefs. 

No night work of any kind 
was performed after the 5th 
December. As the Turkish 
troops had suffered greatly 
from want of food and dis- 
ease, and could not undergo 
much fatigue, they were em- 
ployed chiefly to construct 
fascines with the brushwood 
of the Inkerman ridge, to 
collect stones for revetting 
purposes, or upon other duties 
of a light nature, but they 
never made much progress ; 
they generally arrived late, 
sometimes not until noon, and 
in numbers far less than those 
demanded ; and the majority 
of them generally left the 
work soon after their arrival, 
or hot unfrequently had to be 
carried home on account of 
sickness. 

The rocky nature of the 
soil, and the scarcity of re- 
vetting materials, necessitated 
the daily employment of work- 
ing parties of from 80 to 100 
men in gathering up earth 
from the neighbourhood, and 
in collecting stones for the 
interior revetment. 

To afford greater security 
against surprise, a trench (the 
1st parallel) was constructed, 
conjointly by the French and 
English, across the brow of 
the Inkerman ridge. It was 
traced clear of the Inkerman 
Lighthouse, and made pur- 
posely of a low profile to

subsequeatly opening on the 
working party a heavy mus- 
ketry obliged them to be 
withdrawn.

was the commencement of a 
series of more advanced works, 
no sooner became aware of its 
construction than they fired 
salvos of grape and shell at 
the working party. For- 
tunately, secure cover had by 
that time been obtained, and 
no casualties occurred. 

Ajs the enemy's occupation 
of the Maoielon rendered it 
advisable to secui'e the right 
fiank more perfectly against 
surprise, approaches were 
commenced to connect the 
right extremities of the 1st 
and 3d parallels ; but the in- 
adequate strength of the 
working parties during this 
period of the siege completely 
checked all progress. Fre- 
quent demands were made for 
a further number of men, 
but the British ai*my was too 
weak to furnish them, and 
the Turkish soldiers, from 
sickness, famine, and disease, 
were so reduced that almost 
daily many of them had to be 
carried to liospital.

enable the troops to charge 
over it in line. The ground 
was found to be very rocky, 
and required much "blasting." 
The interior revetment was 
formed of stones built up into 
a low wall. 

On the afternoon of the 
10th December, while recon- 
noitering the Inkerman valley, 
Captain Gibb discovered in 
one of the ravines a large 
quantity of Russian miners' 
tools, which he succeeded in 
conveying to the park. Al- 
though heavy, and of clumsy 
construction, they proved of 
great use.

December 15th to December 22d. 

The clear and dry weather of the previous week, whieh had enabled the 
allies to convey a quantity of stores and provisions to the front, was followed 
by heavy rains, and storms of hail and sleet, which injured to a great 
extent the communication from Balaklava to the camp. The original roac^ 
or rather track, was too deeply cut up to be any longer practicable, and 
many drivers sought a better line, by deviating to the right and left of it. 
But the traffic was so great, and the clay everywhere so deep and stiff, that 
these new lines soon got ploughed up into holes and furrows, into which the 
vehicles sunk up to their axletrees in mud, and not unfrequently got buried 
too firmly to be speedily extricated. The old track, through the plain of 
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Balaklava, was therefore abandoned, and a new line of communication 
established by way of the cavalry camp to the south of Kadikoi ; it passed 
to the right of the village of Karani, and kept as far as possible on the high 
ground. This line was about 1| miles longer, and more undulating^ but 
it afforded an easier means of communication, as the ground it traversed 
was hard and rocky. .Nevertheless, it required from 30 to 40 horses to 
transport each of the heavy siege guns, and only in comparatively favourable 
weather could the whole journey from Balaklava to the front be performed 
in one day The draft transport of the Engineers had for some time past 
become unserviceable, and their materials had therefore to be transported 
by working parties of infantry or Turks, whenever such could be obtained. 

Dm-ing this period of the siege the difficulty of maintaining the batteries in 
an efficient state was very great. The working parties were extremely 
small*, and were composed almost entirely of Turkish troops, from whom, 
as lias already been shown, but a very small amount of work could ever be 
obtained. 

The preliminary operations for laying a tramroad between Balaklava and 
Sebastopol were now commenced by Mr. Campbell, Civil Engineer. The 
materials and a corps of navviesf to lay the line Were expected to arrive in 
the early part of the month of January, and in the meantime the Engineers 
afforded Mr. Campbell every assistance in their power. 

The gan-ison of Sebastopol had meanwhile been largely reinforced from Sortie of the 
the army of observation stationed at the Tchernaya, and this circumstance, ^^^ ^^^^' 
coupled with the statements received from deserters, led the allies to anti- 
cipate another attack in force, both against their flank and front. These 
rumours were not altogether unfounded, for on the night of the20th of December 
the enemy made a determined attack upon the English trenches, although 
not with forces so large as had been anticipated. The Russians, in order to 
mislead the allies as to the real point of attack, covered the movements 
directed against the extreme left of the Left attack by opening a heavy 
cannonade upon the right of the British position, and by means of this ruse 
they succeeded in approaching close to the 3d parallel without being 
perceived. 

The small force guarding this trench was at once overpowered, and had to 
retreat, closely followed by the Russians, who succeeded in penetrating as

far as the 2d parallel ; but hei'e they were met by the piequets of the 
60th and 38th Reghnents, who advanced to the charge, attacked them both 
m front and flank, and forced them to retreat down the same ravine up which 
they had come. Conjointly with this movement on the left another Russian 
column assaulted the trenches on the Right attack, and succeeded in forcing 
an entrance into and obtaining temporary possession of the 3d parallel. 
But here, likewise, they were eventually repulsed. 

The temporary success, however, which the enemy obtained in this sortie 

caused the allies great anxiety concerning the safety of their heavily armed 

batteries. These batteries were so short a distance in rear of the most 

advanced trench that had the enemy employed large forces, and followed up the 

momentary advantages which he had gained, he would most probably have 

succeeded in penetrating to the 1st parallel, and in spiking the guns, before 

the small body of troops* that guarded them could have been reinforced. 

On the con- This rendered it of the greatest importance to obtain more secure protecticm 

more i^anced ^OT thcsc batteries agaiust surprise, and as the British army could not afford 

rifle-pits. ^^ g^jj^ larger piequets to the trenches, the Engineers suggested that this 

protection might to some extent be obtained by constructing a number of 
small detached rifle lodgments, well in advance, in the manner practised by 
the Russians. The sentries being thus securely placed, some distance in 
front of the parallel, could give warning of the enemy's approach, and prepare 
the guard of the trenches to receive him. This expedient, although insuffi- 
cient, was the best substitute that could be devised. Oa the Inkerraan ridge 
these advanced lodgments appeared particularly desirable, for there they 
would be so powerfully protected by the harbour on the right, the Careening 
Bay in front, and the extremely precipitous Careening Creek Ravine on the 
* left, as materially to assist in checking any attempt against the right flank of 
the allies, and would at the same time have the effect of strengthening the 
Inkerman position both offensively and defensively. 

But there were other and more important reasons for advocating the 
adoption of this expedient. 

The enemy was now collecting a large force on the west side of the 
Careening Creek Ravine, evidently with the intention of outflanking our 
batteries on the right, and it might confldently be expected that if the allies 
neglected to advance energetically on the Inkerman ridge they would not 
only lose all the ground and advantages which they had gained by the battle 

* The guard of the trenches for tlie defence of the entire Right attack did not exceed at this 
period 600 men. In consequence of this sortie a second field officer was added to each attack, to 
take charge of the advanced works. 
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of Inkerman, but they would also find their movements anticipated by the 
enemy's taking possession of the ground, and constructing on it works to 
dispute it^ occupation.* 

The large reinforcements which had lately entered Sebastopol, and the Advantages 
increased power of resistance which was in consequence to be expected tiiJ^M^off 
from the garrison, rendered it necessary, likewise, that the attacks upon the ^^^^^' 
place should be more powerful and more extended. An advance towards the 
«* Tower front " was in every respect most desirable, oven should this move- 
ment have no other effect than that of threatening the Malakoff position, 
for the adoption of such a course would keep the enemy in apprehension as 
to the real point of attack, and prevent his concentrating upon the Redan and 
Barrack Battery the whole of the forces and guns which were now dispersed 
over the Malakoff front. This new movement certainly demanded a further 
postponement of the assault, but this delay, serious as it was to contemplate, 
was preferable to incurring the more dreadful consequences which it was 
anticipated would result in an attempt to storm the Redan without the support 
of a simultaneous attack on the Malakofi^. The more closely the positions 
were reconnoitered the more desperate appeared the undertaking against the 
Redan, and the more favourable that against the Malakoff. The ground 
in front of the latter afforded easy and speedy means of approaching it, and 
the allies could, by crowning the " Mamelon "f , which was at present occupied 
only by a thin line of Russian tirailleursj, obtain a most powerful position 
within 600 yards of the Tower, while the ravines on either side would afford 
a covered approach for nearly the entire distance ; and as the enemy retained 
but a very light hold of the Inkerman ridge it was anticipated that the allies 
would be able to advance along it for a distance of more than 1,000 yards 
without molestation. 

These considerations led Sir John Burgoyne to suggest §, that as the main 
object of the allies' enterprise was not so much the capture of the town of 
Sebastopol as the destruction of its docks, its arsenal, and the Russian fleet, 
the operations of the allies should be directed more particularly against its 
eastern side. This side contained the two great naval and military establish- 
ments, and once in possession of the allies would give them so complete

a comnmnd of the head of the harbour that it M^ould be impossible for the 
enemy to preserve his ships, and he would either have to destroy them or 
risk a naval engagement with the allied fleet in his attempt to leave the 
harbour. Sir John Burgoyne, therefore, suggested the propriety of com- 
mencing without further delay the attack against the MalakofF front, and 
recommended that the defensive works at Inkerman should at once be 
discontinued, in order to obtain workmen for the construction of more 
advanced trenches and batteries on the right. 

But this modification in the original plan of attack M^as not favourably 
regarded by our allies. Their batteries were now in readiness to open 
fire, and their approaches were so close lo the Flagstaff Bastion that they 
considered it a loss of time to delay the assault, and to commence at this 
advanced stage of the proceedings a new attack, the execution of which, 
from the precarious state of the roads, and the difficulty of transporting the 
" materiel," w^ould be laborious, and consume time in the preparations. 

They therefore thought it preferable to adhere to the attack against the 
town, and to confine the operations on the right to defensive measures. 

For the present no further steps Mere taken, with the exception of the 
construction of a more advanced trench (2d parallel) on the Inkerman 
ridge. This trench, although but lightly held during the daytime, and even 
abandoned at night, was never molested by the enemy.

On the night of the 19th 
a battery for 4 13-inch mortars 
was commenced on the right 
of the first • parallel. It was 
destined to aid in silencing 
the works round the Inker- 
man Lighthouse Redoubt. 

To the right of these 
mortars, another batteiy (St. 
Laurent's*) was constructed 
by the French for 11 guns, 
five to fire against the bat- 
teries round the Inkerman 
Lighthouse, four against the 
shipping at the head of the 
harbour, and two to command 
the causeway across the 
marsh. 

The armament was under- 
taken by the English, who 
succeeded in laying two of the 
platfonns, and in completing 
the thorough drainage of the 
terrepleine by the morning of 
the 23d December. . 

On the afternoon of the 
23d a detachment of Sappers 
was sent down to the Inker- 
man valley, for the purpose 
of unroofing the Russian 
houses which had been aban- 
doned by the enemy. These 
houses contained many service- 
able tie beams, rafters, and 
pldnks, well suited as mate- 
rials for platforms and maga* 
zines.

rei^^ents. at Balaklava, mustermg 110 non-commissioned officers and men and four 

officers, viz., 

Captain F. W. King (died of wounds received on 17th April), 
Lieutenant Crofton (died of woimds received 12th April), 
Lieutenant Grain (invalided home), and 

Lieutenant Lowry (killed 7th June at the assault of the Quarries). 
This company joined the siege on the 23d December. About the same 
time a supply of gabions and other siege material arrived from Varna and 
Malta. 

Detachments of the Highland Brigade, which at this period guarded the 
lines of Balaklava, were occasionally employed to construct fascines with 
the brushwood which they procured, by means of armed working parties, 
from the hills in front of their position. 

These working parties were necessarily small, as 1,200 to 1,500 men had 
to be detailed daily from the force stationed at Balaklava to transport pro- 
visions and ammunition to the front. 

improYtimentfi Meanwhile great improvements had been effected at Balaklava, under the 

direction of Major Hall*, a retired officer of the Madras Artillery. Hitherto 
the eastern side only of Balaklava Harbour had been available for the 
disembarkation of stores, owing to the absence of landing places on the 
opposite side. In fact the cliffs on the western side descended so pre- 
cipitously to the water's edge that the construction of a wharf was a matter 
of some difficulty. The naval force, however, with great skill, had succeeded 
in building one of considerable size, which was at once appropriated for the 
disembarkation of the siege niatMel, and a road was constructed over the 
marshy ground at the head of the harbour, so as to form a connected 
communication with Balaklava and the road to the front. By this means 
a considerable portion of the traffic was withdrawn from the densely crowded 
streets of the town, and the repair of the roads and wharves on that side of 
the harbour could be continued without interruption to the traffic. 

Some progress had likewise been made with the cavalry and commissariat 
stabling, and by means of spars and old sails a large tent had been erected,

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affording temporary shelter to the. dep6t of sick artillery horses in the vicinity . 
of Balaklava. 

The wooden huts which had heen sent to the Crimea from England and 
Trieste were now arriving in great quantities. Some of the former had 
been disembarked, under the direction of Capt. the Hon. H. F. Keane, R.E., 
but, unfortunately, from the small number of Sappers (two) that had been 
sent with them from England, it became necessary to instruct artificers from 
the r^punents of the Line in the method of putting them together, and some 
time elapsed before these men obtained sufficient practice to undertake this 
duty by themselves. 

During this period of the siege the Russians gradually withdrew from the The Biusians 
valley of the Tchemaya, most probably owing to the difficulty of provisioning S^maya, 
their troops at so great a distance from Sebastopol. They abandoned the S5d/S^Ste^ 
position of the old Turkish redoubts, burnt the huts which their troops had 2V^ 
constructed along the banks of the Tchemaya, and, with the exception of a ndge. 
small advanced post of half a dozen Cossacks, to observe our movements, 
they no longer kept any force opposed to us in front of Balaklava. Their 
troops were called in to reinforce the garrison, and they commenced to 
construct defensive works on the heights near the Inkerman Lighthouse, and 
to furnish stronger picquets for the protection of their position on the In- 
kerman ridge. Their sharpshooters^ covering themselves as usual by means 
of hastily constructed rifle-screens, gradually advanced to a knoll in front of 
the 2d parallel, and annoyed our troops considerably. 

On the morning of the 24th some sentries even ventured to penetrate as 
far as this parallel (which was not occupied at night, from the smallness of 
the British force disposable for this attack), but they retired on the arrival 
of our picquet. 

The Russians had likewise established a battery on the extreme left of 
their position, to the east of the Inkerman ruins, for the purpose of enfilading 
our foremost trenches on the Inkerman ridge, and on the morning of the 
23d they opened a heavy fire upon these works. This cannonade was con- 
tinued on several successive mornings, generally at the time that the working 
parties entered the trenches. 

• Occasionally the enemy directed a heavy fire against the other attacks of 
the British side, particularly at night, in order to harass our troops with 
constant watching. But these cannonades seldom caused any casualties, 
neither did they seriously injure our works..

Lkft Attack. 

The emplacemeut for a new 
gun battery (No. 9.) was 
commenced on the left of the 
2d parallel. Here, as else* 
where, the ground was rocky, 
and the greater part of the 
oai*th had to be carried up 
from a considerable distance 
in baskets and sandbags. 

The mortar battery (No. 2.) 
was far advanced towai'ds 
completion. The drahiage of 
the whole of the trenches was 
carefully attended to, and 
we repaired many damages 
which had been done to the 
pai*apets by the troops break- 
ing up the fascines and 
gabions of the revetments for 
firewood. It was the only re- 
source they had of procuring 
wood for cooking their meals 
in the trenches. 



Bight Attack. 

The working parties were 
almost exclusively employed 
in clearing the trenches of 
snow and mud. The battei'les 
required daily from 40 to 60 
men, whilst the 3d parallel 
and its communications could 
seldom be maintained in a 
state passable for tixx>ps 
without the constant employ- 
ment of at least 50 men. 

The parapets of the bat- 
teries injured by the wet and 
frost had to be taken down in 
parts, and rebuilt. 

The rocky nature of the 
soil in the advanced trenches 
necessitated '' blasting*" to a 
great extent. 

The working partien were 
very small, and the Turkish 
troops were of little use. 

In the daytime they were 
chiefly employed to bring up 
fascines, planks, &c. from the 
park; but, as soon as darkness 
set in, it was impossible to 
prevent their stealing home- 
wards. 



LvKERHAK Attack. 

The defensive works in 
this attack were continued, 
and a detachment of Turks 
was employed daily in cutting 
brushwood for fascines, and 
in macadamizing a roadwaj" 
to the batteries *for the trans- 
port of the siege guns. 

During the night, working 
parties were employed t<» 
bring up from the Inkcrroaii 
valley the timber from the 
Russian houses which hud 
been uin*o<>fed by (he Sapj>er>. 



l8t to 12th Januar)'^ 1855. 

The French army had received considerable reinforcements, and mustered 
now about 67,000* men. Their arrangements likewise were so far advanced 
that they expected shortly to be in readiness to assault the place. All their 
batteries, from Nos. 1 to 25, were completed, and were being armed ; their 
trenches had approached to withiii 180 yards of the Flagtaif Bastionf , and

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they looked for the co-operation of the British in the approaching assault of 
S'ebastopol. 

The insufficient number of workmen on the British side had, however, T**® B"^«** 
retarded the construction of the defensive as well a« of the offensive works, greatly 
and the engineering operations were now perfectly pai'alysed for want of ^^*"*^' * 
" materiel " and transport. 

The timber obtained from the ruined houses in the Inkeiman Valley had 
furnished but a very .limited supply of platforms and magazines, and was 
quite inadequate for the requirements of the greatly increased armament of 
the attacks, added to which, the entire absence of draft transport* of every 
de^ription prevented use being made of the 13-inch mortar platform timber 
which had arrived at Balaklava in great quantity. The planks were found 
too heavy to be removed by hand labour for so great a distance, and, as the 
Engineers did not possess any other means of transport, it became necessary 
to leave at Balaklava the timber, together with many other equally necessary 
stores, until assistance could be obtained fit)m the Artillery and the French 
for its removal. 

The progress of the works of attack was much retarded likewise by the 
inclement and changeable weather, and it required all tlie means at the 
disposal of the Engineers to drain ancUkeep the trenches in repair. 

Sickness among the troops was greatly on the increascf , and cases of fever 
and partial frost bites frequently occun'ed. The condition of the Engineers Appointment 
at this time was ameliorated in a great measure by the appointment ma^e"^^^*^ 
of a quartermaster^, to superintend their transport, the issue of stores, 
provisions, &c. 

The Russians during the first few days of this period had almost ceased to Sortie of the 
improve their works of defence, but on the 9th January they recommenced, '-^*'''""- 
and worked with great vigour, especially at the works on the M alakoff front. 
Their sorties against the French trenches were as frequent as heretofore, 
and they kept the troops of our allies continually on the alert. The English 
trenches were left undisturbed, excepting on the night of the 12th January,

(th<& New. Year's Day of the old style), when they made a determined sortie 
against the left of the Left attack, conjointly with an attack against the right of 
the French trenches. Their advance was covered hy a very heavy cannonade 
from the whole of their batteries, and by these means they succeeded in sur- 
prising an advanced picquet of 1 serjeant and 12 men, and made them prisoners, 
without firing a shot. They then penetrated into the further extremity of 
the 3d parallel, from which, however, they were immediately repulsed. 

Captain Wolseley, 90th Regiment, joined the Rig^ht attack as Assistant 
Engineer, in the beginning of January, 

Captain Biddulph, R.A., left the Engineer Department on the 18th January.

Left Attack. 

Many improvemeiits were 
effected in the batteries, and 
great attention was paid to 
the drainage of the trenches, 
but more especially to that of 
the magazines, the interior of 
which it was difficult to keep 
dry, in consequence of the 
heavy and continuous falls of 
rain and snow, which alter- 
nately succeeded each other 
at this period of the siege. 

Several attempts were 
made to continue the con- 
struction of the advanced bat- 
tery No. 9, but the bad 
weather and the great scarcity 
of men necessitated its post- 
ponement. 

The Russian riflemen in 
front of the Redan had by 
this time obtained the range 
of the 3d parallel of this 
attack with great accuracy, 
and considerably annoyed our 
workmen and sharpshooters. 

It was found necessary, in 
consequence, to defilade by 
traverses the interior of this 
trench. 



RiQHT Attack. 

The working parties were 
engaged almost exclusively in 
clearing out the snow and the 
mud from the batteries and 
trenches. 

The weather was very un- 
favourable. At times the 
snow storms and heavy drifts 
rendered it necessary to sus- 
pend the work entirely, and 
the frost was so severe that it 
was difficult, even with a 
pickaxe, to make any impres- 
sion on the ground. At other 
times the pelting rain almost 
inundated the trenches, and 
rendered the earth so muddy 
and sticky that it adhered to 
the spade, and the task of 
throwing it over the parapet 
became most laborious. 

There was much sickness 
among the Turkish troops, and 
they were on several occa- 
sions sent home to their 
camp in consequence, without 
being called upon to do any 
work. 

The number of workmen 
was generally very small ; 
sometimes barely sufficient for 
the transport of the requisite 



Inkebmak Attack. 

Proper revetting materials 
were so scarce that the in- 
terior slopes of the parapets 
had to be built up with the 
small stones which were found 
in the neighbourhood. This 
species of retaining wall was 
most troublesome to keep in 
repair, for, unless built with 
great care, the rain and 
changeable weather loosened 
th^ small stones, and even 
caused the wall to tumble 
down, and all these revet- 
ments, which had been built 
by the Turks, had for this 
reason to be taken dovm, 
and properly rebuilt by the 
Sappers. 

The Sappers had completed 
the magazine, and had laid 
the platforms of St. Laurent's 
battery, but the parapet was 
still too thin to admit of the 
battery being armed. As 
these repairs could be exe- 
cuted only at night, and no 
night working parties could 
be obtained, the battery had to 
remain in an incomplete state. 

The completion of the mor- 
tar battery was delayed

platform timbers required for 
the day's work. 

On the right of the 3d 
parallel a battery (No. 8.) 
was commenced for three 
Coehorn mortarn, to bear on 
the enemy's riflemen in front 
of the Mamelon. It wu8 
built on the eastern slope of 
Frenchman's Hill, in order 
that it might be screened 
from the fire of the Redan, 
and, the ground being rocky, 
Sapper labour was almost ex- 
clusively employed in its con- 
struction.

several days fi*om the same 
cause. 

The rafters and flooring of 
the houses in the Inkerman 
Valley were collected, and 
brought up to the pai'k, by 
working parties obtained spe- 
(!ially for this purpose. 

The Russians, evidently 
jealous of our advancing upon 
this ridge, continued steadily 
to fire upon the works ; but 
although they caused some 
injury to the parapets, hardly 
any casualties occurred among 
the guard of the trenches. 



13th January to 16th January. 

On the morning of the 13th January a severe frost set in, which continued Severe fr<»t. 
steadily throughout this stage of the siege, accompanied by snow storms 
and piercing northerly winds. On the plain the snow lay from 12 inches to 
18 inches in depth, and the drifts were exceedingly deep, and in some places 
even dangerous. 

These frosts hardening the ground improved the communication to the Scarcity of 
front, but they materially added to the difficulty of supplying fuel for hospital ^^^ 
and cooking purposes. 

There was a great scarcity of wood of every description on the ground 
occupied by the allies. The brushwood of the Inkerman ridge had long since 
been used ; even the vine roots had been grubbed up by the troops for the 
purpose of cooking their meals ^ and although steps had been taken to 
supply this deficiency, by employing working parties to cut and stack the 
brushwood in the neighbourhood of the Monastery of St. George, the supply 
thus obtained was altogether too insignificant for the wants of the army. 
At this period, most fortunately, large quantities of chai'coal arrived at 
Balaklava, and great exertions were made to collect it in front. Manual xhcTurkigh 
labour .had to be employed, a& no other means of transport existed ; and for withdrawn 
this reason the division of Turkish troops which had hitherto furnished ^^mcts. 
working and carrying parties for the trenches was almost entirely withdrawn 
from the Engineers. The siege works suffered in consequence, but the army 
at large derived great benefit from the adoption of these arrangements, and 
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a daily allowance* of charcoal was soon after issued to the troops on duty in 
the trenches, independently of any other supplies which they received in camp. 

Arrival of Vast quantities of warm clothing of all descriptions had been disem- 

° barked, and by this time almost every man had been supplied with a second 
blanket, a jersey frock, flannel drawers and socks, and with some kind of 
winter coat, in addition to the ordinarj^ great coat.f 

Sickness J was, notwithstanding, on the increase, and the number of 
effective men was daily diminishing. On several occasions the strength of 
the guard of the trenches was far too small to furnish any men for work, 
and all repairs of importance had on these occasions to be attended to by 
Sappers, who throughout the whole of this trying period exhibited the most 
praiseworthy zeal and energ)'.§ 

improve.iuMifs Mucli had bccu donc to improve Balaklava. The existing wharves, built 

during the previous month, had been considerably enlarged, and new ones 
had been commenced ; at the entrance of the town a pier had been con- 
structed for the embarkation of the sick and wounded, and adjoining it 
another pier was in progress, for unloading the Engineer stores. This latter, 
which was completed on the 5th of Februarj^ was formed of tressles, and 
had a total frontage of 90 feet. 

The surface drainage of all the streets in the to\ini was rapidly progressing, 
and the road adjoining the harbour, hitherto inundated, and in some places 
lowered even below the level of the sea, had been raised and properly drained 
for a distance of about 2,500 feet. 

The disembarkation of the wooden huts was rapidly progressing, under 
the superintendence of Captain the Honourable F. H. Keane, R.E. 

Fifty-six II had already been issued to the troops, and others were being 
erected within a short distance of Balaklava, for the purpose of housing the 
newly arrived troops, until accommodation Mas prepared for them on the 
plateau of Sebastopol.

In the 3d parallel a detach- 
ment of Sappers was employed 
to loosen the rocky ground by 
*' blasting ;" and the working 
parties were generally em- 
ployed in repairing damages 
in the trenches. 

The snow fell thickly during 
the whole of this period, and 
the prevailing north-easterly 
winds drifted it into the 
trenches abnost as rapidly as 
it could be removed, notwith- 
standing the utmost exertions 
of the working parties. 

The cold likewise was very 
great, so that the men could be 
employed only at intervals. 

The 16th January the cold 
was intense, and the workmen 
were in consequence with- 
drawn from the trenches. 

The troops suffered much 
from the severity of that day, 
and no working parties were 
employed daring the nighty 
the Sf4>pers alone attending 
U> the repairs which appeared 
most urgent.

No working parties of 
the Line were employed 
on any of these nights, as 
the guards of the trenches 
were generally far below their 
usual strength, and the con- 
stant thick fogs rendered a 
stricter look-out than usual 
necessary. 

On the 16th January the 
weather was so bad that even 
the comparatively easy task 
of clearing out the snow had 
to be abandoned, not, however, 
until repeated trials had been 
made to continue the work.* 

The new mortar battery 
No. 8 was continued. 

All the tools and materials 
required in the trenches were 
now deposited at a dep6t in 
the Ist parallel, midway be- 
tween Nos. 1 and 2 batteries.

The Russians had obtained 
the range of the works on 
this ridge with great accuracy, 
and they invariably fired from 
the Inkerman Lighthouse 
whenever they perceived any 
working parties employed on 
these works. 

On the afternoon of the 
16th the detachment whicl; 
had hitherto been encamped 
in redoubt No. 1 was relieved 
by a French picquet, who 
from that time furnished the 
guards for St. Laurent's Bat- 
tery and for all the ground in 
its rear.?

17th January to Slst January. 

Advantage was taken of the great change and improvement that occurred sughtimpo 
in the weather on the morning of the 17th January to employ every avail- weather. 
able man, horse, and cart, in carrying provisions and quantities of warm 
clothing to the front, where a general depot for stores of all kinds was being 
established, and where a supply of several days' provisions was henceforth 
always msuntained. 

On the 21st January a French division encamped near the windmill on Aivench 
the Inkerman ridge, and relieved the picquets of the Light and Second en^pson 
Divisions of the British army from the guard of the extreme right flank. SSit**'''"^ 
This movement gave the latter timely assistance, and enabled them to 
furnish more adequate covering parties for the protection of their batteries.

Latterly the British attacks had been so feebly guarded that, had the 
enemy known how small was the force that night after night was called 
upon to defend the trenches, he could, without a doubt, by a rapid and 
energetic sortie in force, have utterly destroyed the British batteries. The 
covering party for the entire night attack (upwards of a mile in extent) never 
had exceeded, at this period of the siege, 350 men, and on the night of the 
21st January it mustered only 290* men. The guards for the other attacks 
were equally small. 

Now, however, it was hoped that the offensive operations on the British 
side, hitherto completely paralysed from the want of transport, and more 
particularly from the difficulty of procuring working partiesf , would ener- 
getically be pushed forward, and include an advance towards the Malakoff 
front, for which operation a considerable supply of ammunition and a number 
of heavy siege guns;j; were already available at the Royal Artillery park on 
the plateau. 

The Commanding Royal Engineer had already caused the whole of the 
ground in front to be surveyed and reconnoitered, and had selected the best 
sites for batteries to bear on that front of attack. 

It was arranged that one battery for 6 guns should be established some 
distance in advance of the existing batteries in the Right attack, to face the 
tower of Malakoff and the ground between it and the Mamelon ; that 
another battery for 15 pieces should be constructed as far in advance as 
possible on the Inkerman ridge, and likewise should face the Malakoff 
Tower ; whilst a third battery was to be placed as forward as possible, to 
fire against the shipping in the harbour. At that time, however, it was 
impossible§ to obtain the necessary working parties to undertake these works. 

The hospitals at While the offensive operations at Sebastopol had proceeded thus far, 
Constantinople, ^xtcnsivc improvements had been effected at Constantinople in the hospital 

accommodation for the sick and woimded British soldiers, who came pouring

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in from the Crimea with the arrival of eveiy vessel. These works were 
under the direction of Capt. Edward C. Gordon, RE., and . although re- 
tarded at the outset by the inadequacy of the staff at his disposal*, and 
by many other circumstances, he had at length succeeded, through the 
zealous, ever ready, and influential assistance of the English Am- 
bassador, Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, in smoothing all difficulties, and 
-with the help of civil contractors and labourers proceeded with energy and 
speed to undertake the task, by no means a light one, that was allotted 
to him.f 

Much had to be done, inasmuch as the public buildings which had been 
transferred to the English for hospital purposes were in some instances in 
a most wretched state. They required not only thorough repair but 
thorough and repeated cleansing. 

The large barrack at Scutari and the general hospital were the first 
buildings that Capt, Gordon commenced to improve. At the former the 
rooms in the whole of the east wing were refloored, and supplied with new 
sashes and window frames ; the corridors were repaved, and the entire 
buildings were heated with stoves ; additional cooking-houses, with dressers, 
&c. were added ; and a bath establishment was formed, with boilers, fireplaces, 
and all the requisite accessaries. 

To the general hospital Captain Gordon added various outhouses for 
cooking and other purposes. He renewed the main drains and sewers, 
btult a pathological establishment, &c. 

At Kulalee on the Bosphorus considerable hospital accommodation was 
prepared. The barrack, capable of containing 6L0 patients, was thoroughly 
repaired and cleansed, and the riding school, adjoining it, was floored over, 
and divided by partitions into twelve compartments, capable of containing 
altogether 210 sick. A cook-house was built, as well as a surgery and a 
medical store, with all their appurtenances. 

The Turkish hospital, which was attached to the barrack, and had con- 
tained the worst fever and cholera patients of the Turkish army, was thoroughly 
cleansed and whitewashed, and all the necessary stores, kitchens, &c. were 
added to it. By the end of January Capt. Gordon had thus succeeded in 
procuring accommodation for no less than 4,110 patients and convalescents, 
a greater number than ever was known to have been in the Bosphorus during 
any portion of the war*

It was more difficult to keep 
the trenches in order during 
this changeable weather than 
it had been during the 
heavy frost of the previous 
four days. No sooner had 
the mud and melting snow 
been removed from them 
than the frost converted the 
smoothed surface into a sheet 
of ice ; the ground became 
slippery, and had to be broken 
up with a pickaxe, and the 
platforms could not be used 
until the coating of ice just 
formed had been removed. 
Working parties, varying from 
1 30 to 200 men, were employed 
both day and night solely on 
this duty. 

New drains were con- 
structed in the advanced 
trenches, and more especially 
at the magazines in the Ist 
paralleL 

Several small sheds were 
erected in the 1st and 2d 
parallels, to afford to the guard 
of the trenches some protec- 
tion against the inclement 
weather. 

To improve the cover in 
the 3d parallel, which in parts 
was still very defective, Sap- 
pers were employed daily in 
*^ blasting " the rock. 

Although the batteries were 
ready to open fire, every oppor- 
tunity was taken to improve 
and strengthen them still fur- 
ther. 



Right Attack. 

The working parties were 
very small, more especially at 
night*, and little was done in 
consequence. 

The 3d parallel was slightly 
improved and widened to ob- 
tain a greater extent of cover 
for the assaulting columns, 
and from 6 to 8 Sappers were 
employed daily in '^ blasting " 
and quarrying the rock on the 
right of the 3d parallel, and 
in forming the nuigazine of 
No. 8 battery. 

Several new drains were 
formed along the 3d parallel 
and the Left approach ; they 
were cut through the parapet, 
as the rapid fall of the ground 
towards the front did not ad- 
mit of any other expedient. 
This work could only be done 
at night, and never without a 
large force of Sappers. 

Wherever sandbags had 
been employed, either in loop- 
holes or revetments, the work 
had to be renewed, as the 
weather had rotted the canvas 
and destroyed the bags. 

* Daring the first fire nights of 
this period the nomber of workmen 
never exceeded 39. (Vide Appen- 
dix No. 48.) This nomber contrasts 
strangely with that of the working 
parties employed by the French. 
Monsieur de Bexanconrt states, that 
dnring this time <' the French em- 
*' ployed daily 4,000 men on the 
** works, and sometimes the nnmher 
'* exceeded 6,000 r 



Inkermak Attack. 

No working parties were 
employed during this period. 
After the 21st January Sap- 
pers alone performed the 
necessary duties. On the night 
of the 20th the posts and rail- 
ings of the causeway across the 
head of the Likerman valley 
were taken up and carried to 
the park of the Bight attack. 
On the evening of the 26th 
a party of Sappers proceeded 
down the ravine to the east 
of the mortar battery, unroofed 
some houses adjoining the 
causeway, and carried up a 
sufficient quantity of timber 
to repair the platform damaged 
by the picquets, and to com- 
plete the magazine in St. Lau« 
rent's Battery. This magazine 
had been so seriously injured 
by the explosion of one of 
the enemy's shells as to neces- 
sitate its being rebuilt. 

As the enemy's fire was too 
heavy, however, to admit of 
its being repaired during the 
daytime, a night working party 
had to be obtained for the 
purpose; but this was the only 
occasion on which working 
parties were employed. 
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Ist February to 3d Februar}% 

The siege during this period remained stationary. 

The doubts which had been expressed as to the practicability of assaulting 
the Barrack Battery and Redan, unless supported by a simultaneous move- 
ment against the tower front, seriously occupied the attention of the 
Commanders-in-Chief, and, pending their decision as to the course which it 
was best to pursue, no further operations were undertaken, beyond continuing 
the Right approach to the third parallel of the Right attack, and finally 
completing the batteries on the British side to the following armaments :

On the 1st February a general coimcil of war was convened, and it was itudeddea 
then imanimously decided to carry out the general plan of attack which had M^Soff^nt. 
been advocated ever since the battle of Inkerman. That plan was to be fol-* 
lowed throughout, the details being modified only in the particulars in which 
a change had become necessary in consequence of the altered circumstances 
of the present period. Six weeks prior to this date a lodgment might at 
once have been established on the Mamelon without much difficulty or great 
loss ; since then, however, the Russians had occupied this position in much 
greater force, and our allies, who considered it no longer advisable to attempt 
its assault by "vive force,*' advocated the previous construction of more 
advanced trenches. 

A diversion in £eivour of the Central Bastion was likewise deemed advisable 
by the French, in order to prevent the concentration of the enemy's forces 
around the Flagstaff Bastion, as they considered it very doubtful whether the 
assault of the latter would prove successful, notwithstanding that approaches 
had been established so close to the counterscarp as to render a further 
advance impracticable, except by mining operations. 
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Works required It was accorduifflv decided* that the following propositions should be 

for the attack. iit-i» • w** 

adopted and earned into execution : — 

1 . That, with the view of assisting the attack of the town, the French should 

complete the armament of their batteries on the left against the 
Central Bastion, which they considered could be effected in a period 
of about ten or twelve days : 

2. That to assist the proposed attack on the Mamelon, two batteries should 

at once be established, which could deliver a cross fire upon the 
Mamelon, the Malakoff Bastion, and the ground along which the 
assault would have to be made ; the one for eight guns, to be erected 
in the advanced trenches of the English Eight attack ; the other, for 
15 pieces at least, on the Inkerman ridge : 

3. That as soon as these batteries had been completed, a heavy cannonade 

should be opened, under cover oi which approaches should be advanced 
from the extreme left of the allied position towards the Central 
Bastion, and from the right of their position towards the Mamelon, 
which should then be crowned by a lodgment ; 

4. That the moment the lodgment on the Mamelon had been established, 

a new battery for 15 pieces should be constructed, if possible a little 
in advance of the lodgment, to batter the Malakoff bastion and works 
adjoining it, and under cover of the fire of this battery approaches 
should be pudied forward towards the tower : 

5. To expedite the completion of these works, it was agreed that as the 

English were better supplied with stores than with men the French 
should take charge of the attack on the Mamelon, including the works 
on the Inkerman ridge, and should assist the British in constructing 
the batteries alluded to in paragraph 2. ; whilst the British army 
was to supply all the stores required for the construction of these 
works, as well as to complete their armaments. 
Pending the arrival of reinforcements, without which the British army 
could not undertake its part in these proceedings, the Engineers employed 
every means to expedite the transport of their siege matirid. They trans- 
ferred 100,000 sandbags to the French, prepared the platforms and magazines 
required for the two batteries on the right, and carefully reconnoitered the 
ground along which approaches could be effected towards the Redan and the 
Malakoff- 
Miflor-Generai At this Critical period of the siege Major-General Sir Harry D, Jones, 
^M^*^^"* K.C.B., who had just returned from the successful operations in the Baltic,

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landed in the Crimea, and took the command of the British portion of the 
engineering operations, which had up to this period been conducted, with 
most inefficient means in men and materiel^ and under most trying circum- 
stances, by Colonel (then Major) J. W. Gordon, R,E., and by Colonel (then 
Major) F. Chapman, R.E., subject to the advice of General Sir John 
Burgoyne. 

The fixture operations will now be related by Sir Harry Jones himself in 
the following volume. 

Before closing this account, however, mention ought to be made of the im- Existing state 
provements which the Engineers had by this time effected in and aroimd at this period. 
Balaklava. 

The line of works defending this position had assumed an appearance of 
great strength*, and could not readily be forced. 

The improvements which had been executed at Balaklava may be briefly 
stated as follows : — 

The roadway adjoining the harbour had been properly drained, and raised 
about 14 inches above its former level. From thence towards Kadikoi the 
existing road had been partially macadamized for a distance of upwards of a 
mile. 

The new road to the front, proceeding firom Kadikoi by way of Karani, had 
been macadamized as far as the rising ground to the west of General Vinoy's 
division, or for a distance of upwards of a mile. 

Three large piers had been constructed in the harbour ; one close to the 
entrance of the town, 40 feet long, for the embarkation of the sick ; a second 
adjoining it, extending to a distance of 50 feet from the shore, on trestles, 
for siege materiel ; and a third one solely for commissariat stores. Besides 
these, several other piers had been repaired and rendered serviceable. 

On the opposite or west side of the harbour, the Diamond Wharf had been 
constructed by the Navy for the disembarkation of huts and hutting materials, 
and a fine and hard road had been made to this wharf over the swampy 
marsh at the head of the harbour. 

These improvements were mainly due to the indefatigable energy and per- 
severance of Major Keane, R.E., and Major Hall, Assistant Engineer. The 
former had likewise progressed rapidly with the distribution and disembarka- 
tion of huts, and on the 5th February no less than 240 huts had been issued 
to the troops.

Gemebal Ttu>en'8 Bepokt on the Deficiekcies of the Engineer Departuent. 

Sib, Varna, 2d July 1854. 

I BEG most respectfully and earnestly to bring to the notice of his Lordship the Com- 
mander of the Forces, the following requirements, which I consider essentially necessaiy for the 
due efficiency of the Engineer Department serving with this army. 

Ist. The addition often officers of Royal Engineers, to meet the frequent demands for service, 
which are, and will be made upon the corps, to supply which, it is now necessary to detach 
officers from the companies of Sappers, thereby rendering those companies, to a certain degree, 
ineffective. 

Likewise, two additional companies of Sappers : as Varna is likely to become the base of our 
operations, the services of at least one company will be required to keep in an efficient state of 
repair, during the winter months, the several landing wharves and militaiy buildings in the town 
and its vicinity ; and the second company to supply detachments for coast operations with the 
navy, and for the pontoons ; this can now only be effected by taking men from the companies 
attached to divisions, and thereby reducing their efficiency, to the dissatisfaction of some of the 
General Officers commanding, who are desirous of having their brigades of Engineers and 
Sappers, complete and effective. 

2d. A supply of 160 draft horses from England, with due proportion of drivers, for moving 
the pontoon train, forges, and waggons to be laden with heavy stores and materials for the 
formation of boat bridges, and siege operations ; the transport at present sanctioned by his Lord- 
ship, and which is the most appropriate the country can furnish, being only calculated to convey 
tools and materials of a light description, necessary for repairing roads, sinking wells, and slight 
field operations. 

After five months' experience of the means of transport used in this country, and a careful 
observance of the roads, both in winter and summer, I am convinced of the extreme difficulty, if 
not impracticability, of moving our stores and materials so as to keep pace with the army, except 
by means of draft horses ; those used in vans and omnibuses are the best adapted for this purpose, 
blemishes being of no importance, provided the horse is sound. 

3d. I am also, most unwillingly, under the painful necessity of again bringing to his Lordship's 
notice the embarrassment and difficulty experienced, generally, by officers of the Engineers, on 
account of servants, many of them being destitute not only of personal attendance, but without a 
servant to look after their horses or draw then* forage. 

Those servants hired at Malta and Constantinople, at very high wages, deserting at the first 
appearance of privation or difficulty, others refusing to go up the country at all, and such boors 
as can occasionally be hired here, speaking only Turkish or Bulgarian, they have no means of 
making them acquainted with their wishes or orders. I therefore submit for his Lordship's 
favourable consideration, in order to render those officers effective in the field, which at present 
they are not, that the regulation with regard to servants, should so far be modified, that such 
officers of Engineers as absolutely require it, may be allowed one batman each from the Sappers 
(he not being a mechanic), as without this indulgence or some other remedy to meet the difficulty, 
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the officers cannot be in a state of efficiency for such duties as are required firom them, or even 
simply to take the field like officers of the Line. 

With every apology for thus occupying the attention of his Lordship, I feel I should ill 
perform my duty to myself* and that portion oC the corps I have the honour to command^ under 
his Lordship, who is our chief, and to whom we must look up for his assistance, did I not bring 
these subjects under his notice in the strongest possible light.

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Copt of Lord Raglan's MmuTE, dated 12th July 1854, on the Application for fin Allowance 
of 50/. to each Subaltern of Engineers for the purchase of a Horse, and the Pay for a second 
Servant. 

The situation of the subaltern officer of Engineers is undoubtedly peculiar. He has various 
duties to perform, always important, very frequently onerous, as well as involving responsibility 
to an extent unknown to any officers of his relative rank in any other branch of the service. 
To discharge these duties in an adequate manner, he must be not only mounted, but efficiently so, 
and under all these circumstances, as the Treasury has left it for my consideration to determine 
whether the position of the officer of Boyal Engineers be such as to justify an exception to the 
general rule, in favour of the subalterns of that corps, I shall take upon myself to order that 
.50/. be allowed to each of the latter for the purchase and equipment of the horse with which he 
is obliged to provide himself. 

I shall also authorize the grant of pay for a second servant to the captains and subalterns of the 
Boyal Engineers.

The contemplated expedition will probably require a two-fold operation :— 

1. To affi:)rd the troops means of quickly covering themselves after a landing is effected. 

2. To have at hand all the means, in implements, tools, &c., &c., with a proportion of Engineers 
and Sappers, for subsequent siege operations. 

3. With respect to the first operation, it is submitted, that to each division allotted to the 
service of effecting a landing there shall be attached 1 captain, 1 subaltern, and 25 Sappers» with 
the proportion of intrenching tools named in the accompanying list A. 

4. That one regiment of each division (or such amount of infantry as his Lordship the Com- 
mander of the Forces may consider can be devoted to that purpose) be appointed to the duty of 
throwing up intrenchments, under the Engineers^ after the landing is effected. 
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5. That if this be approved, such regiments, or a portion thereof be at once named, in order 
tliat some previous instruction and practice may take place in throwing up intrenchments. 

6. With reelect to the second or siege operation, it is submitted, that the tools, Btc.y &c. (as 
shown >in the listB.), together with the requisite gabions and fascines, should be shipped in the 
8«ne vessel or vessels with the remaining available Engineers and Sappers, and should accompany 
those employed in the transport of the battering train, C. 

7. It is probable that many of the tools used in the first operation will be available for the 
second^ but it appears desirable, that the means requisite for a siege should be kept together, and 
not depend upon any other contingency. 

8. The fascines and gabions being of great bulk, it is not supposed that they can be embarked 
until one or more of the vessels for conveying troops shall be at liberty^ but it is very desirable 
that a small quantity should accompany the first landing, as detailed in list A.

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Memorandum by Sir John Burooyne on the Invasion of the Crimea, dated 21st August 1854. 

In landing in an enemy's country after a long sea voyage, it requires a considerable time before 
the invading army can be collected in a state for advancing. A comparatively moderate amount 
of shipping will convey a large force of infantry for a voyage of a week or less, and they can 
be landed rapidly ; but the time and means required for the conveyance and landing of horses, 
artillery, and cavalry are considerable, to which must be added the time occupied in landing 
amlkiunition and provisions, and the enormous means of transport required for them. And 
thus the necessary preliminaries 6ccupy a considerable time, during which the enemy collects his 
forces where he thinks most suitable, and makes his arrangements for defence, active or passive. 

It is not only necessary, that our forces when collected, should be fully a match for the enemy, 
but it is equally essential that we should be able to repulse him, throughout every period of the 
preceeding, up to boldly advancing against his entire force. This must be matter of calculation, 
with the clear understanding, that our greatest weakness and disadvantages are at the commence- 
ment, until we obtain on shore (in a state for moving) the full amount of force which we contem* 
plate for the operation. The undertaking, therefore, cannot possibly succeed unless it partake of 
the character of a surprise ; for the first landing, especially, is an operation that would be 
exceedingly rash in face of any respectable opposing force, say of one half in amount of the body 
of troops that could be first put on shore. 

Some consequence is attached, at times, to the favourable nature of a beach for forcing a landing, 
because it can be covesed by the fire from shipping at from 600 to 800 yards distance ; but this 
would aflbrd only a very slight advantage ; no beach in the world, that ever I saw (when there 
is no tide), is exposed for more than 100 or 200 yards from the water, beyond which will be 
found ample cover for troops, and usually it is interspersed with patches of rising ground, 
where artillery could be posted or could be rapidly brought up^ in positions to flank or enfilade 



1. 
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the beach, and could never be silenced from the shipping. It is easy to conceive the vast 
^^* advantage tliat troops thus posted, and provided with artillery and cavalry, would bftve over 
others, in that most embarrassing and eonfused proceeding of a disembarkation in the face of an 
enemy, the troops, upon landing from boats, having to form under an attack which would be 
made upon them fix>m within 200 or 300 yards of the landing place. 

It will be a matter of importance to know, how long it would take, from the time that t^e fleet 
should be thoroughly descried by the enemy to be in such force as to cause them to see the 
necessity for bringing the forces to oppose the landing, until it should be at anchor, the boats out 
and loaded, and the first strong body thrown on shore ; it is presumed not less than ten or twelve 
hours of daylight will be required, with perhaps an intervening night. During these ten or 
twelve hours, an enemy could reach the spot from between twenty and thirty miles distance. I 
would assume it, therefore, to be most imprudent to attempt a landing within that distance of the 
station of an adequate force of the enemy, or within a proportionate shorter distance, if the time 
to be occupied in landing is less. It most be recollected, that in proportion ae the distance ia ahort, 
the enemy will come down more rapidly ; thus, for nine or ten miles, he could BMrch at a rate 
of at least three miles an hour, while for a greater distance the rate would be leea. At the 
mouth of the river Katcha, a poeitton has been pointed out which is considered fkwcnnkle ior 
landing, but it is not above nine miles from Sebastopol, where the enemy are said to hare a 
camp of from 10,000 to 15,000 men, besides a gairison of as many, and a fleet from which 
10,000 to ISfiOO good troops could be landed for a temporary purpose ; thus in three hours 
he could have in the immediate front of the beach from 20,000 to 30,000 men, that is, two 
or three times the extreme number which it is understood would be put on shore at one time. 

The Katcha has also another great disadvantage, in being quite an open shore, without 
resources or even shelter from any but one wind ; thus the time may be prolonged indefinitely, 
after the fleet may be at its anchorage, before any landing can take place, or the landing 
may be interrupted at any time during its progress by a change or freshening of the wind.

2. In an operation of so much dilBcalty, it is essential that the arraagements made^ shoald be 
attentively considered and thoroughly mdcrstood by the officers who are responsible for their 
execution, and should be strictly carried out without alteration or the exeraae of 
the part of any subordinate officer^ Otherwise confosiMi would ensue, and Ite worst 
quences might he apprehended. 

3. When the troops are directed to land, they are to enter the boats in the order in which tiiej 
stand in the ranks. 

4« They are to sit or stand according as they may he desired, and when cnee plneed, at« to 
rexnain petfeei^ siill as well as sUenL 
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5. Thej are to take their knapsacks with them, but net on tbem^ and on leaving the boats 
iliej will either put them on, or phuse them on the bea^h in the order in which they stand, 
according as they may be directed. 

6. The blanket will, in the first instance, be left on board, folded and labelled with the 
regimental number of each soldier. 

7. The regiments will form in contiguous columns at quarter distance. 

8. They will not load until they have landed, and not then, until they are ordered. 

9. The spare ammunition (first reserve) will be disposed of as directed in the accompanying 
memorandum, and will be in charge of an officer of the Field Train Department. 

10. The horses provided for the service will be landed after the troops have disembarked. 

11. Three days' bread and three days' salt meat ready cooked ai'e to be carried both by officers 
and men, and the men will have their canteens filled with water. 

12. The water bogs wiU also be landed, and placed with the reserve ammunition, and the 
horses appointed for them, if they can be taken, of which there is at present some doubt, will be 
got on shore as soon as possible. 

13. It is necessary that officers should take on shore, in the first instance, such articles only as 
ibej con carry themselves. 

14. The servants of officers are not only on all occasions of service to be present under arms, 
with the regiments to which they belong, but they are to carry no more than any other soldier, 
and they are to mount all picquets and guards with their masters. 

15. Mounted officers alone will be entitled to batmen. 

16. The medical staff attached to the divisions and brigades will land with them. 

17. The batteries will land with the divisions to which they are attached, as well as the 
Sappers similarly situated, and the latter will Ix-ing with them a due proportion of intrenching 
tools. 

18. The Light Division will land first. Four companies of the 2d battalion, Rifie Brigade, will 
be attached to each of its brigades, and will form the advance. 

19. The First Division will follow, then the Second, the Third, and the Fourth. 

20. The cavalry will be be ready to land, but will not disembark until they receive special 
directions to do so. They will take with them three days' corn and forage. 

21. Provision will be made by the naval authorities for the disembarkation of a due proportion 
of the horses of the officers of the staff, and these officers are recommended to take upon their 
horses three days' com and forage.

Memorandum recommending the Occupation of Eupatoria by the Allies. 

Varaa Bay, 4th September 1854. 

In the event of a landing being effected on any part of the coast of the Crimea^ between 
Sebastopol and Eupatoria, it is submitted, that it would be exti^emely desirable to occupy the 
latter by a detached force ; say, in the first instaooe, with 500 French or British and 1,000 to 
1,500 Turks ; the strength being arranged, from time to time, according to circumstances. 

The object would be manifold : — 

1. It would make it more difficult for flying parties of the enemy to harass and hem in the 
rear of our army in its moving towards Sebastopol, a proceeduig that would have a very 
demoralizing effect on our troops, and would deprive such flying corps of their natural baee, 
while it would afford, on the contrary, a base for any detached corps employed in keeping our 
own rear clear. 

2. It would present a landing place, for many occasions, more likely to be accessible than any 
other on that coast, and when all others, owing to bad weather or certain winds, might be 
nbsolutely impracticable. 

S, Eupatoria has piers and landing places and a small town ; the country behind it is stated to 
be fertile, and therefore, in spite of any measures of destruction by the enemy, the place and 
neighbourhood must be capable of affording some resources. 

4. There would be a degree of £ftvoarable prestige in occupying it, even should the enemy 
adopt the extreme measure of desolating it on our approach. 

5. It is probable, that when our attack was made elsewhere, Eupatoria would be imperfectly 
provided for defence, and would be easily occupied. 

6. It would appear, by the maps, that it might easily be made defensible towards the south, 
between the lake and the sea, and, perhaps, positions may be found for covering it on the north, 
any attack on which side, would, however, I'equire a wide movement on the part of the enemy, 
and one not likely to be attempted by any but small corps during the time that the allies were 
actively engaged elsewhere. , 

7. Should the enemy's strength in the Crimea prove to be so superior in forces and position, 
that the final undertaking should be considered impracticable, this occupation of Eupatoria might 
become a rallying point from whence to re-embark ; since, as far as we are at present aware, 
there does not appear to be any other.

I have the honour to inform your Grace that the allied troops attacked the position 
occupied by the Russian army, behind the Alma, on the 20th instant ; and I have great satis- 
faction in adding, that they succeeded, in less than three hours, in driving the enemy from 
every part of the ground which they had held in the morning, and in establishing themselves 
apon it.

ArpsvDCC The English and French armies moved out of their first encampment in the Crimea on the 

^0-^ ' 19th, and bivouacked for the night on the left bank of the Bulganak, the former having 

previously supported the advance of a part of the Earl of Cai^digan's brigade of light cavalry, 

which had the effect of inducing the enemy to move up a large body of dragoons and Cossacks, 

with artillery. 

On this, the first occasion of the English encountering the Russian force, it was impossible for 
any troops to exhibit more steadiness than did this portion of Her Majesty's cavalry ; it fell back 
upon its supports with the most perfect regularity under the fire of the artillery, which was 
quickly silenced by that of the batteries I caused to be brought into action. 

Our loss amounted to only four men wounded* 

The day's march had been most wearisome, and, under a burning sun the absence of water, 
until we reached the insignificant but welcome stream of the Bulganac, made it to be severely 
felt. 

Both armies moved towards the Alma the following morning, and it was arranged that Marshal 
St. Amaud should assail the enemy's left, by erossing the river at its junction with the sea and 
immediately above it, and that the remainder of the French divisions should move up the heights 
in their front, whilst the English army should attack the right and centre of the enemy's 
position. 

In order that the gallantry exhibited by Her Majesty's troops, and the difficulties they had 
to meet, may be fairly estimated, I deem it right, even at the risk of being considered tedious, 
to endeavour to make your Grace acquainted with the position the Russians had takei) .up. 
It crossed the great road about two miles and a half from the sea, and is very strong by nature. 
The bold and almost precipitous range of heights, of from 350 to 400 feet, that from the sea 
closely border the left bank of the river, here ceases, and formed their left ; and turning thenoe 
round a great amphitheatre or wide valley, terminates at a salient pinnacle, where their right 
rested, and whence the descent to the plain was more gradual. The front was about two miles 
in extent. 

Across the mouth of this great o|)en1ng is a lower ridg^ at difFerent heights, vaiying from GO to 
100 feet, parallel to the river, and at distances from it of from 600 to 800 yards. 

The river itself is generally fordable for troops, but its banks are extremely rugged, and in 
niost parts steep ; the willows along it had been cut down, in order to prevent them from 
afEbrding cover to the attacking party, and in fact everything had been done to deprive an 
assailant of any species of shelter. 

In front of the position on the right bank, at about 200 yards from the Alm% is the village of 
Bourliouk, and near it a timber bridge, which had been partly destroyed by the enemy. 

The high pinnacle and ridge before alluded to was the key of the position, and, consequently, 
there the greatest preparations had been made for defence. 

Half way down the height, and across its front, was a trench of the extent of some hundred 
yards, to afibrd cover against an advance up the even steep slope of the hill. On the right, and a 
little retired, was a powerful covered battery, armed with heavy guns, which fianked the whole of 
the right of the position. 

Artillery, at the same time, was posted at the points that best commanded the passage of the 
river and its approaches generally. 

On the slopes of these hills (fonniug a sort of table land) were placed dense masses of the 
enemy's infantry, whilst on the heights above was his great reserve, the whole amounting, it is 
supposed, to between 45,000 and 50,000 men. 

The combined armies advanced on the same alignment, Her Majesty's troops in contiguous 
double columns, with the front of two divisions covered by light infantry and a troop of horse 
artillery ( the Second Division, under Lieutenant-General Sir De Lacy Evans^ forming the rights 
and touching the left of the Third Division of the French army, under His Imperial Highness 
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PriAce Napoleon* and the Light Diylsion, under Lieutenaut-General Sir George Bro«rn« the Affesiiiz 
left ; the first being supported bj the Third Division, under Lieutenant-Goneral Sir Bichard Ho. S. 
England, and the last hj the First Division, commanded by Lieuteuant-G^ueral His Bojral "" 
Highness the Duke of Cambridge. 

The Fourth Division, under Lieutenaat-General Sir G^eorge Cathcart, and the caralry, under 
Hajor-Greneral the Earl of Luean, were held iu reserve, to protect the left £Luik and rear against 
large bodies of the enemy's cavalry which had been seen iu those directions. 

On approaching to near the fire of the guns, which soon became extremely formidable, the two 
leading divisions deployed into line, and advanced to attack the front, and the supporting 
divisions followed the movement. Hardly had this taken place, when the village of BourUouk, 
immediately opposite the centre, was fired by the enemy at aU points, creating a continuous blaze 
for 300 yards, obscuring their position, and rendering a passage through it impracticab]«. Two 
regiments of Brigadier-General Adams' brigade, pai't of Sii* De Lacy Evans' division^ had, in 
consequence, to pass the river at a deep and difilcult ford to the right, under a sharp fire, whilst 
his first brigade, under Major-General PenneTather, and the remaining regiment of Brigadier^ 
General Adams, crossed to the left of the conflagration, opposed by the enemy's artillery from the 
heights above, and pressed on towards the left of their posiition with the utmost gallantry and 
fiteadlness. 

In the meanwhile, the Light Division, under Sir George Brown, effected the passage of the 
Alma in his immediate firont The banks of the river itself were, from their rugged and broken 
natilre, most serious obstacles, and the vineyards, through which the troops had to pass, and the 
trees which the enemy had felled, created additional impediments, rendering every species of 
formation, under a galling fire, nearly an Impossibility. Lieutenant-General Sir Geoi^e Brown 
advanced against ihe enemy under great disadvantages. 

In this difficult operation he nevertheless persevered, and the first brigade, under Major- 
General Codrington, succeeded in carrying a redoubt, materially aided by the judicious and steady 
manner in which Brigadier-General BuUer moved on the left flank, and by the advance of four 
companies of the Rifle Brigade, under Major Norcott, who promises to be a distinguished officer 
of light troops. 

The heavy fire of grape and musketry, however, to which the troops were exposed, and the 
losses consequently sustained by the 7th, 2dd, and 33d regiments, obliged this brigade partially to 
relinquish its hold. 

By this time, however, the Duke of Cambridge had succeeded in crossing the river, and had 
moved up in support, and a brilliant advance of the brigade of Foot Guards, under Major-General 
Bentinck, drove the enemy back, and secured the final possession of the work. 

The Highland Brigade, under Major-General Sir Colin Campbell, advanced in admirable order 
and steadiness up the high ground to the left, and in co-operation with the Guards ; and Major- 
General Pennefather's brigade, which tad been connected with the right of the Light Division, 
forced the enemy completely to abandon the position they had taken such pains to defend and 
secure. 

The 95th regiment, immediately on the right of the Royal Fusiliers in the advance, suffered 
equally with that corps an immense loss. 

The aid of the Royal Artillery in all these operations was most effectual. The exertions of the 
field officers and the captains of troops and batteries to get the guns into action, were unceasing, 
and the precision of their fire materially contributed to the great results of the day. 

Lieutenant-Genei'al Sir Richard England brought his division to the immediate support of the . 
troops in advance, and Lieutenant-General the Honourable Sir George Cathcart was actively 
engaged in watching the left flank. 

The nature of the ground did not admit of the emplojrment of the cavalry under the Earl of 
Lucan ; but they succeeded in taking some prisoners at tlie close of the battle. 
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Appexduc In the details of these operations, which I have gone into as far as the space of a despatch 

^^'^' would allow, your Grace will perceive that the services in which the general and other officers of 
the army were engaged were of no ordinary character ; and I have great pleasure in submitting 
them for your Grace's most favourable consideration. 

The mode in which Lieutenant-Geueral Sir George Brown conducted his division, under the 
most trying circumstances, demands the expression of my warmest approbation. The fire to 
which his division was subjected, and the difficulties he had to contend against, affi^rd no small 
proof that his best energies were applied to the successful discharge of his duty, 

I must speak in corresponding terms of Lieutenant-General Sir De Lacy Evans, who likewise 
conducted his division to my perfect satisfaction, and exhibited equal coolness and judgment in 
carrying out a most difficult operation. 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge brought his division into action in support of 
the Light Division with great ability, and had for the first time an opportunity of showing the 
enemy his devotion to Her Majesty, and to the profession of which he is so distinguished a 
member. 

My best thanks are due to Lieutenant-General Sir B. England, Lieutenant-General the 
Honourable Sir George Cathcart, and Lieutenant-General the Earl of Lucan, for their cordial 
assistance wherever it could be afforded ; and I ^el it my duty especially to recommend to your 
Grace's notice the distinguished conduct of Major-General Bentinck, Major-General Sir Colin 
Campbell, Major-General Pennefather, Major-General Codrington, Brigadier-General Adams, 
and Brigadier-General BuUer. 

In the affi:iir of the previous day, Major-General the Earl of Cardigan exhibited the utmost 
spirit and coolness, and kept his brigade under perfect command. 

The manner in which Brigadier-General Strangways directed the Artillery, and exerted 
himself to bring it forward, met my entire satisfaction. 

Lieutenant-General Sir John Burgoyne was constantly by my side, and rendered me, by his 
counsel and advice, the most valuable assistance ; and the Commanding Royal Engineer, Brigadier- 
General Tylden, was always at hand to carry out any service I might direct him to undertake. 
I deeply regret to say that he has since fallen a victim to cholera^ as has Major Wellesley, who 
was present in the affair of the previous day, notwithstanding that he was then suffering from 
serious illness. He had, during the illness of Major-General Lord de Ros, acted for him in the 
most efficient manner. I cannot speak too highly of Brigadier-General Estcourt, Adjutant* 
General, or of Brigadier-General Airey, who, in the short time he has conducted the duties of the 
Quartermaster-General, has displayed the greatest ability, as well as aptitude for the office. 

I am much indebted to my military secretary, Lieutenant-Colonel Steele, Major Lord Burg- 
hersh, and the officers of my personal staff, for the zeal, intelligence, and gallantry they all^ 
without exception, displayed. 

Lieutenant Derriman, R.N., the commander of the Caradoc, accompanied me during the whole 
of the operation, and rendered me an essential service, by a close observation of the enemy's 
movements, which his practised eye enabled him accurately to watch. 

I lament to say that Lieutenant-Colonel Lagondie, who was attached to my head quarters bj 
the Emperor of the French, fell into the enemy's hands on the 19th, on his return from Prince 
Napoleon's division, where he had obligingly gone, at my request, with a communication to his 
Imperial Highness. 

This misfortune is deeply regretted, both by myself and the officers of my personal staff. 

The other officer placed with me under similar circumstances, Major Yico, afforded me all the 
assistance in his power, sparing no exertion to bo of use. 

I cannot omit to make known to your Grace the cheerfulness with which the regimental 
officers of the army have submitted to most unusual privations. 
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My anxiety to bring into the country every cavaliy and infantry soldier who was available, pre- Appendix 
vented me from embarking their baggage animals, and these officers have with them at this ^^o^S. 
moment nothing bat what they can carry, and they, equally with the men, are without tents or 
covering of any kind, I have not heard a single murmur. All seem impressed with the necessity 
of the arrangement ; and they feel, I trust, satisfied that I shall bring up their bat horses at the 
earliest moment. 

The conduct of the troops has been admirable. When it is considered that they have suffered 
severely fit>m sickness daring the last two months ; that, since they landed in the Crimea, they 
have been exposed to the extremes of wet, cold, and heat ; that the daily toil to provide them- 
selves with water has been excessive, and that they have been pursued by cholera to the 
very battle-field, I do not go beyond the truth in declaring that they merit the highest com- 
mendation. In the ardour of attack they forgot all they had endured, and displayed that high 
courage, that gallant spirit, for which the British soldier is ever distinguished, and under the 
heaviest fire they maintained the same determination to conquer, as they had exhibited before 
they went into action. 

I should be wanting in my duty, my Lord Duke, if I did not express to your Grace, in the 
mo0t earnest manner, my deep feeling of gratitude to the officers and men of the Royal Navy for 
the invaluable assistance they afibrded the Army upon this as on every occasion where it could 
be brought to bear upon our operations. They watched the progress of the day with the most 
intense anxiety ; and, as the best way of evincing their participation in our success and their 
sympathy in the sufierings of the wounded, they never ceased, from the close of the battle till we 
lefi the ground this morning, to provide for the sick and wounded, and to carry them down to 
the beach, a labour in which some of the officers even volunteered to participate, an act which 
I shall never cease to recollect with the wannest thankfulness. I mention no names, fearing I 
might omit some who ought to be spoken of ; but none who were associated with us spared any 
exertion they could apply to so sacred a duty. 

Sir Edmund Lyons, who had charge of the whole, was, as always, most prominent in rendering 
assistance, and providing for emergencies. 

I inclose the return of killed and wounded. It is, I lament to say, very large ; but I hope, all 
circumstances considered, that it will be felt that no life was unnecessarily exposed, and that such 
an advantage could not be achieved without a considerable sacrifice. 

I cannot venture to estimate the amount of the Russian loss. I believe it to have been great, 
and such is the report in the country. 

The number of prisoners who are not hurt is small ; but the wounded amount to 800 or 900. 
Two general officers, Major-Generals Karganoff and Shokanofi*, fell into our hands. The former 
is very badly wounded. 

I will not attempt to describe the movements of the French army — ^that will be done by an 
abler hand ; but it is due to them to say that their operations were eminently successful, and that, 
under the guidance of their distinguished commander. Marshal St. Amaud, they manifested the 
utmost gallantry, the greatest ardour for the attack, and the high military qualities for which they 
are so famed. 

This despatch will be delivered to your Grace by Major Lord Burghersh, who is capable of 
affi>rding you the fullest information, and whom I beg to recommend to your especial notice.

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Prince Mendukoff ordered hia first line to retake the bank of the river, and deploy so as to charge 
the enemy with the bayonet and force him back into the riyer. Our battalions, with their leaders J^l^ 

at the hoad, charged several times with fixed bayonets, but they were opposed by so overpowering 
a file fire that they had to retire, after snfiering a great loss. The enemy's infantry bore with 
firmness the heavy artillery fire which we poured upon them. Their depleted battalions laid 
down on the ground, and took advantage of the undulations, to protect themselves from our fire, 
whilst their riflemen picked ofif our gunners. One of our batteries lost by these means all the 
men serving the guns, as well as all the horses. 

During the time that this severe contest occurred at our centre and right wing, the left wing, 
notwithstanding its great distance from the sea, was greatly disturbed by the fire of the allied 
fleets. Under the protection of this fire, a French column, with African troops and Zouaves at 
its head, crossed the Alma near the sea^ and climbed up the steep slope of the clififs by a small 
footpath. The moment these troops appeared, threatening our flank, and almost taking us in rear. 
Prince Menchikoff ordered the regiments Minsk and Moscow of the reserve, with some squadrons 
of hussars, to advance against them ; but ere these troops could arrive, the French had placed on 
these heights a battery in position, and by their rapid flre compelled our advancing .columns to 
retreat. The left wing having thus been turned, it became impossible to maintain, for any length 
of time, the position of our centre and right wing, where heavy losses had already occurred. 
The troops, therefore, conmienced to retreat towards the Katcha, which movement was covered by 
the hussars. To this movement, combined with the great loss sustained by the enemy, we may, no 
doubt, attribute our not being pursued. The enemy remained at the Alma, and we crossed the 
Katcha about midnight. Both parties sufifered severely in this sanguinary struggle. We have 
1,762 killed, 2,315 wounded, and 405 contusions. Amongst the former are 45 officers, of all 
ranks. The loss of the allies cannot be stated with certainty. Some reports state it to be 
greater than ours, but we may reasonably assume that they, as the attacking party, sufifered as 
much from our fire as we did from theirs.

Pboposition for the well known Flakk Mabch, submitted to Lord Raglan on the 21st Sep- 
tember, i.e. the Morning after the Battle of the Alha. 

Camp on the Alma, 21st September 1854. 
I WOULD submit, that unless some impeding circumstances occur which cannot now be foreseen, 
the combined armies should at once move round to the south side of Sebastopol, instead of attack- 
ing Fort Constantino, by which the following advantages may be anticipated : — 

1. That instead of attacking a position naturally strong and of limited extent, to which a 
powerful support will be given by Fort Constantino, which is a permanent fortification though by 
no means formidable if insulated, the enemy would have to defend a very extensive line, divided 
by valleys, and, from every information, very imperfectly if at all intrenched, and which would 
probably be forced rapidly. 

2. As the advance is from the north, our attack will rather be expected on that side and not on 
the south. 

3* Even supposing Fort Constantino to be taken, although it will open the shipping, dockyard, 
he. to a cannonading, it does not insure entire possession of the important establishments until 
after a second operation, which may still require to move round to the south, while the enemy 
will retain to the last free and open communication to the place. 

o 2 
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4. There is eyerj reason to believe, from the appearance of the maps and from what may be 
expected to be the formation of the ground, that there is a very strong position between the sea 
at Balaklava and along the valley of the Tchemaya^ that would most efficiently cover the allied 
armies during the operation, but is too extensive to be taken up by the garrison. 

5. That this communication with the fleet, which is in fact our base of operations, would be 
far more secure and commodious by the small harbour of Balaklava and the bays near Cape 
Chersonse, than on the open coast to the north, and with the advantage of a good road from 
Balaklava to the attacks, and a very easy country to pass to them from the bays near Cape 
Chersonse. 

6. Under ordinaiy circumstances, such a movement would have the effect of exposing the 
communication of the army to be cut off ; but in this case, the idea is to abandon the commu- 
nication from the north altogether, and establish a new one to the shipping in the south, which 
would be moved round for that purpose.

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Report of the Sinking of the Bussian Ships at the Entrance of the IIarbour of 

Sebastopol. 

Sir, Britannia, off the Katcha, 24th September. 

In my letter of yesterday, I reported the extraordinary change that had taken place in the 
position hitherto maintained by the enemy's fleet in the harbour of Sebastopol, and I now beg 
you will acquaint the Lords Conmiissioners of the Admiralty that the same afternoon, on the 
appearance of the allied fleets in sight of Sebastopol, the whole of the vessels moored across the 
harbour were sunk by the Russians, leaving their masts more or less above water, and I went 
last evening to the mouth of the harbour to assure myself of this singular event. 

Captain Drummond has examined the harbour this morning, and reports that the lower 
mast-heads of the ships are generally above water ; that the passage is closed, except perhaps a 
small space near the shoal off the north battery, and the double booms inside are thus rendered 
more secure. 

Eight sail of the line are moored east and west, inside of these booms, and three of the ships 
are heeled over, to give their guns more elevation to sweep over the land to the northward.

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Mehoranda for the Guidance of the Engineers in constructing theii* Works of Attack. 

No. 1. 

Camp before Sebastopol, Ist October 1854. 
The right and left of the operations to be undertaken by the British, being so completely 
separated by deep ravines, and so distant from one another. Captain Gordon will take charge 
of those extending from the extreme right to the ridge now occupied by the Fourth Division, 
inclusive, and Captain Chapman will take all from that ground to the British left. 
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Appekdix It has been proposed to the General commanding, that the several divisions should throw out 

No. 13. twice a day, at 3 p.m. and 8 p.m., that is simultaneously, for mutual support, strong parties, as far 

"""^ to the front as the natural cover afforded by the valleys will allow, with a look-out on the ridges, 

as well to keep the enemy habitually within bis works, as to enable the officers of Engineers to 

observe closely the best sites for the batteries of which advantage should be taken. 

Each director will now at once study the nature of the operations which will be best for the 
object in view, that is, thoroughly to cannonade all the most important defences from a prior 
position, and then assault the place. 

The shipping which can possibly bear upon our works or approaches should be particularly 
attended to ; they will suffer dreadfully from shell guns, which may be as far as at 1,000 or 1,200 
yards range, and any disaster to them must cause dismay in the garrison. 

Towers and masonry walls may be readily destroyed by powerful batteries, at 700 or 800 yards 
range, and more uninterruptedly and more conveniently at that than at any shorter range. 

On the right, the great tower (the Malakoff) appears to be the key to the whole position, and 
to be the only work to prevent an assault at any time. A good site or sites for not less than 
eight guns (of which one or two at most should be- shell guns) must be sought for, to demolish 
that tower, and a trench or parallel must be run across the whole front, extending from a point 
facing the earthen redoubt or fleche* to a point opposite the tower. 

A green hill in front of the redoubt seems to afford much natural cover ; the parallels should 
be close to the edge of the ravine, so as to command it. Artificial cover must be made to this 
parallel by a trench, wherever there may not be natural cover by the ravines. 

There is a plateau exactly opposite to the tower (Gordon's Hill), which is well situated to 
batter it from, but it seems to be somewhat nearer than desirable, and, what is of more 
consequence, to be rocky. It is to be hoped some more convenient situation may be found, but 
it will be necessary that the guns see very clearly as far down as the line of loopholes. 

On the green hill, probably, two batteries of four shell guns each, may greatly destroy the 
faces of the redoubt by an oblique fire, and returns right and left for two guns each, may have 
useful co-operating action. Perhaps, from this hill the frigate at the upper end of the creek may 
be exposed. 

Each captain director will report to Head Quarters the result of their observations and 
propositions ; they will make an estimate of the necessary tools and materials, not relying much 
on any great supply of fascines or gabions j and will propose a place of deposit or dep6t, for 
their respective attacks. Four mortars might be usefully placed on the left of the right attack, 
near the green hill: 

1. To throw shells on the tower and earth-work round it. 

2. To throw shells into the redoubt. 

3. For general application. 

On the Left attack, among other objects, a very important one will be to impede communication 
across the main inlet, by sweeping it from a battery which at the same time will enfilade and 
command the important line between the water and the town. 

Both directors should, as soon as they can, inform the authorities of the Artillery whereabouts 
the batteries are likely to be, in order that they may consider their arrangements j and, when 
possible, the artillery officers should be consulted. 

The intermediate heights should be well examined, to see if they present any advantageous 
sites for batteries ; perhaps against the ships they may,

Camp before Sebastopol, 7th October 1854. 

Officers of Engineers should, under instructions from the two directors of the attack, 
conduct the covering party on guard to the proper position, so as to be there as soon after dark 
as possible ; but that they may be unseen from the place, picquets or sentries, only, are to be placed 
in front of the work, who should lie down, and be instructed to watch the front ; that if one or two 
individuals approach, they should remain quiet and let them pass, and only fire or give an alarm 
if there be larger parties, which is, however, not to be expected the first night. The remainder 
of the guard will be in rear of the work, under cover, well on the alert, and with instructions to 
charge at once any sortie in force ; although such an attempt is not to be expected this night, 
the guard should always be prepared for it, so as not to be taken by surprise. 

The officers of the parties, the generals being cognizant of it, should be informed, that on this 
occasion the work (owing to the distance of the enemy's batteries) is not to be considered by any 
means as one of much danger, and that they must keep their men up to it accordingly ; if a fire 
should be opened upon it, such fire must necessarily be very wild, and not at all likely to be 
attended with many casualties ; and being a military advance, and very essential, the work is to 
be continued, notwithstanding, with spirit, and if not effected the first night, it will be more 
difficult subsequently. There should be some stretchers with the guard, in case of any casualties 
to the guard of the trenches, or to the working parties. 

With a view to the ulterior operations, and that the British force may probably have to storm 
the works in our front, between the Dockyard Creek and Malakoff* Tower, any effect that can be 
produced on that tower will be of far more value than a fire on the two ships on our right ; it is, 
therefore, most necessary to appropriate four of the heavy naval guns, which are to be placed in 
the battery on the extreme right, to batter the tower and the works adjoining it.

' Before Sebastopol, 16th October 1854. 
Memorakpa for Generals of Divisions, — for the Commanding Officer of Artillery, — ^for the 
Commanding Officer of Royal Engineers. 

1. The fire upon Sebastopol will commence to-moiTow morning, about half-past six, from the 
French and English batteries, in co-operation with the combined fleets. 

2. The precise moment of opening the fire, however, will be indicated by the successive dis- 
charge of three mortars from the centre of the works of the French army. , 

3. The troops off" duty will remain in their respective camps ready to fall in at a moment's 
notice, without their knapsacks, great coats, or blankets. 

4. The horses will be attached to tde field batteries. 

5. There will be with each division, parties of Sappers, consisting of twenty men under an 
officer of Engineers, ready to carry picks and shovels, crowbars and sledges, bags of powder 
prepared, felling-axes, and scaling^ ladders. ' 

6. Each division will also have with it a detachment of twenty artillerymen, under an officer 
of ArtiUery, with pockets and spikes for guns (the latter are only to be used in the event of the 
troops having to retire from a battery).

7. The arrangement for collecting the several articles above enumerated, will be carried out by 
the officer of Engineers and the officer of Artillery. 

8. The generals of division will make every arrangement for the ready communication of the 
troops with the reserve musket ammunition, which, however, need not be placed upon the horses 
until ordered. 

9. Previously to the opening of the fire, all advanced picquets, with the exception of the men 
selected to fire into the embraaures, wiU be withdrawn under the direction of the general officer 
on duty in the trenches, and retire under cover to their respective camps, 

10. The covering parties in the trenches will be kept clear of the batteries, and such of them 
as cannot find cover in the trenches, will be moved to such positions in the rear or flank, as will 
ensure their being at hand to protect the batteries, whilst they will be themselves screened from 
the enemy's fire. 

These covering parties will be moved, as the commanding officer of the pai*ty may see occasion 
in consequence of the fii'e of the enemy. Where the whole trench is occupied by guns, the 
covering parties must be placed, as above stated, under adequate cover in the immediate 
neighbourhood. 

11. The working parties will remain in the trenches, or be withdrawn, according to the dis- 
cretion of the commanding Engineer. 

12. As it is possible that the field batteries may be required to move, the senior artillery officer 
of the division and the officer commanding each battery, will make themselves acquainted with the 
communications to their right and left. 

13. The cavalry, under Lieu tenant-General the Earl of Lucan, and the troops of all arms, under 
Major-General Sir Colin Campbell, British and Turkish, posted for the defence of Balaklava^ will 
be held in readiness throughout the day to act on the shortest notice. 

14. The meat for the men's dinner will be cooked as early as possible to-morrow morning, in 
case of the army having to move forward. 

15. In the event of an advance, the Commander of the Forces particularly requests the general 
officers conmianding divisions and brigades, the commanding officers of regiments, and the officers 
commanding companies, to impress upon the men the urgent necessity of maintaining their 
formation and keeping their order. 

The success of any operation they may be called upon to undertake, their honour, and indeed 
their own individual safety, depend upon their being under complete control, ready to repel any 
attack, or to overcome any resistance that may be opposed to them.

Division.

It is now 10^ ; I have made 
the night signal to inform the different ships of the communication I have received, as we were 
not prepared for the attack taking place before the 18th.

P.S. — ^I have had a communication (since writing the forgoing) from Admiral Hameiin, and

I mention this to 
explain to your Lordship why the fleets do not begin their fire early in the day. 
: A verbal message was sent to me from Admiral Hamelin, that he had sent a letter to General 
Canrobert, on his being told that the attack would be to-mwrow, that the French battery near 
the Quarantine harbour was not ready, and requesting to postpone the attack for another day. 
Since that, he, Admiral Hamelin, has named half-past 10 for his commencing the attack. The 
signal from the batteries will be our guide, as to whether the day is put off or not. 
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Memorandum on the more complete Coxcentratiox of the Abtillery Fibe against 

Sebastopol. 

Camp before Seba8tox>ol, 18th October 1854. 

In order to fix upon some principle of attack upon Sebastopol, more defined than has been 
hitherto laid down, I would suggest, ' that while our offensive operations and batteries should 
continue, as hitherto, to embrace the entire contour, from in front of the great tower opposite to 
our right, to the sea near Quarantine Bay on our left, the real front on which should be made 
the greatest efforts to penetrate, or on which to make a lodgment, should be from the Flagstaff 
Redoubt on the French side, to the commanding salient Redan or Redoubt* in front of the 
British : that this will effect one great irouee into the place, dividing the enemy's position and 
resources in two, and probably lead to a rapid fall of the whole of the works between the Flag- 
staff Redoubt and the sea, which works would be turned. 

Should this view be concurred in, the efforts of the batteries should be directed accordingly ; 
so that, while partially bearing on other parts of the enemy's lines, particularly on those which 
give much collateral support to this front of attack, they should, nevertheless, use their main 
exertions to the reduction of the batteries that have the greatest bearing upon the interval 
between this proposed front of attack, that is, upon all the defences between the salient angles 
of the Flagstaff and the Redan in front of the British.

R^al Engineers. 

I WOULD call Lord Raglan's attention to the great and successful exertions of the Royal 
Engineers and Sappers, under veiy trying circumstances. The rocky soil presents the extreme 
of difficulties to the establishment of trenches and batteries ; the very act of obtaining cover in 



* We hare already stated, in page 42, that the attack of the Redan -was adopted at this period, not from choice hot 
fVom necessity, aa it was impossible to approach the Malakoff Tower (although represented by the Engineers to be 
the proper point of attack) until after the Battle of Inkerman on the 5th Noyember, when the withdrawal of the 
Russian oatposts finom the Inkerman ridge gave the allies entire possession of the groond that commanded the access 
to the tower. It was not until then that circooistanoes admitted of their constrocting approaches towards the tower. 
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one night, in such soil, which was done on every occasion, requires a great effort, and to construct 
in it substantial batteries, still more. 

The proportion of good platforms and stuff for magazines embarked, was too insignificant to be 
worthy of notice ; these objects had to be prepared (and for a very heavy description of ordnance) 
firom the irregular masses of timber and plank that could be procured from buildings pulled 
down ; notwithstanding all these difficulties, the work has been pushed on with rapidity ; the 
substantial nature of the parapet has been proved by the few casualties incurred ; and the 
embrasures and platforms have required, during the very heavy cannonade of yesterday, less 
repairs and adjustment than I have ever been witness to on similar occasions ; and no accident 
has occurred to any magazine, although some shells have been observed to explode on them ; alL 
proving the substantial goodness of the works executed.

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Lord Baolan's Despatch to the Duke of Newcastle. 

My Lord Dttke, Before Sebastopol, 28th October 1854. 

I HAVE the honour to acquaint your Grace that the enemy attacked the position in the 
front of Balaklava at an early hour on the morning of the 25th instant. 

The low range of heights that runs across the plain at the bottom of which the town is placed, 
was protected by four small redoubts, hastily constiiicted. Three of these had guns in them, and 
on a higher hill, in front of the village of Kamara, in advance of our right flank, was established 
a work of somewhat more importance. 

The several redoubts were garrisoned, by Turkish troops, no other force being at my disposal 
for their occupation. 

The 93rd Highlanders was the only British regiment in the plaiu, with the exception of a part 
of a battalion of detachments composed of weakly men, and a battery of artillery belonging to the 
Third Division ; and on the heights behind our right were placed the Marines, obligingly landed 

p2 
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Appbkbi^ from the fleet by Vice- Admiral Dundas. All these, including the Turkish troops, were under 
^^•^ ' the immediate orders of Major-General Sir Colin Campbell, whom I had taken from the First 
Diyision with the 93rd. 

As soon as I was apprised of this movement of the enemy, I felt compelled to withdraw from 
before Sebastopol the First and Fourth Divisions, commanded by Lieutenant-Generals His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Cambridge and the Honourable Sir Greorge Cathcart, and bring them down 
into the plain; and General Canrobert subsequently reinforced these troops with the First 
Division of French infantry and the Chasseurs d'Afrique. 

The enemy commenced their operation by attacking the work on our side of the village of 
Kamara, and, after very little resistance, carried it. 

They likewise got possession of the three others in contiguity to it, being opposed only in one, 
and that but for a very short space of time. 

The farthest of the three they did not retain, but the immediate abandonment of the others, 
enabled them to take possession of the guns in them, amounting in the whole to seven. Those 
in the three lesser forts were spiked by the one English artilleryman who was in each. 

The Russian cavalry at once advanced, supported by artillery, in very great strength. One 
portion of them assailed the front and right flank of the 93rd, and were instantly driven back by 
the vigorous and steady fire of tliat distinguished regiment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Ainslie. 

The other and larger mass turned towards Her Majesty's heavy cavalry, and afforded Brigadier- 
General Scarlett, under ihe guidance of Lieutenant-Greneral the Earl of Lucan, the opportunity 
of inflicting upon them a most signal defeat. The ground was very unfavourable for the attack 
of our dragoons, but no obstacle was suflicient to check their advance, and they charged into the 
Russian column, which soon sought safety in flight, although far superior in numbers. 
. The charge of this brigade was cme of the most successful I ever witnessed, was never for a 
moment doubtful, and is in the highest degree creditable to Brigadier-General Scarlett and the 
officers and men engaged in it. 

As the enemy withdrew from the ground which they had momentarily occupied, I directed the 
cavalry, supported by the Fourth Division under Lieutenant-General Sir George Cathcart, to 
move forward, and take advantage of any opportunity to regain the heights ; and not having 
been able to accomplish this immediately, and it appearing that an attempt was making to remove 
the captured guns, the Earl of Lucan was desired to advance rapidly, follow the enemy in their 
retreat, and try to prevent them from eflecting their objects. 

In the meanwhile the Russians had time to reform on their own ground, with artillery in fz^mt 
and upon their flanks. 

From some misconception of the instruction to advance, the Lieutenant-Greneral considered 
that he was bound to attack at all hazards, and he accordingly ordered Major-General the Earl oi 
Cardigan to move forward with the Light Brigade. 

This order was obeyed in the most spirited and gallant manner. Lord Cardigan charged with 
the utmost vigour, attacked a battery which was firing upon the advancing squadrons, and, 
having passed beyond it, engaged the Russian cavalry in its rear ; but there his troops were 
assailed by artillery and infantry, as well as cavalry, and necessai'ily retired, after having com- 
mitted much havoc upon the enemy. 

They efl*ected this movement without haste or confusion ; but the loss ihey have sustained lias, 
I deeply lament^ been very severe in officers, men, and horses, only countei'baianced by the 
brilliancy of the attack, and the gallantry, order, and discipline which distinguished it, forming 
a striking contrast to the conduct of the enemy's cavalry, which had previously been engaged 
with the Heavy Brigade. 

The Chasseurs d'Afrique advanced on our left, and gallantly charged a Russian battery, whic!i 
checked its fire for a time, and thus rendered the British cavalry an essential service. 

I have the honour to enclose copies of Sir Colin Campbell's and the Earl of Lucan's reports. 
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I beg to draw jour Grace's attention to the terms in which Sir Colin Campbell speaks of 
Lientenant-Colonel Ainslie, of the Qdrd, and Captain Barker, of the Royal Artillery ; and also to 
the praise bestowed by the Earl of Lucan on Major-General the Earl of Cardigan, and Brigadier- 
Greneral Scarlett, which 'they most fully deserve. 

The Earl of Lucan not having sent me the names of the other officers who distinguished them- 
selves, I pmpose to forward them by the next opportunity. 

The enemy made no further movement in advance, and at the close of the day the brigade of 
Guards of the First Division, and the Fourth Division, returned to their original encampment, as 
did the French troops, with the exception of one brigade of the First Division, which General 
Canrobert was so good as to leave in support of Sir Colin Campbell. 

The remaining regiments of the Highland Brigade also remained in the valley. 

The Fourth Division had advanced close to the heights, and Sir George Cathcart caused one 
of the redoubts to be re-occupied by the Turks, affording them his support, and he availed 
himself of the opportunity to assist with his riflemen in silencing two of the enemy's guns. 

. The means of defending the extensive position which had been occupied by the Turkish troops 
in the morning having proved wholly inadequate, I deemed it necessary, in concurrence with 
General Canrobert, to withdraw from the lower range of heights, and to concentrate our force, 
which will be increased by a considerable body of seamen, to be landed from the ships luder the 
authority of Admiral Dundas, immediately in front of the narrow valley leading into Balaklava, 
and upon the precipitous heights on our right, thus aflfording a narrower line of defence.

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Report of Prince Menchikoff to His Majestt the Empebob of Russia, dated 25th October. 

{From " Der Feldzug in der Rnm^ /., f. 1 16.) 

Our offensive operations against the besieging ai*my have commenced to day, and they have 
been crowned with success. 

General Liprandi had received detailed instructions to attack the intrenched camp of the 
enemy, which defended the road from Balaklava to Sebastopol. These orders he executed to<^ay 
in the most brlUiant manner, and four of the enemy's redoubts, in which we took 1 1 * pieces 
of ordnance, are now in our hands. 

The English cavalry, commanded by Lord Cardigan, had attacked our brigade of hussars (6th 
Cavalry Division) with extraordinary impetuosity, but being themselves assailed in flank by four 
squadrons of our combined regiment of Lancers, they were thrown back, while the artillery of the 
12th and 16th Divisions fired after them with canister, and the lancers with their carbines. 

Greneral Yabokritski personally led the Ist brigade of the 16th Division, in order to prevent 
the enemy from turning General Liprandi's position. 

The English cavalry, while charging our hussars, succeeded in penetrating to the battery of 
Don Cossacks No« 3, and cut down some of its gunners. 

Our infantry lost about 300 men, in killed and wounded, during this action. The loss of the 
cavalry and artillery cannot as yet be stated, even approximately. General Kaletsky, com-

principal redoubt, which was defended by the Turks. 

This preliminary report I send to Your Majesty by Captain Baron von Willebrandt, who was 
attached to General Liprandi*s staff. In conclusion, I beg to acquaint Your Majesty that, on the 
field of battle, I took the liberty to thank, in Your Majesty's name, all the troops who took part in 
the action.

Report of General Liprandi to Prince Menchikoff, 26th October 1854. - 
{Translated from ** Der Feldzug in der Krim,"* I. p. H7). 

In accordance with the orders of your Highness, the troops under my command advanced on 
tibe 25th to the front of the village of Tchorgoun, and attacked the fortifications on the heights 
which command the valley of Kadi-Koi. According to the orders I had issued on the previous 
evening, the whole of the troops left the village of Tchorgoun at 5 o'clock in the morning, and 
debouched through two defiles. The Jager regiment of '^ Ukrain " under Greneral Lefutsky, with 
four guns of the heavy battery No. 4, and six of the light battery No. 7, advanced through the 
principal gorge that leads from Tchorgoun to Kadl-Koi. 

These troops advanced with great steadiness, and on approaching the heights they opened fire 
upon the redoubts No. 1 and No. 2.* They were supported by General Semiakine with th{ 
infantry regiment '' Azofi^," the 4th baltalion of the regiment '* Dniepr," four guns of the heavy 
battery No. 4, and six of the light battery No. 6. 

General von Gribbe, who advanced through the defile which leads into the Baidar Valley, had 
under his command the three first battalions of the infantry regiment " Dniepr," four guns of the 
heavy battery No. 4, and six of the light battery No. 6, a sotnia of the 53rd regiment of Don 
Cossacks, and a squadron of the combined Lancer regiment. He occupied the village Kamara^ 
and sent the Cossacks in the direction of the Baidar Valley. 

At the same time General Semiakine threw forward (to the left of the " Ukrain " regiment) 
skirmishers of the 2nd company of the battalion of "Tirailleurs" and the regiment "AzoflJ" 
who were armed with carbines, and then he rapidly advanced with the latter regiment in two 
Hues, closely supported by his artillery. The 1st battalion of the regiment " Azoff" he placed 
in the third line of battle, and the fourth of the regiment " Dniepr," in the attacking column. Thus 
he approached to within 75 paces of the qnemy's fortified heights, and then gave the order to 
storm. The advance was rapid, and at half-past 7 o'clock the regiment had planted its colours 
upon the heights. One field gun and three siege guns fell into our hands. The enemy left 
above 170 killed in the work. 

The rapidity with which this, the most important height, had been taken, as well as the approach 
of the regiment " Ukrain," induced the enemy to abandon the redoubts No. 2 and 3, which were at 
once occupied by our men. In the former were two, and in the latter three guns. 

Colonel Skuderi, with the Jager regiment " Odessa" and the light battery No. 7, threw himself 
upon redoubt No. 4, and the enemy, dismayed, did not wait to receive the attack, but evacuated 
the redoubt, leaving behind three guns, tents, powder magazines, and intrenching tools. 
Immediately after the redoubts had been taken, I ordered our troops to intrench themselves 



* These redoubts are not numbered on the plan, bat the numbering alluded to in this despatch is from right to 
left, commencing with the redoubt Canrobert as No. 1. 
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within them. Redoubt No. 4 was too far from our position, and I directed that it should be Appendix 

destroyed ; its guns were spiked, and the carriage wheels broken and thrown down the hill ; the ^ ' 

troops engaged in this operation then resumed their order of battle. 

The brigade of hussars of the 6th Light Cavalry Division under General Riyoff, which 
accompanied my corps, and had with them the light mounted battery No. 12 and the heavy 
battery of the Cossacks No. 3, was placed on the right wing. 

During the advance of the troops, the Don artillery had likewise moved forward, rapidly 
placed itself in position, and, by a well directed fire, contributed much towards the general success 
of our movements. 

After we had occupied all the redoubts, I sent the cavalry, with the 1st Uralian regiment and 
three sotnias of the 53rd regiment of Don Cossacks, towards the enemy's camp, which was 
situated on the other slope of the heights. They advanced rapidly as far as the camp, but being 
attacked by skirmishers on the fianks, and by English cavalry in front, they were compelled to 
stop, and to return to their previous position on the right wing, where they placed themselves 
with both fianks thrown well forward. 

General Yabokritski now occupied the heights to the right of our cavalry, with the infantry 
regiment " Sutsdal," three battalions of the regiment " Vladimir," six guns of the heavy battery 
No. 1, four guns of the light battery, six of the 16th Artillery Brigade, two companies of the 
" Tirailleur " battalion No. 6, two squadrons of the regiment of hussars " Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Weimar," and two sotnias of the regiment of Cossacks No. 60. 

Our cavalry scarcely had time to prepare for another contest, when the English cavah*y, 
numbering more than 2,000 men, appeared on the inrther slopes of the hill upon which had 
stood redoubt No. 4. Their fierce attack forced General Riyoff to retire by the road that 
leads to Tchorgouu, which movement induced the enemy to follow him. At that moment, 
I ordered the combined Lancer regiment, under Colonel Yeropkim, who had joined General 
Gribbe from the Baidar Valley, to move towards the right wing, and to occupy a covered 
position in rear of the infantry. The enemy's attack was most pertinacious ; he charged our 
cavalry in spite of the grape fired with great precision from six guns of the light battery No, 7, 
in spite of the fii'e of the skirmishers of the regiment "Odessa," and of a company of the fourth 
battalion of " Tirailleurs " that stood pn the right wing, and even unheeding the artillery of 
General Yabokritski. 

Three squadrons of the combined Lancer regiment now attacked the front of the English 
cavalry. This unexpected attack, carried out with vigour and precision, met with the most 
perfect success. The whole of the English cavalry retired in disorder, pursued by the lancers, 
and under a heavy fire from our batteries. They left on the field of battle 40O killed and 60 
wounded, besides which we took 22 prisoners, including a superior ofllcer. 

A French squadron of the "Chasseurs d'Afrique" attacked General Yabokritski. They 
turned the left flank of the heavy battery which had been placed there, rode through the 
line of skirmishers, and commenced cutting down the gunners, when General Yabokritski, 
leading personally two battalions of the regiment " Vladimir," charged them with the bayonet, 
and drove them back. Our foot Cossacks from the Black Sea, who are armed with carbines 
the same as our skirmishers, pursued them with a very eflective fire. The French left 10 
men and several horses on the field. Three men and the ofiicer leading the attack were 
taken prisoners. 

As I observed that the enemy reinforced his left wing with fresh troops, I likewise increased 
my right flank, and made the following disposition. One battalion of the regiment " Dniepr " 
occupied the village Kamara ; the regiment "Azoflf" and the first battalion of the regiment 
"Dniepr" were to defend the redoubt No. 1. One battalion of the Jager regiment "Ukrain" 
had been left in redoubt No. 2, and another in redoubt No. 3. Close to the latter stood the 
whole of the regiment " Odessa," two battalions of the regiment " Dniepr " and one battalion 
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of the Jiiger regiment " Ukrain/' The whole of the artillery occupied advantageous 
positions. The cavalry remained in their former position, on the right wing of the infantry. 
The enemy, however, did not attempt another attack* and at 4 o'clock in the aftei*noon he 
discontinued his artillery fire. Considering the strength of the position we assaulted, I do not 
think that our loss of infantry is cousiderahle ; the cavalry, however, suffered severely. I 
enclose a hastily compiled return of losses (6 officers, 232 men killed ; 1 general, 19 officers, 
292 men wounded). The success of this day I owe entirely to the spirit and judicious arrange- 
ments of the officers commanding, and to the courage and eager desire for combat exhibited by 
the troops. General Scmiakiiie and his subordinate, Colonel Kriidener, who commanded the 
regiment " Azoff " which captured redoubt No. 1, especially exhibited an example of courage 
and judicious dispositions of their troops. The attack of the regiment "AzofF" was made with 
eagerness, skill, and precision. Captain Kalakutski with the 2d company of the 4th battalion 
of " Tirailleurs," Lieutenant-Colonel AfanasiefT, with six guns of the light batteiy No, 6, and 
Lieutenant Posnikoif,with four guns of the heavy battery No. 4, accompanied this column; they were 
resolute and quick in their movements, and facilitated the capture of this redoubt. Eight guns 
of the light battery No. 7, which had been placed closed to the Jiiger regiment " Odessa,*' 
and were commanded by Captain Boyanoff, caused great loss to the enemy's cavalry, during 
its advance and retreat, by the great precision of their fire. The commander of the 12th Brigade 
of Artillery, Colonel Nemoif, directed all the movements of his troops with great tact. 

Colonel Guersewanoff, Adjutant- General of your Highness, and Baron WiUebrandt, Captain of 
of a corvette, whom your Highness sent here, and who, during the entire action, remained 
near me, assisted greatly in conveying, with the greatest accuracy, all orders to the first line of 
battle.

No. 1.

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Report of the Sortie on the 26th October. 

Lieutenant' General Sir De Lacy Evans to Lord Raglan, 

2d Division, Heights of the Tchernaya, 
My Lorp, 27th October 1854. 

Yesterday the enemy attacked this division with several columns of infantry, supported 
by artillery. Their cavaliy did not come to the front. Their masses, covered by large bodies of 
skirmishers, advanced with much apparent confidence. The division immediately formed line in. 
advance of our camp, the left under Major-General Pennefather, the right under Brigadier- 
General Adams. Lieutenant-Colonel Fitzmayer and the captains of batteries (Turner and Yates) 
promptly posted their guns and opened fire upon the enemy. 

Immediately on the cannonade being heard, the Duke of Cambridge brought up to our support 
the brigade of Guards under Major-General Bentinck, with a battery under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Dacres. His Royal Highness took post in advance of our right to secure that flank, and rendered 
me throughout the most efifective and important assistance. General Bosquet, with similar 
promptitude and from a greater distance, approached our position with five French battalions. 
Sir G. Cathcart hastened to us with a regiment of Rifles, and Sir G. Brown pushed forward two 
guns in co-operation by our left. 
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The enemy came on at first rapidly, assisted by their guns, on the Mound hill. Our picquets, Apfekdix 
then chiefly of the 49th and 30th regiments, resisted them with very remarkable determination ^^\^ 
and firmness. Lieutenant Conolly of the 49th greatly distinguished himseli^ as did Captain 
Bayley of the 30th, and Captain Atcherley, all of whom, I regret to say, were severely 
wounded. 

Sergeant Sullivan also displayed at this point great bravery. 

In the mean time, our 18 guns in position, including those of the First Division, were served with 
the utmost energy. In half-an-hour they forced the enemy's artillery to abandon the field. Our 
batteries were then directed with equal accuracy and vigour upon the enemy's columns, which 
(exposed also to the close fire of our advanced infantry) soon fell into complete disorder and 
flight. They were then literally chased by the 30th and 95th regiments ovet* the ridges and 
down towards the head of the bay. 

So eager was the pursuit, that it was with difficulty Major-General Pennefather eventually 
effected the recall of our men. These regiments and the picquets were led gallantly by Major- 
Mauleverer, Major Champion, Major Eman, and Major Hume. They were similarly pursued, 
further towards our right, by four companies of the 41st, led gallantly by Lieutenant-Colonel 
the Honourable P. Herbert, A.Q.M.G. The 47th also contributed. The 55th were held in 
reserve. 

Above 80 prisoners fell into our hands, and about 130 of the Enemy's dead were left within, 
or near our position. It is computed that their total loss could scarcely be less than 600. 

Our loss, I am sorry to say, has been above 80, of whom 12 killed, and 5 officers wounded. I 
am happy to say, hopes are entertained that Lieutenant Conolly will recovery but his wound is 
dangerous. 

I will have the honour of transmitting to your Lordship a list of officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and privates, whose conduct attracted special notice. That of the picquets excited 
general admiration. 

To Major-General Pennefather and Brigadier-General Adams I was, as' usual, greatly indebted. 
To Lieutenant-Colonel Dacres, Lieutenant-Colonel Fitzmayer, Captains Turner, Yates, 
Woodhouse, and Hamley, and the whole of the Royal Artillery, we are under the greatest 
obligation. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Herbert A.Q.M.G., rendered the Division, as he always does, highly 
distinguished and energetic services. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Wilbraham, A.A.G., while serving most actively, I regret to say, had a 
very severe fall from his horse. I beg leave also to recommend to your Lordship's favourable 
consideration the excellent services of Captains Glasbrook and Thompson of the Quartermaster- 
General's Department; the Brigade-Majors, Captains Armstrong and Thackwell; and my personal 
Btafll^ Captains Allix, Gubbins, and the Honourable W. Boyle.

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MEMORAin>UH on an Assault of the Town of Sebastopol, by Sir J. F. Burgoyne. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 1st November 1854. 

The French consider that they will vefj shortly have made every possible impression on the 
front of attack, and be lodged so advantageously in advance as to be ready for a general assault on 
the town, and the British are required to co-operate by moving round the top of the Man-of-war 
Creek, and assailing the flank and rear of the enemy's position, in immediate connexion with the 
French attack in front. 

The preparations and proceedings for this operation will require to be as foUows >— 

1. As much observation and research as possible by officers of Engineers of Left attack, and 
study given to the best lines to take, and the best course of proceeding, for penetrating into the 
enemy's lines ; that is, where there will be the smallest obstacles or impediments to the advance, 
and where the exposure will be the least to the enemy's fire, particularly of such as may appear 
to be closely flanking. It will be understood, that wherever the enemy's attention will be deeply 
engaged by a simultaneous close attack on the same position, and threatening on those right 
and left of it, the efiect of his opposition cannot be so active and powerful as would appear when 
considered as an insulated operation, since much of his Are mu«rt be directed to other parts. 

2. In the above required observations, attention should be paid to the manner in which the 
artillery, in all our batteries, may be made to reduce the impediments to this assault, by directing 
their fire on the enemy's defences : 

I St. On any guns that seem intended to flank it, or command the approaches ; 
2d. On any loopholed walls that appear, where they stand, to bar an entry ; and 
dd. By battering the guns that bear generally on the approaches to the works. 
Embrasures, if necessary, should be altered to suit this object, and the attention of officers of 
the Royal Artillery and Royal Navy turned to this subject at once. 

3. The advance to be made in close skirmishing order, followed- by lines or columns in support* 
When within 200 or 300 yards, a well-directed musketry fire from the advanced parties ought to 
have great power over that of heavy guns on ship-carriages in battery. 

4. Reserves and supports must be cautious in not following up the enemy too hastily, but,, 
whether advancing or holding their ground, cease their fire and preserve perfect order, to oppose 
any rally on the part of the enemy's reserves. 

5. An officer of Engineers with a detachment of Sappers, increased by a party from the Line^ 
will accompany the storming party, with an assortment of scaling ladders and imjrfements for the 
removal of partial obstacles. These parties will have their accoutrements on, and carry their 
arms slung, which they are not to use until their ladders, or other implements, have been 
employed to their most full and useful extent ; and they will be given to understand, that they 
will be required to show their gallantry and steadiness, not in the use of their arms, but in the 
very important services that may perhaps be rendered by those implements. 

6. Small parties of artillery also are to accompany the storming-party, to spike at once every 
gun of which we may obtain possession, for which they will be provided with means. Other 
parties of artillery will be in reserve, and at hand with rockets, to be brought forward should 
occasion ofler for their employment. 

7. During the operation, our batteries will co-operate to the utmost in reducing the fire directed 

on OUT storming parties.

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Official Despatch of the Battle of Inkebmak. 

Lord Raglari8 Despatch to the Duke of Newcastle. 

My Lord Duke, Before Sebaetopol, Sth November 1854. 

I HAVE the honour to report to jour Grace, that the army under my command, powerfully 
aided by the corps of observation of the French army, under the command of that distiuguished 
officer, General Bosquet, effectually repulsed and defeated a most vigorous and determined attack 
of the enemy on our position overlooking the ruins of Inkerman, on the morning of the 5th 
instant. 

In my letter to your Grace of the 3d, I informed you that the enemy had considerably increased 
their force in the valley of the Tcheiiiaya. The following day this augmentation was still further 
apparent, and large masses of troops had evidently arrived from the northward, and on two 
several occasions persons of distinguished rank were observed to have joined the Russian camp. 

I have subsequently learnt that the Fourth Corps d'Arm^e, conveyed in carriages of the 
country^ and in the lightest possible order, had been brought from Moldavia, and were to be 
immediately followed by the Third Corps. 

It was, therefore, to be expected that an "extensive movement would not be long deferred. 

Accordingly, shortly before daylight on the 5th, strong columns of the enemy came upon the 
advanced j>icquets covering the right of the position. These picquets behaved with admii*able 
gallantry, defending the ground foot by foot against the overwhelming numbers of the enemy, 
until the Second Division, under Major-General Pennefather, with its field guns, which had 
immediately been got under arms, was placed in position. 

The Light Division, under Lieu tenant- General Sir George Brown, was also brought to the 
front without loss of time ; the 1st brigade, under Major-General Codrington, occupying the 
long slopes to the left towards Sebastopol, and protecting our right battery and guai^ding against 
attack on that side, and the 2d brigade, under Brigadier- General Buller, forming on the left 
of the Second Division, with the 88th regiment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Jeffi*eys, thi-own in 
advance. 

The brigade of Guards, under his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge and Major-General 
Bentinck, proceeded likewise to the front, and took up most important ground to the extreme 
right, on the alignment of the Second Division, but separated from it by a deep and precipitous 
ravine, and posting its guns with those of the Second Division. 

The Fourth Division, under Lieutenant-General Sir George Cathcart, having been brought 
from their encampment, advanced to the front and right of the attack ; the 1st brigade, under 
Brigadier-General Goldie, proceeded to the left of the Inkerman road ; the 2d brigade, under 
Brigadier-General Torrens, to the right of it, and on the ridge overhanging the valley of the 
Tchernaya. 

The Third Division, under Lieutenant-General Sir Richard England, occupied in part the 
ground vacated by the Fourth Division, and supported the Light Division by two regiments, 
under Brigadier- General Sir John Campbell, while Brigadier-General Eyre held the command 
of the troops in the trenches. 

The morning was extremely dark, with a drizzling rain, rendering it almost impossible to 
discover anything beyond the flash and smoke of artillery and heavy musketry fire. 

It, however, soon became evident that the enemy, under cover of a vast cloud of skirmishers, 
supported by dense columns of infantry, had advanced numerous batteries of large calibre to the 
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high ground to the left and front of the Second Division, while powerful columns of infantry ApTxsmt 
attacked with great vigour the brigade of Guards. ^^' ^^' 

Additional batteries of heavy artillery were also placed by the enemy on the slopes to our left, 
the guns in the field amounting in the whole to 90 pieces, independently, however, of the ship 
guns and those in the works of Sebastopol. 

Protected by a tremendous fire of shot, shell, and grape, the Russian columns advanced in great 
force, requiring every efibrt of gallantry on the part of our troops to resist them. 

At this time, two battalions of French infantry, which had on the first notice been sent by 
General Bosquet, joined our right, and very materially contributed to the successful resistance to 
the attack, cheering with our men, and charging the enemy down the hill with great loss. 

About the same time, a determined assault was made on our extreme left, and for a moment the 
enemy possessed themselves of four of our guns, three of which were retaken by the 88th, while 
the fourth was speedily recaptured by the 77th regiment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Egerton. 

In the opposite direction, the brigade of Guards, under his Royal Highness the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, was engaged in a severe conflict. 

The enemy, under the cover of thick brushwood, advanced in two heavy bodies, and assaulted 
with great determination a small redoubt which had been constructed for two guns, but was not 
armed. The combat was most arduous, and the brigade, after displaying the utmost steadiness 
and gallantry, was obliged to retire before very superior numbers, until supported by a wing of 
the 20th regiment of the Fourth Division, when they again advanced and retook the redoubt. 

This ground was afterwards occupied in gallant style by French troops, and the Guards 
speedily reformed in rear of the right fiank of the Second Division. 

In the meanwhile, Lieutenant-General the Honourable Sir George Cathcart, with a few com- 
panies of the 68th regiment, considering that he might make a strong impression by descending 
into the valley, and taking the enemy in flank, moved rapidly forward ; but finding the heights 
above him in full occupation of the Russians, he suddenly discovered that he was entangled with 
a superior force, and while attempting to withdraw his men he received a mortal wound, shortly 
previously to which Brigadier-General Torrens, when leading the 68th, was likewise severely 
• wounded. 

Subsequently to this, the battle continued with unabated vigour, and with no positive result^ 
the enemy bringing upon our line not only the fire of all their field batteries, but those in 
. front of the works of the place and the ship guns, till the afternoon, when the symptoms of 
giving way first became apparent, and shortly after, although the fire did not cease, the retreat 
became general, and heavy masses were observed retiring over the bridge of the Inkerman, and 
ascending the opposite heights, abandoning on the field of battle 5,000 or 6,000 dead and 
wounded, multitudes of the latter having already been carried off by them. I never before 
witnessed such a spectacle as the field presented, but upon this I will not dwell. 

Having submitted to your Grace this imperfect description of this most severe battle, I have 
still two duties to discharge, — ^the one most gratifying, the last most painful to my feelings. 

I have the greatest satisfaction in drawing your Grace's attention to the brilliant conduct of 
the allied troops. French and English vied with each other in displaying their gallantry and 
manifesting their zealous devotion to duty, notwithstanding they had to contend against an 
infinitely superior force, and were exposed for many hours to a most galling fire. 

It should be borne in mind that they have daily, for several weeks, undergone the most constant 
labour, and that many of them passed the previous night in the trenches. 

I will not attempt to enter into the detail of the movements of the French troops, lest I should 
not state them correctly ; but I am proud of the opportunity of bearing testimony to their valour 
and energetic services, and of paying a tribute of admiration to the distinguished conduct of their 
immediate commander, General Bosquet, while it is in the highest degree pleasing to me to 
place upon record my deep sense of the valuable assistance I received from the Commander-in- 
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Anwanx Chief, General Canrobert^ who waa himself on the ground and in constant oommnnicaiion with 
^^^^ me, and whose cordial co-operation, on all occasions, I cannot too highly extol. 

Yonr Grace will recollect that he was wounded at the Alma. He wBiS again wounded on the 
5th, but I should hope that he will not hMig feel the effects of it. 

I will, in a subsequent despatch, lay before your Grace the names of the oncers whose servieea 
hare been brought to my notice. I will not detain the mail for that purpose now, but I cannot 
delay to report the admirable behariour of Lieutenant-General Sir George &own, who wae 
unfortunately shot through the arm, but is doing well ; of Ltentenant-Greneral his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge, who particularly distinguished himself ; and o£ Major-Greneral Penne- 
father, in command of the Second Division, which received the first attack, and gallantly main* 
tained itself under the greatest difficulties throughout the protracted conflict ; of Major-General 
Bentinck, who is severely wounded ; Major-General Codrington, Brigadier-G«neral Adams, and 
Brigadier-General Torrens, who are severely wounded ; and Brigadier-Greneral Boiler, who is 
also wounded, but not so seriously. 

I must likewise express my obligations to Lieutenant-Greneral Sir Richard England, for the 
excellent disposition he made of his division, and the assistance he rendered to the left <^ the 
Light Division, where Brigadier- General Sir John Campbell was judiciously placed, and effectively 
supported Maj(»*-General Codrington ; and I have great pleasure in stating that Brigadier- 
General Eyre was employed in the important duty of guarding the trenches from amy assault 
from the town. 

Lieutenant-General Sir De Lacy Evans, who had been obliged by severe indisposition to go on 
board ship a few days previously, left his bed as soon as he received intelligence of the attack, 
and was promptly at his post ; and though he did not feel well enough to take the command of 
the division out of the hands of Major-General Pennefather, he did not fail to give him his best 
advice and assistance. 

It is deeply distressing to me to have to submit to your Grace the list of the killed, wounded, 
and missing on this memorable occasion ; it is, indeed, heavy, and very many valuable officers and 
men have been lost to Her Majesty's service. 

Among the killed your Grace will find the names of Lieutenant-General the Honourable Sir 
G. Cathcart, Brigadier-General Strangways, and Brigadier-Greneral Goldie. 

Of the services of the first it is almost unnecessary to speak. They are known throughout the 
British empire, and have within a short space of time been brought conspicuously before the 
country by his achievements at the Cape of Grood Hope, whence he had only just returned when 
he was ordered to this army. 

By his death Her Majesty has been deprived of a most devoted servant, an officer of the highest 
merit, while I personally have to deplore the loss of an attached and faithful friend. 

Brigadier-General Strangways was known to have distinguished himself in early life, and in 
mature age throughout a long service he maintained the sssne character. 

The mode in which he had conducted the command of the artillery, since it was placed in his 
hands by the departure, through illness, of Miyor-General Cator, is entitled to my entire appro- 
bation, and was equally agreeable to those who were confided to his care. 

Brigadier-General Groldie waa an officer of consideraiUe promise, and gave great satisfaction to 
all under whom he has served. 

It is difficvH to arrive at any positive ocmciusioa as to the actual numbers brought into the field 
by the enemy. The configuration of the ground did not admit of any great develc^nneDl of their 
fbree, the attack consisting of a system of repeated assaults in heavy masses of columns ; but, 
judging from the numbers tiiat vrore seen in the plains alter th^ bad withdrawn in retreat, I am 
led to suppose that they eoold not have been less than 60,000 men. Their lose was exeessive, 
and it is cakvlated that they left on the field near 5^000 dead, and that their easnaltiefl amount in 
Uie whole, in killed, woimded, and prisoaers^ to not less than 15,00CKr 
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Tour Grace will be surprtBed to learn that the number of British troops actaallj engaged little 
exceeded 8,000 men, whilst those of General Bosqoef s diyision only amoanted to 6,000, the ^o^, 
remaining available French troops on l^e spot haying been kept in reserre* """** 

I oaght to mention, that while the enemj was attaddng our right, thej assailed the left of tiie 
French trenches, and actnallj got into two of their batteries ; but they were quickly driren out 
in the most gallant manner, with considerable loss, and hotly pursued to the Tery walls of 
Sebastopol.

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Russian Officiax Despatch of the Battle of Inkerman, by Prince Menchikoff, dated 

6ih November. 
( Translated from the " Journal de St. Peter abourgh*^) 

Yesterday, at Sebastopol, from the dh-ection of bastion No. 1, there was a sortie in which 
the following troops took part : — Of the 10th Diyision of infantry, the regiments of Catherinenburg, 
Tomsk, and Kolyvan ; of the 11th Division of infantry, the regiments of Selinghinsk, Yakoutsk, 
and Okhotsk ; of the 16th Division of infantry, the regiments of Vladimir, Souzdal, and Ouglitch ; 
and of the 17th Division of infantry, the regiments of Boutirsk, Borodino, and Torontino. 

There was as much artillery as could be taken, considering the dif&culty of passing the gates 
and the wretched state of the roads. The command of the troops was entrusted to the general 
of infantry Dannenberg, conmiander of the Fourth Corps of infantry. 

Our first attack upon the heights was very successful. The English fortifications were carried, 
and eleven of their guns spiked. Unfortunately, in this first movement, the commanders of the 
troops of the Tenth Division, who attacked the intrenchments and the redoubts, were wounded. 
During this period, the French forces arrived to the assistance of the English. The siege 
artillery of the latter was placed in position on the field of battle, and it was not possible for our 
field artillery to contend against them with advantage. The superiority of the enemy's Ibng- 
ranged rifles occasioned heavy losses among the horses and men of the artillery and the officers 
of infantry. This circumstance did not admit of our completing, without a great sacrifice of 
life, the redoubts which we had commenced during the fight, upon the points which conunand 
the enemy's position, with the intention of connecting them with the works of the tovm of 
Sebastopol. 

The retreat was effected in good order, upon Sebastopol and by the bridge of Inkerman, and 
the dismounted guns were brought back from the field of battle to the place. 

The Grand Dukes Nicholas Nicholaievitch and Michael Nicholaievitch were in the midst of 
the terrible fire which prevailed, and set an example of coolness and courage in the fight. 

Simultaneously with this main attack, the Minsk regiment of infantry, with a light artillery 
battery, under the command of Major-General of artillery Timofeieff, made a sortie against the 
French batteries, and spiked fifteen of their guns. 

Our loss in dead is not exactly known, but the number of wounded amounts to 3,500 men and 
l(fe officers. Among the latter are Lieutenant-General Soimonoff, who received a ball through 
the body, and soon died from the wound ; Major-Generals Yillebois and Ochterlohne ; Colonels 
Alexandrofl^ commander of the infantry regiment of Catherinenburg, Poustovoitoff, of the infantry 
regiment of Tomsk, Bibikoff, commander of the chasseurs of Okhotsck, Baron Delwig, of thue 
infantry of Vladimir, and Yereurkine-Scheluta, commander of the chasseurs of Borodino. Major- 
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General Kinchinskj, chief of the artillerj, received a contttsion from the bursting of a shell ; 
Major«General Prince Menchikoff, belonging to the suit of Your Imperial Majestj, a contusion in 
the neck ; Colonel Albedinskj, aide-de-camp of Your Imperial Majesty, and Captain Grmg, of the 
cavalry, my aide-de-camp, contusions in the head. 

General Dannenberg had two horses killed under him, and all the persons by whom he was 
surrounded were wounded. 

The loss of the enemy cannot have been less considerable than ours, and the sortie of Genial 
Timofeieff cost the French dearly ; for, while he was pursuing them with formidable masses, they 
were exposed to a very heavy fire of grapeshot from bastion No. 6. 

While these movements were being executed, the troops imder the command of Prince 
Grortschakoff made a strong demonstration against Kadikoi, and thus kept in activity the enemy's 
detachment at Balaklava.

Camp before Sebastopol, 10th November 1854. 

I AM strongly inclined to believe that it is unnecessary, and, if so, impolitic in us to confine 
ourselves to such purely defensive measures, and of so extensive a character, as we are engaged in 
on the heights above Inkerman. 

The enemy, in great force and by the most strenuous efforts, failed, and with very great loss, in 
making an impression upon it on the 5th instant ; since which we have obtained more full 
possession of the ground, have established ourselves on it in a very strong and commanding 
position, and have commenced a variety of works which, even in their present state, would be of 
much service,, and must bear to the enemy the appearance of much additional strength to the 
ground. 

Another very great advantage in this position is that the enemy can bring no field battery 
against it to co-operate in any attack ; thus he would be deprived of one element of attack in 
which he is very strong, and on which he, no doubt, greatly relies. 

The enemy have retired their forces firom the neighbourhood, and only maintain there an 
ordinary smdl body of observation, and that at a respectable distance. 

We have a clear view all round over the country in front, so that any approach in force by 
day can be thoroughly seen many hours before any attack could be made, and even a night 
approach (which is improbable from so great a distance) can be well guarded against by the 
precautions that are in our power. There can be no doubt of the advantage of improving 
the ground as a defensive position, but I would recommend not to engage ourselves too exclu- 
sively in that object, or to entertain so much expectation of an attack again on that side, which, 
however important to the enemy, I do not think he will attempt, nor have any chance of success 
if he does. 

We have two fh>nts to attend to there as elsewhere, and must not confound the two ; the one 
towards the garrison, the other towards the exterior army. With regard to the first, an attach is 
a sortie, and dare not be attempted in any force, without very great risk of being cut ofiT, to such 
a distance as this ground or the Picquet House in front of the Light Division ; nor could the 
garrison have any object, as an isolated measure, in such an attack, as it is not to be presumed 
that it could alone make an impression upon our main bodies in camp. 
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To be prepared against the second, we have full possession of the position, may continue our 
defensire works on it, and arm them with a very few heavy guns on leading points of great ^^^^ 
command, while our field artillery will find positions for the guns behind other parts of the 
intrenchments, which will give them a degree of cover. Any more extensive armament by 
heavy guns is considered to be beyond our means. 

To be, however, in the position in which we have a right to be, our picquets should be pushed 
down to the houses and ground at the foot of the heights and to the Tchemaya, where it closes 
upon it, with intermediate supports up to our position. The enemy can have no pretensions to 
dispute that point with us, nor any power to do so, except by the fire from the isolated Lighthouse 
Battery and from their ships ; both these we ought now to make an efibrt to subdue ; and if not, 
cover might be obtained to protect the picquets from them. Such posts in front would give us 
greater security, and would very much impede, if not prevent, the communication by small parties 
or individuals, from Inkerman into the town ; in short, the investment of Sebastopol will then 
1)6 complete from the head of the harbour to the sea. 

I would then recommend, that without awaiting the perfection of our works on the defensive 
position, we should at once establish a Jbattery on the extremity of the narrow bold ridge that is 
on the left of the high road, and exactly in the prolongation of the causeway across the Tchemaya« 
This battery is destined to reduce, or, it is to be hoped, subdue the fire from the Inkerman Light- 
house Battery, and drive away the steamer. By commencing with a strong force, say six 
24-pounders (with a shot furnace) and two 68-pounder8 (95 cwt.), removed to it for the purpose, 
it may be hoped that the effects may be produced within no long period, after which the force 
might be reduced. 

If the fire from those two sources be silenced, our position will be much more tranquil, and it 
will then be seen whether we cannot make further advances along the side of the harbour.

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Letters of Instruction relating to the Purchase of Timber for hutting the Troops. 

Sir, Head Quarters, 7th November 1854. 

Thk Commander of the Forces requests that immediate steps be taken for obtaining large 
quantities of timber for building purposes, with regard to covering the army and military stores, 
dm*ing the ensuing winter in the field. 

The timber required, principally, will be beams, 4 inches square and upwards^ of any length.. 
Planks, from ^inch upwards, of any length ; they vary from 12 to 13 feet. Poles of all sizes 
and lengths^ side-ing, and lathing. 

I will now write to Captain Christie, B.N., to name at least one vessel to proceed immediately 
to Sinope and Samsoon, where it is natural to suppose large quantities of these materials may 
easily be obtained. 

A commissariat officer will require to go on this service to make the necessary payments. 

An officer of, or Bome one attached to the Engineer Department, will also proceed, in order to 
make selection of what will be required.

Reports on the Timber procured from the Coasts of the Black Sea, for hutting the Troops in 

the Crimea. 

No. 1. 

On board " Cottingham,** Screw Transport, 
Sir, Sinope Harbour, 14th November 1854. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you that I arrived at this place on the evening of the 
llth instant, and landed on the following day for the purpose of ascertaining what quantities of 
timber of the description named in the Quartermaster-General's letter of instruction, could be 
procured at this place. 

I was informed by Mr. Casolani, Her Majesty's Consular Agent at this port, that large supplies 
of planking and scantling were prepared in the neighbourhood and along the coast, from the fir 
timber brought down from the mountain forests, but that the town of Sinope itself seldom 
contained any considerable quantity, the Government dockyard and private individuals and 
merchants, getting their supplies from the country as they were required, and not keeping a 
large stock on hand. 

I visited the governor of the place, with the Consul, to make inquiries as to the possibility of 
preparing large supplies of planking, &c., and, from what I could learn, I do not think that the 
resources of the country would admit of any very considerable quantities being prepared under 
two months. The means of transport at this season are very bad, and cannot much be depended 
upon, as the power of communication by sea along the coast ceases from the commencement of 
this month, the vessels being small and rickety, whilst for large vessels there is no safe anchorage 
at the various small villages where the timber is collected, and even if such did exists there are 
no means for shipping it during severe weather. Supposing, then, that timber could not be 
embarked at these places, it would be necessary to convey all supplies to Sinope by land, a 
tedious and difficult operation where the roads are very bad and the only means of conveyance 
used being the backs of ponies. Still, I do not doubt but that this difficulty could be overcome 
with a little trouble and by making systematic arrangements, and the supply could be brought to 
this place for shipment as fast as it could be prepared in the villages. 
The following description of timber can be procured ; viz. : 
Beams or posts of oak or fir from 4 to 6 ins. square, from 20 to 25 ft. long. 
Timber fit for rafters or beams 4x2 ins., 12, 14, and 18 ft. long, 
l^in. planks, 9 ins. wide, 12 ft. long ; also 

Thin boarding ^-in. or |-in. thick, 6 ins. wide, which would I think answer for roofing. 
These can fdl be prepai*ed out of the lai*ge forest timber, and are similar to that now sapplied 
to the Constantinople market. No large depdts are kept, but a few thousands of each of Hie 
above description can be procured by visiting the various villages along the coast in the neighbour* 
hood of this place, which is the principal timber port of the country. 

Eneboli, 64 miles to the west contains planks; the villages in the bay contain planks and 
scantling. Poles in their rough state cannot be procured here, unless by specially ordering them. 
I am informed that there are 260 rough poles at Yaikeel, on the east side of the bay, which belong 
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to the Turkish Government ; these have been placed at my disposal, and I hope to ship them, if Afpbkdix 
the weather permits of my visiting these small villages, where alone the ship can complete her - ' ^^ * 
cargo. I have secured all the suitable timber I could find in the town, and had boats employed 
yesterday in putting it on board. The weather is to-day too severe to allow of communication 
with the shore, which I menti<Hi, as showing that even this port, though considered the safest 
along the coast, cannot be made use of at all times, except as a roadstead. 

From what I learn here, I do not expect to find much timber at Samsoon, probably not so much 
as at this place. I hope, however, to visit it, in order, should any supply be procurable at that 
pwt, to ascertain what arrangements could be made fit for its shipment.

Sib, Balaklava, 21st November 1854. 

I HAVE the honour to enclose herewith a list of the timber which I have been able to 
procure at Sinope, &c., during my recent visit, and which now lies on board the >' Cottingham," in 
this harbour. 

My conununication from Sinope of the 14th will have informed you of my proceedings up to 
that date, since when I have succeeded in procuring more timber at Sinope, and have also visited 
two smaU places westward along the coast, where I was informed a large supply of planks could 
be procured, and wher^ the ship has been enabled to partly complete her cai'go. 

On the forenoon of the 17th, I landed at a small village called Abanah, about 50 miles west of 
Sinope, and found that boards to the amount of 6,000 were stored upon the beach for sale. That 
afternoon and the following day were passed in embarking them, and the following morning 
(19th) we arrived at Eneboli, where I was able to procure 6,500 planks, all embarked on the 
same day. 

I trust that all these planks will be found fit for roofing and side-ing purposes, but I have 
brought from Eneboli a sample of plank much used for roofing, and which I think would answer 
the purpose very well for temporary military buildings. 

It is only 5 feet long and very thin, but is Light and cheap, 40 piastres the 100, but not being of 
the description mentioned in General Airey's letter, I did not thi^k it advisable to purchase any 
large quantity ; 10,000 might be procured at Eneboli at any moment. 

The roughness of the weather, which made it dangerous to lie off the coast, and difficult 
or impossible to embark anything, prevented me from visiting two or three villages on the 
opposite side of the bay of Sinope, where I was informed some posts and scantling could be pro- 
cured. It is there alone that timber of this nature can be got, as the other villages which I 
visited only contain planking. At Sinope I was able to procure but little timber of the nature 
mentioned in the Quartermaster-Greneral's letter to Commissary-Greneral Tilder, but I trust that 
the scantling 4x2 ins. will be found useful for rafters, intermediate posts, and braces. 

From what I learnt at Sinope and Eneboli, I am inclined to believe that, by ordering timber a 
week beforehand, a considerably larger quantity could be procured than I met with at the villages 
along the coast between Sinope and Eneboli. 

Still I do not think that any very large quantities can be expected at this season of the year, 
and I do not imagine that more than another ship load could be procured under a fortnight or 
three weeks. 

The greatest difficulty to contend with is that of embarkation, as the coast is so open and the 
anchorage so indifforent^ that a ship dare not lie off even during a moderate breeze, and boats will

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ArpEVDix not Tenture out in a swell. At Sinope alone a vessel can lie in bad weather, and tbere the mode 
•Ko. 99. Qf conveyance for timber along the coast is tedioas, being chiefly on the backs of horses, and the 
"""^ embarkation (as was the case when I was there) slow and uncertain in rough weather. From 

Mr. Casolani, Her Majesty's Naval Agent at Sinope, I learnt that no supply of timber was to be 
got at Samsoon ; that the place was, in fact, itself supplied from Sinope. I met, however, the 
assistant to the Consul at Samsoon, at Eneboli, who told me that timber could be procured there, 
but not in large quantities, but that previous notice should be given, as none is kept on hand. 

Thinking it important to return with this first load of timber and what information I had 
procured, toBalaklava, I judged it better not to go to Samsoon, where I should most probably find 
nothing, but to confine myself to visiting Abanah and Eneboli, where I was certain of finding a 
tolerable supply of planking. 

Mr. Casolani, at Sinope, was of great use in procuring timber for me there, as, owing to the 
recent destruction of the town, the merchants had no great wish to dispose of what they had. 
The commanding officer in the place, Colonel Alib Bey, gave me much assistance with fatigue 
parties in bringing the timber to the shore and ordering the lighters with greater speed than the 

merchants could have done.

provided the amount of work required is done, and the officer of Engineers in charge shall 
report that the men have properly exerted themselves. 

Although it has not been usual to issue this gratuity at sieges, the Commander of the Forces 
is induced to avail himself of the authority which would appear to be given in Article 57, under 
the head of '^ Duties in Camp," page 275, of Her Majesty's Regulations, to view the present as 
an exceptional case, in consideratbn of the length of the siege operations before Sebastopol, the 
constant labour the men have been called upon to perform, the inclemency of the weather, and 
the cheerfulness and good- will they have manifested in discharge of their duty. 

The gratuity may either be paid when the men come off duty, or placed to their credit, as they 
may prefer.

Memorandum on the Duties of Coyerixo Parties at a Siege. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 19th November 1854. 

The Generals commanding the Light, First, and Second Divisions, considering it very neces- 
sary to provide more effectually for the security of their camps against attacks from the gaiTisou, 
the safety of our great batteries, particularly of the Right attack, which must be passed to reach 
those camps, becomes a source of much anxiety ; for if the camps are in danger, it would appear 
almost impossible to protect the batteries, which are so much nearer the enemy, from the serious 
disaster of allowing them to be even for a very short period in his possession, the batteries and 
trenches being only 1,200 to 1,400 yards from the enemy's lines, while the camps are 
nearly 4,000. 

The batteries are divided into a Right and Left attack, each of them having a covering party or 
guard of 1,000 men, with no support to look to, short of the camps ; they are sepai*ated by a 
rocky, very deep ravine, which would preclude much mutual support between them. It would 
appear, therefore, that they are very ill protected against sorties of 3,000 or 4,000 men, such as, 
it is said, have been made upon the French works. 

The natural remedy for this danger is increased forces applied for opposing the attempts of 
the enemy, more defensive works, and additional guards ; but as, unfortunately, these cannot be 
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Appskdjx provided, and as we cannot recede, the question is, how to make the best of our position with the 
No. 81. means available. 

"""" 1. It cannot be too strongly or too frequently pressed upon the officers in command of the 

covering parties, the absolute necessity for making the best arrangements, and being well on the 
alert, and ready for an attack at any minute, as it would come on very rapidly and heavily, with 
little or no warning. As no attempt has yet been made in force upon our trenches, the covering 
parties will have become naturally perhaps careless, and might very possibly, on the first 
occasion, be taken by surprise, whereas it is essential that every sortie should be attacked with 
great vigour on its very first approach, and that can only be done by a covering party that is 
always collected and in order, and in a manner expecting an attack. 

2. The command of the covering party, and consequently, the charge of the batteries -and 
trenches, is with the senior officer (who is always a field officer), who has but an imperfect 
knowledge of the localities and of the nature of his charge. It would be of great advantage, if 
practicable, to obtain the volunteer services of a small number of zealous and intelligent field 
officers to take this exclusive duty in turns ; such would become thoroughly acquaint^ with the 
localities, and with the best dispositions to be made for every emergency, 

3. That preparations be made for giving the most ready and rapid support from the camps, in 
case of serious sorties on the batteries, both direct, and along the lateral ridges and ravines, 
according to aiTangements previously considered by the generals commanding divisions. 

4. All working parties, it is believed, now take their arms and accoutrements, piling the former 
at some short distance in the rear. In case of alarm, they will take up their arms and join the 
covering party. 

5. The artillery and seamen in the batteries will prepare and serve the guns with grape, &e., 
according to circumstances. 

6. If the strength of the British troops would admit of it, several works could be added to the 
advanced parallels, that would not only be protective against sorties, but tend to the ultimate 
advances against the place, while cover might be applied in rear, between the batteries and the 
camps, for temporary use of field pieces and support in general in case of sorties. 

No mention has been made of the 3-Gun Battery, which is on the ravine between the French 
and British attacks ; it has a covering party of 150 men only, which is very insufficient, but as 
it is on a tongue of land on the French side, and very near their approaches, it would of course 
obtain much support from them. 

Although the position of the British batteries, in which are mounted about 60 pieces of heavy 
ordnance, may be considered, as above described, to be subject to considerable risk, we must be 
aware, at the same time, that the enemy would be under several difficulties and disadvantages in 
making the attack, and these, it is presumed, have operated in preventing him from making the 
attempt up to this time. 

1. Had we competent guards in the trenches, with adequate supports, upon which it is to be 
expected the enemy will calculate, the features of the ground would render our position exceed- 
ingly strong, and subject him to very great loss in the attack. 

2. The approaches to our batteries are not very easy to the enemy, the distance from his works 
is great, and, consequently, his retreat would be embarrassing and difficult, notwithstanding the 
covering fire from his own batteries. 

3. As he has no regularly enclosed works in our front, presenting any serious obstacles, nor 
any covering outworks, there might be great danger, if he made a great sortie, that we might 
follow him into his lines, and thus obtain comparatively easy possession of them. I am inclined 
to believe that we should be prepared, and in readiness to adopt that course, if the opportunity 
offered.

Memobanduk on the Duties of Riflemen. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 19th November 1854. 

It is of great advantage to an army in the field, to push its advanced posts as far forward as 
can be, with safety, in order to cover as much of the country and its resources as possible, to 
have longer and more precise warning ef any movement of the enemy, and to impede his recon- 
noissances and proceedings generally. 

It is of still more importance, to restrict the enemy to the narrowest limits. 

Under ordinary circumstances, a reasonable line of demarcation that each force ought to insist 
upon, may be considered midway between the two, but several circumstances may give a superior 
power to one side : — 

1. Thp opposing armies may be very unequal in force, or one may have gained a marked 

ascendancy over the other, in which case the superior will be able to press the inferior to 
smaller limits. 

2. One may hold some peculiarly strong defensible detached posts or batteries in a salient 

position, that may give him a command over the neighbouring ground, in which case the 
line of demarcation will' be midway between those posts and the position of the other 
anny, 

3. There may be a river not fordable, or other essential obstacle between the two, which Avill 

naturally form the line of demarcation, although nearer to one than to the other. 

Subject to those sort of contingencies, it is very essential that no encroachment should be 
allowed. The greatest efforts, in particular, should be made to prevent an enemy from holding 
posts, or even keeping temporary possession of the foot of the heights on which parts of an army 
are posted ; distant fire of artillery is not sufficient to justify submitting to this disadvantage, and 
if the enemy's circumstances ai*e such as really to enable him to enforce it, the army which is 
subject to it must be in a very insecure position. 

There is a great deal of brag in the matter of keeping possession of a greater extent of gi'ound 
than a party is entitled to. Old campaigners know the value of it, and will take all the liberties 
that they are allowed, retiring, however, as soon as they are opposed, and this appears to be a 
leading feature in Cossack warfare. The great point is, to decide upon what is your right, and 
what you can enforce, and then to persevere in obtaining it. 

An enemy's batteries, particularly if distant, ought not to prevent your driving away his posts 
that are advanced unreasonably near to your position. The operation will be quick, and those 
engaged in it, will obtain the best cover they can in front, or, if from very peculiar circumstances 
there be no cover, you should return, and renew the attack as often as necessary ; for it will 
be a very unusual case where the ultimate advantage in these contests will not be on your side.

Memorandum on the present Circumstances of the British Portion of the Attacks 

on Sebastopol. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 20th November 1854. 

A RANGE of bold and almost precipitous heights, of fVom 400 to 600 feet elevation above the sea, 
extends round the south side of Sebastopol, from the head of the great harbour at Inkerman to 
the sea near the monastery of St. George. The circuit round the top of the ridge may be about 
five or six miles long, at a distance of three or four miles from the town. 

From this abrupt ridge or crest, which, for the most part, overlooks to the south the extensive 
low flat valley of the river Tchernaya, the fall to the north, that is to the town and ^ harbour, is 
gradual, but with varying features, which may be divided into two nearly equal portions, separated 
by the valley that runs down immediately upon the main branch from the harbour, called the 
Man-of-War Creek. That portion to the left (looking towards the place.) or westward, having 
a greater distance to descend, reaches a moderate height above the sea at some 2,000 yards from 
the place, from which distance is undulating ground, broken by valleys in different directions ; 
while that on the right, or to the eastward, after some undulations near the summit, falls thence 
rapidly, and almost continuously, down four leading spurs or ridges, towards the dockyard, 
bounded on one side by the Man-of-War Creek valley above mentioned, and on the other by the 
great harbour, with three intervening deep and very precipitous ravines. The ground to the left 
of the Man-of-War Creek valley was allotted to the French attacks, that to the right, to the 
British, of which the latter alone is here under consideration. 

The enemy's position in front of the British camp has its right flank upon a pi'ecipitous rocky 
height which hangs over the Man-of-War Creek, and its left also on high land on the great 
harbour in rear of the Careening Bay. 

Of the four ridges descending from the British camp, two of them are connected with the 
enemy's lines and stronghold, and are those on which the closer approaches or assaults must be 
carried, while the other two, one on either flank, terminate on the Creek and Bay. 

The enemy's line may be about 2,500 or 3,000 yards in total extent, supported on their right 
by some commanding batteries in front of, and bordering the town, and, till circumstances shall 
admit of their being driven away, by line-of-battle ships bearing on the two flanks and the 
approaches to them. The works are of earth, and apparently of no great profile, and no masonry 
except one large tower, which has been extensively damaged by our batteries; they are, however, 
thickly studded with heavy ai'tillery (not less than 150 pieces being mounted on them), and with" 
such reserves and resources, that, in addition to having such portions of them as can be usefbl served 
with constancy and skill day by day, the damage done to guns, parapets, and gunners during each 
day has been fully re-established during each night, and the succeeding morning iSnds everything 
in the same state of efficiency as that which preceded it. This is to be attributed, in addition to 
a considerable garrison, to the great resources from a large fleet of men-of-war and a first-rate 
arsenal, to which must in justice be added an extraordinary amount of spirit and energy on the 
part of those engaged in the proceedings. 

The ground on which the enemy's lines are placed is in many respects veiy favourable for 
defence. The two flanks are strongly posted ; the Redan, and the tower with the earth- works round 
it, occupy each central commanding points on the two ridges which have a gradual fall to their 
front for 500 or 600 yards, and thence a gradual rise to a great distance ; the ground is rock j, 
on which only a few inches of soil is found in interstices ; the general line may be considered, 
virtually, a straight one, and, consequently, very difficult to approach by trenches ; the ravines*^ 
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although winding, have a general course down on to the batteries, so as to be enfiladed throughout, Appbndix 
and from many parts seen and commanded by the enemy's guns. ^^* ^* 

On arriving before Sebastopol after the battle of the Alma and the taking possession of ' 

Balaklava, the place appeared to be in such a state, and the garrison so busily and with so much 
apparent confidence engaged in improving it, that, with a fine battering train on board a ship close 
at hand, no one for a moment contemplated the attempt of so rash an act as to storm it at once: a great 
part of the enclosure was surrounded by flanked loopholed walls ; many earthen batteries were 
already established and armed ; men-of-war were moored with their broadsides bearing on such 
of the lines of approach to the works (and they were several) as might be taken by the storming 
parties, while the ground in front was perfectly unknown to the allies, and no existing plans 
exhibited it in any degree ; the knowledge we have since obtained shows it to have been very 
intricate, and that we should have been led into many errors in the approach had we then 
attacked it. 

After considerable time and labour in getting up the guns, batteries for about 60 pieces were 
at length established against the most influential of the enemy's batteries, — ^which were chiefly the 
Hound Tower and the Redan, with the Barrack Batteries connected with it, — and opened with 
considerable efiect, but, as before stated, the enemy's means allowed him to maintain his defences 
day after day in great force, and the advances on our side were rendered very imperfect 
by the force being too small to admit of our extending across the last ridge above the harbour, 
which was consequently in the power of the enemy, who had a considerable army on that side, 
with a direct communication into that place, and in consequence no approaches could be carried 
on towards the Tower, as they would be taken in flank and reverse from that ground ; the complete 
discomfiture he met with on that side on the 6th November, has, however, established our 
superiority on that position, and will enable us to advance 'on it when convenient, to the double 
advantage of protecting our right flank and approaching the tower, and obliging the shipping to 
remove lower down the harbour. 

The French attacks were carried to within 100 yards of the salient and commanding work that 
forms part of the lines of the place, called the Flagstaff* Bastion, on which a great impression had been 
made by the French and British batteries ; but the allied forces had become much reduced, and 
many guns were rendered unserviceable, and the ammunition was becoming exhausted, while it still 
appeared that it would be attended with too great a risk to attempt an assault, it was therefore 
considered preferable, to wait for reinforcements in troops and a renewed supply of artillery. 

Although the enemy, during this long period in which he has been left in comparative repose, 
has re-established his batteries and added new ones, but for the advanced state of the season which 
greatly affects our proceedings, the result of the action of the 5th November has in a much greater 
degree benefited our position, by enabling us to proceed actively over the whole of our front, as 
soon as means can be obtained for it. Those means, it is considered, should be made up to not 
less than 30,000 infantry, and 100 pieces of heavy ordnance, including large mortars, with from 
500 to 750 rounds of ammunition per piece, 16 more ofiicers of Engineers, two more companies of 
Sappers, and an additional supply of intrenching tools and engineer stores, exclusive of what is 
required for the protection of Balaklava. 

This demand can hardly be considered to be unreasonable, when consideration is given to the 
strength, power, and resources of the garrison, the extent, disjointed, and unfavourable nature of 
the ground over which our attacks have to be conducted, and the guard that is required to our 
rear for our communications. 

The time of year is, however, so very unfavourable for active operations, and so continuous the 
work and exposure to which the men and horses are now subjected, that it will be absolutely necessary 
to make some energetic efforts to improve our condition before these means can be collected by 
the British, and by the best combination that can be made of the joint forces of the two allies, 
each bringing into play as much as possible. 

1. 8 
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In the succeeding proceedings, two points are stronglj recommended for attention : — 

1. To press forward as early and energetically as possible along the right, till absolntelj to 
overlook and command the Careening Bay, and in some degree the Tower and works about it, 
to which also advances should be made, by which, it may be hoped, that the valley that com« 
municates with that bay, then in our possession, will be found to give cover to our troops to 
within no great distance from the enemy's lines. 

2. The operations having become in a degree suspended, not to recommence by driblets, which 
affords means of counteracting their effects, but to collect and repair as great a power as possible^ 
and re-open with the most impressive and effective accumulation of means at once, with a view 
of producing striking and rapid results.

Memorandum recommending the Attack of the Towbr Front, and the more complete 

Occupation of the Inkerman Ridge. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 23rd November 1854. 

Under the present circumstances of the attacks on Sebastopol, the renewed efforts, as 
regards the British side, should now be made rather against the Tower front than on the Redan, 
and for this the possession of the ridge along the hai*bour affords available facilities which did 
not exist before the Battle of Inkerman, on the 5th November. 

The object will now be to prepare batteries (in addition to those at present existing) on the 
right of, and in front of the Tower front, to reduce the works and the fire on that side in the 
greatest degree, to obtain full possession of the ravine leading down to the Careening Bay, to 
obtain, in addition, as much artificial cover as possible in front of the Tower^ and then storm it 
simultaneously with an assault on the Redan, the French at the same time assaulting the town. 

The measures for this purpose will be greatly dependent on the guns, the ammunition, and sea- 
men, that can be furnished from the fleet, and the promptitude with which they can be landed and 
subsequently brought up from Balaklava ; and as the means of transport are very small for the 
purpose, under the circumstances of the state of roods and of the horses, it is most essential that 
a commencement should, if })ossible, be made at once, the pieces that ai*e considered most appli- 
cable to this service being the heavy 32-pounder gun. 

The first o])eration will be to arm and bring into action a battery (which has been constructed 
by the French for ten guns) against the Inkerman Lighthouse Battery and any armed ships that 
may venture at the upper end of the great harbour ; that, being a proceeding unconnected with any 
other, may be undertaken at once, and if to the effect, as may be hoped, of silencing that battery, 
and driving away any shipping, it will greatly facilitate the further advances along the ground on 
the extreme right. At the same time, that is, from the present moment, we should drive the 
enemy away from all the upper part of the Careening Bay ravine down as far as it is practicable, 
and establish parallels right and left considerably in advance of the old 5-Gun Battery, 
preparatory to establishing new ones on those advanced sites ; it may be hoped that the ravine 
will afford a great deal of cover towards the Tower front. If the enemy's men-of-war should be 
moored in situations to bear inconveniently on this progressive forward movement, other batteries 
(perhaps one will suffice) must be established in advance on the extreme right, to act against 
them ; and if the Lighthouse Battery shall have been silenced, the guns that did that work, or a 
part of them, may be taken forward. 
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We have no giiiiB upon the hill now unemployed, and, fi*om the state of the roads and means of 
tnuDsporty the additions can only be brought up siowlj, so that every piece will be of great value 
to the attack, and if applied in the iirst instance to the defensive redoubts and works of position^ 
it will greatly cripple and retard the main operation, and add to the difficulties of the assault. 

The operations thus proposed will require large working parties and considerably increased 
covering parties, for this will cause, ia fact, an extension of our attacks equal to at least one-half 
more than hitherto.

Memorandum suggesting that the French should relieve the English of the Charge of the 
Left Attack, to admit of the Prosecution of the Attack against the Malakoff Tower. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 25th November 1854. 

With a view to the prosecution of a renewed attack on Sebastopol, the General commanding 
the French Army has intimated that he would be ready shortly to open 140 pieces of ordnance 
upon the place in prosecution of his former attack, and the British Greneral will be most demrous 
to co-operate to the utmost extent that the means at his disposition will allow. 

The British have two fronts of the enemy to oppose, one of the Bedan and Barrack Batteriei^ 
the other of the Tower and adjoining lines ; and it is most desirable that both should be attacked, 
and in particular the Tower side, which has not hitherto been posaible, until the defeat of the 
enemy on the 5th November put the allies in possession of the ridge of land that lies over the 
harbour and takes any approach to the Tower in flank. To produce a proper effect upon this 
Tower and additional front, the Admiral commanding the fleet haa undertaken to provide 40 more 
heavy guns, and 10 mortars (13-inch) are expected from Malta, all in additi(m to the 46 guns 
and 9 mortars (lO^inch) still remaining on the old batteries ; this would aflEbrd a very efficient 
force in artillery. 

The project for this attaek, after the preliminary measure of counter battering the Inkerman 
Lighthouse Battery and driving away any shipping, would then be : 

1. To obtain full possession of the ridge of heights on the extreme right, down to the Careening 
Bay, as well as of the entire extent of the ravine on its left. 

2. To establish batteries on the most favourable sites on that height, and in front of the Tower, 
with advanced trenches on the latter. 

3. That the effect of the fire from the whole of the batteries then established, would, it may be 
assumed, open the works and reduce their fire, so as to enable a general assault to be given on 
those two fronts, simultaneously with one by the French on the town. 

But it must be understood, that the transport of this additional artillery from Balaklava 
will now be greatly impeded by the dreadful state of the country ; and also, that the 
reduced state of the British forces will not admit of their undertaking this great extension of 
siege operations. With regard to the first, every eflbrt will be made by the artillery to bdng up 
these pieces ; and even when one^half of them are placed in battery, the operation, under the 
emergency, may perhaps be proceeded with ; and for the second, if the French Cammander-ia-' 
Chief would relieve the British from the charge of their present Left attack (exclusive of 
batteries), it would render one small division, the Third, available ftnr this exteiksion ; the proposition 
being, that while the British should continue to undertake the mainteaanoe, the arming, and the 

s 2 
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servico generally of the batteries, the French should take charge of the remaining trenches, 
parallels, and communications on that side, and provide the necessary guard for the whole, which 
has been with the British 1,000 men.

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Second Memorandum by Sin John Burooyne, on the Expediency of attacking the Tower 

Front. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 11th December 1854« 

The proposition made by the French Engineers for the succeeding operations before Sebas* 
topol, and that has been acceded to^ as a case of emergency, and under some reservation, b : — to 
re-open the batteries against the outer work^ of the place, with a greatly increased power of 
artillery, and, after about 48 hours cannonading, to storm the town from the front of Bastion da 
Mat, on one side of the Man-of-War Creek, and the Redan and Barrack Batteries, on the other 
side, so as mutually to support one another, the former attack being undertaken by the French, 
and the latter by the British with the assistance of a French column. The French have already 
prepared their batteries (as reported by them) in greatly augmented force, while the extreme 
difficulties in the transport for the British greatly retard our obtaining the necessary increase, 
but which decidedly ought to be fully accomplished to afford the assault on the side of the 
Bedan a chance of that success, which, independent of other considerations, the French acknow- 
ledge to be absolutely necessary for the effect of their own. 

General Canrobert fears, that if the enemy direct a heavy cannonade on his batteries, in their 
present state, he will be forced to open them in return, to save them from destruction, and then 
the attack must be continued, and his wish is, that ours might follow the movement, in whatever 
state they may be at the time, in which consideration he is desirous that our increased means 
should, as they come up, be all added to our batteries on the left^ so as to accumulate as much 
power as possible for such contingency. At best, the assault on the British side will be most 
arduous, but if hurried on after an imperfect preparation, as contemplated, would be most 
rash, and it is to be feared with less than doubtful chance of success. I should hope, 
therefore, that some measure may be found practicable to avoid the necessity of adopting 
such a course. 

Contemplating, then, that time will be given for the best preparation which the means of 
Balaklava will afford, I would strongly recommend, that some energetic measures be forwarded 
without delay along the Inkerman height and towards the Careening Bay, with a view to a 
determined threatening of the Tower front, and so prevent all the resources from that front 
being added, as they now naturally would be, to oppose the attacks on the Redan and 
Barracks. 

The principal difficulty in the way of advance along the Inkerman ridge, is the flanking fire 
that may be brought on it from armed ships in the harbour, and from the batteries which the enemy 
have, and may construct, along the north side of the port, commencing with those now established 
at the Lighthouse. I conceive that the general operation will be greatly facilitated, by appro* 
priating, very early, some of our new artillery means to the object of forwarding this advance, and 
opposing in some degree this adverse fire of the enemy. I would therefore recommend that 
seven of the first guns of heavy calibre that can be brought up, with four British mortars, be 
applied to the battery already constructed by the French opposite the Lighthouse, that is, five 
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gnns direct against the Lighthouse, and two on the left flank against the shipping and the four 
mortars in the neighbourhood of that battery. 

I consider that the two guns, with shells and red-hot shot, would quicklj clear the upper end 
of the harbour of any ships^ and that the five guns and the mortars would contend with great 
advantage against the Lighthouse batteries ; it is probable that the Russian artillery would 
persevere in holding them, and perhaps add more batteries there, but it would be attended with 
considerable loss to them, and be to little real benefit. 

From the very present time, and without waiting for the opening of those batteries, I would 
recommend at once carrying on a parallel with approaches, to the next brow on the Inkerman 
height, at about 600 yards in front of our present most advanced trench, avoiding exposure to 
view, from batteries on the north ; from that brow it is probable that another battery for a very 
few pieces might be established, to force the shipping still fm*ther down the harbour, and at the 
same time be covered by good epaulements from batteries on the north shore, or if not fr'om that 
brow, frx)m some other ground still more advanced, to which the trenches would be successively 
carried. 

It is to be observed, that all these advanced lodgments would be very strongly situated, with 
the harbour on the right, the Careening Bay in front (round which any sortie must pass to get to 
the right, a most hazardous operation), and the extremely precipitous and impracticable bank 
of the ravine on the right. This would not cmly present very strong defensive features for the 
ground itself, but very greatly aid in repelling any approach whatever on the Second, First, and 
Light Divisions; and, considering that favourable circumstance, and the numerous duties with which 
our own weak force is charged, I would recommend discontinuing further improvements to our 
existing redoubts and works on that side, which are in a very tolerable state, applying a 
continuation of those means to this new proceeding. 

The advMitages I contemplate by this movement would be a strengthening of our position in 
front of the place ; an increase of difficulties to any combined movements of the garrison with 
forces at Inkerman or from the valley of Tchernaya ; a serious threatening over an extended line 
of the enemy, which must tend to make him increase his defensive posts and proceedings, and 
which will be of still further value, should we be able by these means to make advances towards 
the little height in front of the Tower; and, lastly, to obtain such a command over the great har- 
bour, as, I should hope, would enable us to drive the shipping within veiy narrow limits, if we 
could not do them more serious injury ; and thus far without deducting, except in a very small 
d^^ree, from the additional means of artillery that would be otherwise applied to our present 
attacks, the additions and improvements to which would still be proceeded with.

Second Memorakdum, submitting that the Frbkch be requested to take the Charge of the 

Left Attack, or assist in the Operations on the extreme Right* 

Camp before Sebastopol, 20th December 1854. 
The operations on the Bight, now undertaken by the Bntish, are quite paralyzed for want of an 
adequate force to fulfil the necessary duties, in consequence of which no advances can be made 
on the extreme right, where they might be of great value, and even the batteries and trench 
works already established can scarcely be maintained, much less improved, which they greatly 
require* 
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It is understood that General Canrobert is willing to reinforce the Right, so as to enable the 
British to take more active measures in the general proceedings. 
I would submit, that this may be done hj one of two arrangements : 

1. By taking charge of our Left attacks, relicTing our Third Diyision, which would thai be 
available to remove to the Right ; or, 

2. By placing an additional division on the Right, near our Second Division, to take part in all 
the operations on that side. 

The effect of either proceeding would be as follows : 

1. I conclude that the armament and gunners for the batteries must remain to be provided for 
by the British ; and, in order to prevent confusion and misunderstanding, I would propose, that the 
maintenance of these batteries, their parapets, platforms, mi^asines, and the connecting trenches 
between them, remain also in charge of the British, but that all the rest of the trenches, parallelfl^ 
and approaches, and the guard for the whole, including that for the protection of the batteries 
from insult, be consigned to the French, who would maintain, improve, add to, cmt reduce those 
works at their own discretion. 

By the other alternative, the French Division would be required for the same amount of duty, 
but would be more intimately mixed up in them with the British, which might lead to incon- 
venient delays, and nice arrangement as to the part to be taken daily by each respectively. It 
would also be more difficult to allot them a proper encamping ground, without disturbing many 
more portions of existing encampments than would be required to provide for the Third Division. 

If Lord Raglan concurs, this proposition might be submitted to Greneral Canrobert, who may 
have some one altogether different, or modifications to this to ofier.

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Memorakdux on the Railway and the Army Works Corps. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 22d December 1854. 

With reference to the rail or tramroad that is ordered out from England, under a civil 
engineering establishment, to be laid down between Balaklava and the camp, the object, if it can 
be carried out rapidly, will be of inestimable value to the array. The great difficulty, however, 
will be the large amount of extra labour that it seems to be intimated will be required on the spot, 
and which in England it has been naturally supposed that the army could readily provide, but 
which it is to be apprehended it will be very difficult to* obtain, still less the animal labour in 
carting, that will probably also be required j but these we shall better understand on the arrival 
of the gentlemen who will have charge of its management. 

I must confess that I have little confidence in the success of the experiment of associating a 
large body of civilians with the aiiny operations, so active as they are here, so near the enemy, 
and subject to the embarrassments under which the troops before Sebastopol are at present, a^d 
which are likely to continue. 

The men are to have, as must be expected, a high rate of pay ; they cannot be exempt from 
more or less of the sickness and mortality that every other body is found liable to in the 
climate and state of existence in this country, which will lead to great direct additional expense, 
besides inconvenient demands for pensions to suffering, disabled men, for widows, and families'; 
and the labour done by the rest will in consequence be more costly in proportion ; that rest not 
remaining long, probably, in a condition to make such efforts that are obtained from them in 
England. 
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Notwitibstanding every favour that can reasonably be shown them, they will hardly submit to 
the hardships and deprivations, to which all must be liable to h^e, without complaints, discontent, 
and inconvenient demands. It is very donbtfui what extent of control can be exerted over them 
under the provision of their *' signing conditions of obedience to the authorities," or how far such 
a simple engagement is compatible with the strict exigencies of an army in the field, and the 
acknowledged necessity that all attendants upon such army should be subject to martial law ; 
indeed, in case of any crime, there is no other law existing. 

Thus I should fear, that the services they would render, would not compensate for the 
additional numbers that would have to be so provided and cared for. 

For such undertakings as the rail or tramroad that they are specifically sent to commence with, 
a certain number of competent directors or superintendents, and a few workmen of this class 
would be very necessary, but the rest, I would submit, would be far better made up by two or 
three companies of Sappers, who would be under military discipline and applicable to any kind 
of service, although inferior in the more perfect execution of the particular work so performed in 
England. 

There is one part of the arrangement that is left indefinite, in a matter that will be extremely 
difficult to regulate, but the sooner it is done, and finally, the better ; it is, that the men should be 
paid '^ at prices, taking into consideration the deamess of living on the rations allowed them, 
^ equal to what in England would give them clear " — (here follows the number of shillings and 
rations). Where so little is to be procured as in this corner of the Crimea, and taking into con- 
sideration that many articles of ordinary consumption in England fetch here enormous prices, 
when to be had at all, it will now be easy to establish a compensating rate for this condition. 
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Memorandum on the Capturb and Occupation of the Mamelon. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 26th December 1854. 

A COVERING party, consisting of 1,200 men, to drive away all the enemy's tirailleurs and 
picquets that are outside their works, and take possession of the Mamelon in front of the Tower, 
lodging themselves in the rear, immediately behind the Mamelon, with about 500 men, who will 
throw out advanced sentries to their front ; the remainder to be in reserve on the right. 

A working party of 500 men will then commence a parallel, crowning the Mamelon and 
extending right and left of it ; that over the Mamelon to be made with gabions, assisted by 
sandbags, in order to gain cover as rapidly as possible. 

It is assumed that the hollow at the back of the Mamelon, as far as the little valley that falls 
into the great ravine on the right, is unseen by any part of the enemy's works, and that when the 
Boflsian advanced posts shall be driven in, there will be, along the side of the hill as well as in 
the ravine itself, a communication out of view of the garrison, all the way from the old 5-6un 
Battery to the back of the Mamelon ; under those circumstances we ought to be prepared to 
maintain that position. 

This forward movement and lodgment will be so threatening and unfavourable to the garrison, 
that its occupation will, perhaps, be contested by strong sorties on the next or some early 
subsequent day ; but the advantages of our situation ought to enable us to maintain it against 
any efforts. 

It will add to our power against such attempts, if a body of 1,000 or 1,200 men were encamped 

behind the Old Fort,* so as to be more ready to turn out in support, should it be necessary. 

— ^ — - - , 

• Cttheart'i HilL 
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On the same night on which that adyance is made, a trench, or parallel with communications, 
should be run out on the Inkerman ridge up to the main road which crosses it, or eren beyond 
and aboye the Careening Bay, if sufficient means can be obtained for it. From that trench and 
those in rear of it, a flanking support may be given against sorties made on the advanced position, 
as proposed above, and also, it is presumed, on the other flank, from our right attacks on 
Frenchman's Hill. The parallel or lodgment on the left of the Mamelon might perhaps be 
advantageously thrown back, avoiding of course any enfilade from the batteries of the garrison 
above the Careening Bay. 

When this position shall be fully established and in our possession; it is believed that it will 
not be difficult to drive the enemy's tirailleurs from in front of the Redan, and to advance our 
approaches on that side. 

In the operation of driving in the advanced tirailleurs and picquets of the enemy, the effect 
will be more forcible, decisive, and soldier-like, if done with very little firing. On our advancing, 
the enemy will open all their fire, from under cover, at those posts ; and if it is returned by a 
general wild firing on our part, it can have no effect, but will lead to a degree of confusion and 
to more extended loss by indicating the precise situation of our men ; whereas, if it is withheld 
until the enemy is clearly discemable, and while he is away from his cover, and it then be 
employed only by those who can clearly see their opponents, the attack will be made more 
formidable, and make a much greater impression on the enemy. 

Ultimately, I should hope to establish some batteries on the Inkerman heights, against the 
shipping in the harbour, and to co-operate with those on Frenchman's Hill against the Tower 
works.

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Memorandum by Sir John Burgoyne, on the Future Operations before Sebastopol. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 30th December 1854. 

The Allies have been driven, by the course of events, to an attack of Sebastopol under very 
disadvantageous circumstances. 

The place was in such a state when the army first appeared before it, as rendered an attempt 
to storm it by a coup de main, utterly unjustifiable ; they were consequently compelled to try the 
effect of the battering train which they had at hand, to prepare the way for assault ; the interval 
was long before this could be effected, some unfortunate accidents occurred that occasioned further 
delay, and the enemy showed subsequently a power, and energy, in establishing and renewing 
works, and armaments, that enabled them to keep pace fully with the progress of the attacks, 
while, at the same time, their army being far superior to what the allies could appropriate to oppose 
it in the open field, lodged itself in the neighbourhood, and was thus enabled to confine the 
operations of the besiegers within narrow limits ; the consequence was, that the first attempt 
of the battering, after very persevering and spirited efforts, was without any direct result, and 
it has been considered necessary to await a reinforcement of troops and additional means in 

artillery. 

During this temporary cessation, the enemy made a very determined combined attack, with 
their army and garrison, against the right fiank of the position of the allies above Inkerman, 
and having been completely repulsed, with a very heavy loss, the besiegers have been able to 
extend their front to the harbour, thus completing the investment, for the first time, on the entire- 
south side of the place, and have been relieved entirely from subsequent molestation from the 
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army in the field ; but while the result has been to reduce the possibility of any e£K>rts from the . 
enemy's exterior army, by the effect of their defeat at Inkerman, added to the natural consequence Ko. 40. 
of the state of the country at this time of year, it has induced him, there is every reason to believe, *""'" 

to strengthen the garrison; thus the allies, with little or nothing to fear from any enterprises on 
the part of the enemy in the field, must now be prepared for an increased power of resistance 
from the garrison ; the attacks upon it, consequently, require to be more powerful and more 
extended. 

Hitherto the attacks have been necessarily directed on the right and left of the south harbour 
(Man-of-war Creek), the enemy's left of which, namely that occupied by the Bedan and Barrack 
Batteries is powerfully protected by the commanding height on which stands the tower of 
Malakofil 

The ground now occupied by the allies affords favourable means for an extension, and for 
approaching that tower and its adjoining works. 

About 600 yards in front of the Tower, is a hollow affording a lengthened extent of cover from 
the garrison, and parallel to it, down the side of the ravine, exists an approach fi'om the camp, 
also under cover excepting at a few short parts ; the garrison occupies the heights above that 
hollow by a line of tirailleurs, and under that protection is enabled to prolong the same system of 
annoyance and resistance across the front of the Bedan. 

By cix>wning that height (the Mamelon) with a lodgment*, and extending to the ravines 
right and lef^, advances may be made simultaneously across the Inkerman ridge, overlooking the 
Careening Bay, and subsequently advanced trenches may be pushed nearer to the Redan ; the 
garrison would then be driven within its works, and a position obtained for batteries to outflank 
the accumulated works on the commanding and influential Malakoff Tower hill, on which those 
batteries could pour a converging fire, with a greater prospect of success, than any previous 
situation of the besiegers would admit of. 

The Tower height once gained, the attack becomes enveloping, highly advantageous, and on a 
secure basis. 

The whole of this operation, called for by circumstances, is a clear addition to the attacks 
hitherto undertaken by the allies, and to which already greatly increased means have been 
appropriated ; and it is hoped that the reinforcements received and expected, will afford means 
of fully carrying out this additional proceeding. 

The British will probably be able to supply a large portion of the artillery requisite, but cannot 
provide any of the troops for it, being already greatly overcharged with duties to a most harassing 
amount. 

It may be assumed, that this new advance to be made on the Tower will require a combined 
system of covering and working parties of not less than 1,500 men, constantly in the trenches, 
or in close reserve, with a few hundred, in addition, on first breaking ground and till the parallel 
is completed. 

About 30 pieces of heavy ordnance to be put in battery on the further end of the Inkerman 
ridge, including mortars and any batteries against the shipping, and perhaps a few on the height 
immediately fronting the tower. 

It is confidently hoped that the British will be able to maintain their present batteries on 
Right and Lefl attacks, whatever may be necessary to continue against the Inkerman Light- 
house, and the addition (above stated at about 30) on the lower end of the ridge ; while the 
French might perhaps provide the troops and any batteries they might judge necessary, or 
desirable, on the direct attack.

MsHORA?a>uM on the Deficiencies of the Transport and Working Parties. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 2oth January 1855. 

Etert proceeding by the British towards ofiensive operations against Sebastopol must necessarily 
be very languid, and, indeed, can hardly be said to progress at all, owing to the impossibility 
hitherto of fumiFhing working parties, and of getting guns, ammunition, and siege Engineer 
stores up from Balaklava, the country being almost impracticable for carriages, the horses and 
means of transport reduced in an enormous degree from inclemencies of the season, and from the 
absolute necessity for employing nearly the whole that do exist in supplying the troops with food, 
fuel, clothing, and means of shelter. 

A gradual collection of guns and ammunition, however, has been effected, towards rendering the 
batteries on the Right and Left attacks efficient and with increased powers, and the armament 
is also nearly ready (with its ammmunition) for the batteries against the Inkerman Lighthouse, 
but there is very little provision for the new batteries required againat the tower of Malakoff, 
a very essential operation, and therefore it is to be decided what artillery means can be pi-ovided 
for completing that object w^hin any given time, and for bringing up the necessary platforms and 
other Engineer stores. 

It is also very necessary that additional working parties should be provided for the re-establish- 
ment of the existing batteries, many of which are still inefficient, as well as the progress that is 
very much required for new batteries and approaches.

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Revised Armament of the English Batteries for the Redan Attack. 

Suu Camp before Sebastopol, 30th January 1855. 

Lieut. -Colonel Dacres, commanding the Royal Artillery has desired me to afford you 
the following information, in reply to your note of this morning ; viz. : — 

1. The whole of the guns and mortars required for the armament of the batteries against 
Sebastopol, are now up at the front. They are being conveyed each night down to the 
trenches. 

2. The greater part of the carriages are also up at the front, and the remainder will be np in a 
few days. 

3. About 250 rounds per gun, and about 100 rounds per mcnrtar are now up at the fronts and 
are also being conveyed down to the batteries. 

Orders have been sent to the troops and batteries at Balaklava to make use of all the transport 
they can, in order to bring up more shot, shell, and ammunition. But their means are small, 
and the quantity of ammunition still required to be brought up is very great. 

The men of the Royal Artillery, belonging to companies employed in the siege, will be sent 
daily to the depot at the Brrricr du Col, to convey shot, &c., to the front. Captain Lushlngton 
will also be asked to lead assisftaace of the same kind with nmi of the Naval Brigade* 
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Major Gage has also been sent to the French Head Quarters to ask for assistance. By these 
means it is hoped that the armlunent of the batteries will not be now long delayed. 
I enclose you a return, showing the proposed armament of the batteries.

Instructions for the renewed Bombardment of Sebastopol.

Il resulte des dispositions adoptees en Conseil le 1*' Fevrier 1855, et suivant le voeu exprim^ 
par le Lieutenant-Gen§ral Sir J. Burgoyne, que des travaux d'approche devrons fetre executes 
devant la Tour Malakof, afin de pouvoir attaquer, par ce point dominant, le faubourg de Karabel- 
naia, en nidme temps qii'on donnera Tassaut k la partie ouest de la ville. 

Cette decision a 6td motivde par la consideration des avantages qu'il y aura a attaquer une 
place renfermant une veritable arm6e par un c6td de Penceinte oii les colonnes d'assaut pourront 
se developer a rinterieur et avancer dans un ordre resistant, taudis que le c6t^ ouest de la place ne 
prison te que des issues resserdes par des ravins et des espaces dtroits. 

II a dtd toutefois admis, que Pattaque contre la ville ne serait pas coropl6tement subordonuee h, 
Tach^vement des travaux contre la Tour Malakof, si des circonstances tout ^ fait imprdvues devaient 
les prolonger trop longtemps ; mais on aurait toujours d se feliciter de les avoir entrepris pulsqu'ils 
serviraient, tout au moins, ^ menacer Tennemi sur ce point ; et que dans le cas oii Vefkii prodnit 
par notre artillerie ne pcrmettrait pas de tenter Tassaut avec chance do sncces, on pourrait 
reprendre I'attaque de la Tour Malakof sans faire en quelque sorte aveu d'insuffisance devant la 
partie ouest de la ville, ainsi qu'il adviendrait si I'on attendait qu'une tentative infructueuse 
obligeat it recourir d un nouveau point d*attaque.

tant sur le Mamelon en avant de la Tour Malakof que sur la Tour elle-mdme ; Tune de huit pieces 
environ dans la parallMe avancde de I'attaque de droite Anglaise; Tautre de 15 pieces au moins, 
sur le versant est du ravin de Carenage; Texdcution de cette derui^re comprenant celle de quelques 
bojaux de communication. On entreprendra en m^me temps^ sur le contrefort de la Tour, et 
autant que le feu de Fennemi le permettra^ les travaux d^approche destines k faciliter I'ouverture 
d'une parall^le a ctablir sur le Mamelon k 600 metres environ de la Tour, 

2^. Ces travaux prdparatoire etant terminus, on ouvrira le feu de toutes les batteries Anglaises 
et Fran9aises dans des conditions telles, qu'il puisse durer quelques jours ; et sous la protection de 
ce feu on executera inmi6diatement k I'ouest, les travaux d'approche qui permettront d'aborder le 
bastion central, et d I'est, la parall^le qui doit couronner le Mamelon au sud de la Tour Malakof 
ainsi qu'une batterie de 15 pieces qu'il est ndcessaire d'dtablir dans une parallMe, ou un pen en 
avant. 

Cette batterie sera construite en sacs-k-terre remplis k I'avance, et son armement, ainsi que son 
approvisionncment, auront dtd conduits au prdalable k proximity de mani^re a ne pas retarder le 
moment de I'assaut.

>coiistniction de rarmement et d rapprovisionnement de ces batteries tous les mojens dont 
rarm^ Anglaise pourra disposer, sauf k les completer a Taide des ressources de Tarm^e Frangaise. 
Pour la construction des deux batteries, le service du g6nie Anglais foumira autant de sapeurs et 
de travailleurs qu^il le pourra, ainsi que les gabions et tons les bois de plateformes qui ne lui seront 
pas indispensables pour ses propres besoins. 

En ce qui est de rarmement, on pense que, en %ard aux conditions d'ofFensive plus prononcees 
dans lesquelles on va entrer, on pourrait utiliser : l^. Les sept canons et quatre mortiers que 
Tartillerie Anglaise avait destinees k la batterie du fond du port ; et 2\ Les sept canons qu'elle a 
en reserve a son pare en sus de I'armement de ses anciennes batteries, soit un total de 14 canons et 
quatre mortiers. Les deux batteries projet^s ne devant etre armies que de 23 pieces environ. 
II ne resterait que neuf canons k amener de Balaklava, et Ton reclamerait ce soin de I'artillerie 
Anglaise. H serait toutefois i d^sirer qu'on put mettre dans la batterie du Car^nage des pieces 
de 68 on de tr^s gros calibre. 

L'approvisionnement en munitions devra 6tre de 500 coups environ par pi^ce, et pour le com- 
pleter k ce taux, dans les delais convenables, le Gen^ral-en«Chef de Tarm^e Frangaise viendra en 
aide, s'il est n^cessaire, k I'insuffisance des moyens de transport Anglais. Le service des deux 
batteries sera fait, bien entendu, par Fartillerie ou par la marine Anglaise. £n un mot, les deux 
arm^ mettraient en commun toutes leurs ressources et leurs efforts pour atteindre le but le plus 
promptement possible. Quant 4 Tex^cution de la parall^le sur le Mamelon et de la batterie 
qa'elle compcNrte, Tarm^e Frangaise s'en chargera ; elle demandera seulement ^ I'arm^e Anglaise de 
lui foumir autant de sacs-i-terre qu'elle le pourra et de mettre k sa disposition pour la batterie du 
Mamelon, les pieces en reserve a Balaklava, ainsi que des canonniers, si Tartillerie Frangaise ^tait 
d^poarvue.

Camp before Sebastopol, 3rd February 18d5. 

The deficiencies in the organization and equipment of the British army, particularly in the 
item of transport, have become so notorious during the service in the Crimea, that there will be 
no reluctance on the part of Grovernment to authorize a better system, provided every degree of 
economy is used consistent with the primary consideration, thorough efficiency ; nor is any time 
to be lost in the necessary preparation which ought to be forthcoming and with the army early 
in May, if possible, at latest. 

The Engineer Field Department is one that particularly requires this improvemei^t. The 
following are my impressions on this subject, which may serve as reminders on some matters, but 
I am not bigoted to them, and quite inclined to believe that many may be advantageously 
overruled or modified. 

1. We should not lose time h^ considering, as of first urgency, the kind of carriage, the specific 
articles to be carried, or the arrangements of packing ; any waggon, cart, or pack-saddle will carry 
field Engineer stores ; the gre€U and ^rst attention is required to a provision and organization of 
horses and drivers.

No. 44. new warrant, but they must be found qualified to ride, drive, and take good care of horses. 
"~^ 3. I would not subdivide them per company of Sappers in the field, as done by the French, bat 

make the basis a distinct mass which might be called one " Train," as shorter than a ^ Field 
Depdt." 

4. One train, then, I would assimilate in horse power to about one battery of artillery, or say 
120 horses applied to as many waggons (including a forge), or carts, or mixed as would take 80, the 
remaining 40, for non-commissioned officers* riding and for pack*saddles, the whole of these latter 
40 being considered spare and available for draught. 

6. Spare horses are very necessary to ensure never losing a carriage, and those horses, when 
efficient, still perform useful work with pack-saddles. Pack-saddle loads are often peculiarly 
useful where carriages cannot go ; by this mixture also a sore shoulder or withers may be given a 
pack-saddle, a sore back put to draught, though these ought never to occur. 

6. A saddle might be contrived that would answer for riding, for shafts of a carriage, or for a 
load. The Spanish Castilian pack-saddle would do admirably. I am satisfied, in my own mind, 
that it is the best in the world, the lightest, easiest kept in order, cheapest, and most easy made 
to fit any back or to be adjusted for the cure of any sore. It would, I think, be quite worth 
while to have a few brought to England as a pattern, and a thoroughly qualified muleteer and 
saddle maker, if they are distinct, which I doubt, to thoroughly instruct us in every matter 
connected with it. The long double pad, which in Spain is filled with long straw, might be made 
durable by adopting in lieu a double pad amply stufied, as by English sadlers, but given the 
necessaiy stiffness and pliability by long stripes of whalebone, or even cane, along the upper 

surface. 

7. One driver for two horses is, I believe, a good allowance ; that would give 60 drivers, to 

which must be added the proper number of non-commissioned ofiicers (the officers woold be 
Engineers, and I should say not less than 1 captain, 2 subalterns per train), a collar maker, a 
shoeing smith, and a wheeler. 

8. It would be proper for the non-commissioned officers and the above three artificers to be 
carried as much as possible, as they will be required to work after the halt, and the non- 
commissioned officers to move about on the line of march ; but having their kits, &c., carried, it 
must be understood that in times of pressure they must march, and in short that the being carried 
is an indulgence and convenience to the service, rather than a right. 

9. As a company or detachment of Sappers will almost universally accompany every train, 
the three artificers may always have assistance in their trades from the Sappers. 

10. The horses and drivers of the Engineer train and sometimes the artillery, unlike cavalry, 
would always be turned to account. In England, even from the commencement of their being 
raised, and subsequently, ever after, they might be employed habitually in the useful work of the 
department that must otherwise be paid for in another shape, taking care to give ibem sufficient 
periodical exercise as a " field train," which would be very little. In the fields during periods of 
halts, if not all required for Engineer services, they would keep up the Commissariat supplies for 
their own department, or, if they could, in assistance of oth^^ so that they never could be 
considered a purely extra expense. 

11. TJhe horses do not require, as for artillery or cavalry, to be individually of great power; 
therefore, instead of those great long-legged animals, it would be far preferable to have a low 
(about 15 hands), compact, strong, punchy, hardy animal, easier to be obtained, probably easier to 
put up and take care of, and easier replaced by country horses, if necessary, as regards fitUng of 
harness and carriages. v 

12. Some consideration is required to the manner of drawing. English collars are perfect 
when in high order and fitting thoroughly, but are difficult to maintain entirely efficient ; then 
each borse requires his ovm, they ai*e not universally applicable like a saddle ; this would be very 
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inGonvenient to the application of the pack-saddle and riding horses to draught ; would not breast- Appevdiz 
plates, do for them ? or is it impossible to have a collar capable of adjustment to suit any two or ^o. 44. 
more horses of nearly equal size ? ""~ 

It would be a fine thing to ascertain how the lasso system could be applied for very occasional 
serriee. 

13. It is so difficult to get Englishmen to take an interest in the well-doing of their horses, 
tiiat it should not be the refuse that should have this employment, but men of steady character, 
and the service so favoured by allowances, &c., as to make it a punishment to be sent from it to 
join a Sapper company ; to be considered, therefore, a select body, any one given at all to drink 
to be at once sent away, as quite unfit to be trusted with horses ; and so for sore backs, sore 
shoulders, or horses in bad working condition without perceptable reason. 

H. The men to be armed, but in the lightest manner, but so as not to require escorts against 
straggling marauders, peasants, &c., or unless where an enemy in some compact force might be 
met with. I am not at all satisfied about the advxmtages of a revolver pistol, nor is pistol 
|»-actice good for defence like what is put to the shoulder ; on the contrary, I do not think them 
fit for rough usage ; nor do I approve of a great big heavy sabre, which the French give to every 
mounted man, even those who drive their waggons ; the best thing, in my opinion, would })e a 
very light gun or musket, not larger nor much heavier than an ordinary fowling-piece, if double- 
barrelled all the better, slung on the back, as all the French drivers have, and looks convenient 
and neat ; I don't think, I would have a bayonet, but if some side-arm is thought desirable, let it 
be a manageable cutting tool or sword, to fit on the muzzle of the piece or not as thought best, 
but decidedly not such a clumsy very heavy concern as the sword .usually applied to rifles. The 
pouches for ammunition, caps, &c., and the side-arm, might be carried on a waist belt 

The clothing should be comfortable and adapted to the work, and shoes or boots adapted to 
marching as well as riding. 

15. For carriages and loads, I am quite against the proposition of the late Colonel Colquhoun, 
B.A., to adopt a carriage precisely like an artillery ammunition waggon, with two great boxes, 
one on the fore and one on the hind wheels, to carry Engineer stores. The great weight 
of such a carriage, in proportion to capacity or weight of load it would carry, would be pre- 
posterous ; we want carriages that should have very strong wheels and axles, but the rest light 
and simple and capacious, very little divided into compartments, and that only for small articles 
and stores, the rest being made up in compact bundles ; such a body of a carriage would be 
lighter and more generally available for difierent assortments of tools and stores as may be 
required, cutting tools, or such as require to be protected from injury, rather secured in distinct 
leather cases or receptacles than in partitions in the carriage, and they will be more easily 
collected in masses in one can'iage or applied on pack-saddles. 

16. Waggons or carts, is an interesting matter for inquiry, each have their advocates ; I am 
rather inclined for the carts (two-horse), but I believe, perhaps, a mixture might be best, say — 

14 Waggons - - - '56 horses. 

1 Forge do. - - - 4 „ 

10 Carts - - - - - 20 „

The horses draw to more advantage in a cart all close to the carriage, than lengthened out to 
leaders in the waggon ; from the cart they may be driven from the caiTiage, instead of being 
ridden, which may be of advantage ; it is also of great advantage that all the wheels should be 
sinilar, which is difficult in the waggon without cutting into the body of it inconveniently, and 
f?mall wheels are extremely inconvenient in deep ground. 
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At present, near the camp, the wheels, if not large, frequently sink below the axle-tree, and 
then can no longer, by any possibility, be dragged on, and the waggon is not so well adapted to 
any very light road. 

17. It will be very desirable to have every thing so as to be able to apply country horses, or 
even mules, to the service ; and as they are very frequently smaller than what is here con-« 
templated, although often excellent for their size and hardy, some extra arrangements will be 
desirable for additional numbers, by e.xtra harness, plenty of outriggers, &c., for instance, the 
ordinary two-horse cart might have three country horses abreast, &c. ; even with the English 
horses, in a hard country, and when the animals are in low condition, it is well to have means of 
applying an extra force. 

18. It is presumed that shafts will always be preferred to poles. 

19. I am decidedly against the mixture of pontoons with the ordinary Engineer train, as pro- 
posed by General Lewis : for passage of rivers, there should be a regular pontoon train ; if some 
very small equipment is desir^ on account of a chance of wanting to pass some small streams or 
canals, carry a few bundles of the India-rubber rafts, with or without superstructure, as may be 
thought advisable.

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R£COMif£NDATiON to augment the Corps of Botal Engineers, in consequence of the 

Experience gained in the Crimea. 

Camp before Sebastopol, 5th February 1855. 

The result of this campaign in the Crimea manifestly exhibits that the several departments of 
the army for the field are capable of great improvement, and their reform will probably here- 
after not be so much discouraged as hitherto. 

Among others, let us not lose sight of the immense advantage of a very large force of Sappers^ 
with abundance of tools and implements ; had we 1,000 or 1,200 here, they could be employed 
professionally to the greatest advantage, while at any periods when they may not be so required, 
or during a march through the country, they are excellent soldiers. 

In a siege they arc notoriously invaluable ; they are always available for the works, and for 
those of the most arduous and artistical character ; if for the reduction of a small fort or post, a 
considerable number of Sappers would be most influential, and greatly reduce the artillery and 
other means that would otherwise be required ; for intrenchments of all kinds, passages of rivers, 
or obstacles in traversing a country, their utility may readily be understood. 

But, independent of their purely military professional services, there are a vast number of 
other works to be performed with an army, where artificers, under proper control, are very much 
needed, and where the Sappers, if in sufficient number, could have rendered far more extended 
services of essential utility than they have been enabled to do in the construction and repairs of 
wharves and stores, roads, hospitals, temporary barracks, stables, Jbc, &c., and even in smaller 
matters— packing-cases, interior fitments, and various other jobs ; there is always a large demand 
for artificers for everything, in short, that is to be done by skilled labour. The services and 
comforts of the army would be greatly facilitated and improved by a large force of such a body 
available. 
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There is an additional advantage of the Sappers, that it is essentially a most useful corps in 
lime of peace ; the value of the work done by them is nearly equivalent to the whole of 
their cost. 

In the Colonies they are particularly valuable ; they perform necessaiy work that would other- 
wise be veiy costly, and frequently in situations of danger and inconvenience, where no civilians 
could be expected to go ; and for times of need, which may be rare, they are on the spot and at 
once available as excellent soldiers. 

I would strongly recommend a great inci'cose to the corps of Sappei's, and to be as speedily 
raised as possible.

It is my painful duty to rejiort, for the information of the Assistant Inspector-Greneral of 
Fortifications, that the screw transport " Prince " was \iTecked in the outer harbour of Balaklava 
on the 14th instant, having on board the detachment of one sergeant and three privates of the 
Royal Sappers and Miners, as well as the civil diver, Mr. J. Gordon, and Mr. Orchard, attached 
to the galvanic apparatus, as noticed under Brigade Order 11th October 1854, y/^, together 
With the stores, &c., as per invoices dated " Tower, October 16, 1854," attached thereto, 

marked A. and B* 

I had sent Captain W. M. Inglis, R.E., on the arrival of this vessel, into Balaklava, to inspect 
and report on the state and efficiency of the various articles of this? equipment brought out in the 
" Prince.'' 

I deeply regret to add, that in the discharge of this duty he also perished. 
Captain Inglis was a most zealous officer, and he is a great loss to the corpj*.

I HAVE to infonn you that the araba ti*ansj>ort of the Engineer Department, has become 
quite unserviceable ; and though I still have oxen and ai-abas, the wretched condition of the 
former is such that I have not one vehicle fit to go to Balaklava and back . 

As long as I had means of transport I lent it to the Commissariat Department, and the few 
mules I have, and the officer's bat horses, are constantly employed in bringing up provisions 
and forage* 

I am very anxious to bring up the materials necessaiy for putting our batteries in an efficient 
state, but as the Commissariat and the Artillery have so much on hand themselves, I cannot apply 
for aid to them. 

I take this opportunity of recommending that the Engineer Department should be allowed a 
certain proportion of field carriage transport.

Report of the Commanding Royal Engineer on the Impediments oiFered by the Weather 

to the Construction of Siege Works. 

16th January. 
This has been a most trying day to the endurance of the men. By constant reliefs, and the 
emplojonent of a few men only at a time, it was hoped that the battery might have been kept clear 
of snow ; but the men's clothes became frozen in a few minutes, and their faces, hands, and hair 
completely covered with one mass of ice. 

With the Line the attempt was given up, but the Sappers endeavoured to stand to their work ; 
the snow, however, di'ifting in quite as fast as they could shovel it out, they were at length 
withdrawn. On the night of the 16th, the Sappers cleared the snow fVom the approaches to the 
advanced works, but from the severity of the weather neither the Line nor the Turks were 
employed.

Captain Keane's Report on the Arrival of the Huts and the Establishment of several 

Depots alonsr the Road to the Front.

Sir, Balaklava, 1st January 1854. 

In compliance with your instructions received this day, in reference to the hut acconuno- 
dation for the troops in the Crimea, and the difficulties attending their transport to the heights 
above Sebastopol, I beg to make the following remarks and suggestions : — 

Ist. That a sufficient number of huts to accommodate the troops in and about Balaklava 
should be erected, immediately, on the line of route to the heights, and in the immediate vicinity 
of the town, to be occupied by any newly arrived force or by any detailed for that purpose. 

2d. That at a distance of a mile and a half further on the road, under the encampment of the 
heavy brigade of cavalry, a second portion of the huts should be erected, to be used as a depdt or 
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station for forwarding either huts or proviBions to the front ; the troops on the Balaklava side Apnia>n 
undertaking their transport to that point, the distance being sufficiently short to enable the men ^^* ^ 
to return to their huts after a long day's work. **^ 

Should this system be approved of, a third station might be formed between the second and the 
heights, to be used in a similar way. 

I have not entered into an examination of the Malta huts, in the hope my suggestions may be. 

approTcd of, and be carried into immediate effect, and be the means of at least lessening the 

difficulties that now exist to the transport of the huts.

Memoranda on the Lines of Boula¥r, Gallipoli, by Major €. J. Gibb, Royal Elngineens. 

« 

The great success of the Russians at the time the Allied Armies of France and England landed 
at Gallipoli, made the capture of Silistria an event in daily expectation. This fortress in the 
hands of the Russians, the Turks would have had to retire on the line of the Balkan ; that line 
might have been turned by way of Varna and Pravadi, which were at first only very slightly 
garrisoned by the Turks. 

The Russians were receiving enormous reinforcements ; and had they obtained even a footing 
on the Balkan, there was nothing to check their advance to the capital, for there is no formidable 
position south of that range of hills until you come to Buyuk Tcheckmedje. 

It was to meet a decided movement of this kind on the part of Russia, that France and England 

determined to secure Gallipoli and Constantinople by intrenchments. 

IVojected "^^ protect Constantinople, a series of detached forts extending from the Black Sea to th^ Sea 

works to co¥er of Marmora at Buyuk Tcheckmedje, were projected.

This force arrived at Gallipoli on the 

5th April 1854.

Gallipoli, and encamped on the ground in rear of the projected lines, one mile from the village 

of Boulair.

The execution of the left of the lines, debouching on the Gulf 

of Saros, being apportioned to the British ; that of the right, on the Sea of Marmora, to the 
French. 
Alteration in At the instigation of the French engineers, in whom, apparently, was vested the whole respon- 

the position of gjijiiity for the trace of these lines, the site originally proposed was altered, by the centre and left 

being thrown back, so that the works formed nearly a straight line (A, B, C, D, E, F, on plan) 
from the Sea of Marmora to the Gulf of Saros. A large bastioned fort was placed on the 
principal eminence in the centre, and two smaller forts on the flanks ; vide Fort Napoleon, Fort 
Sultan, and Fort Victoria, on plan. 
Execution of Successive divisions of the French army were marched up, and were encamped near the lines 

the lines. j^ the neighbourhood of the French engineer park. Each division executed the portion allotted 

to it, and was then moved to a more distant camp ; some to march by land to Adrianople, others 
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to proceed by sea to Constantinople or Varna. The French working parties were from 4,000 to Appendix 
5,000 strong each day. No. 49. 

The Rifle Brigade broke ground on the British portion of the lines at Fort Napoleon, on the 
21 st April 1854. Very soon after this the force was strengthened by Brigadier-Grenerals Eyre's 
and Campbell's Brigades being encamped on the Boulair heights for the execution of the lines. 
The working parties averaged 1,000 per diem. On the 24th May two-thirds of the tools were 
sent to Varna ; the working parties were then reduced to 400. The tools were of indifferent 
quality; the spades and shovels were constantly breaking. The whole was executed by task- 
work ; the task being about three cubic yards of excavation for each man. 

The profile of the lines and the three forts are shown on the plan. 

The forts were never quite completed ; the lines were finished, according to the profile shown, 
about the 20th June 1854. They were not revetted in any way, or armed. 

Wattle-and-daub huts were constructed for 1,000 men. Great difficulty was experienced in Hats. 

obtaining the material. All the timber had to be procured from the other side of the Gulf of 
Saros, from which place the communication was troublesome, and tedious, and where many 
^)bstraction6 were purposely placed in the way by the local Greek authorities. 

The well-sinking was very unsuccessful. Water was generally found within a few feet of the Water supply. 
surface, when wells were dug at spots indicated by the greenness of the grass, or by rushes 
growing there ; but the supply wholly failed when any quantity was taken from these wells. 

The boring was continued to about &6 feet in several places. The first 8 or 10 feet consisted 
of yellow clay ; the remainder of stiff blue clay, which could not be pierced through on account of 
the weakness of the boring apparatus. 

In the winter months about 30,000 men might be supplied with water, but in the summer, 

lyOOO men on the British side, and 2,000 on the French, were with great difficulty kept supplied. 

A.1I water for drinking purposes had to be brought into the British camp from a distance of a 

•mile and a half, the little that remained in the wells barely sufficing for culinary and washing 

ptorposes. 

The advantages of the site first selected (shown in dotted lines on the plan) are, that an Advantages of 
enemy's approach would be seen along the central ridge for some 1,800 yards to the- heights the site first 
of the village of Boulaar, and the whole plain on the Gulf of Saros side is distinctly yisible from 
the position. The left would be unattackable, as it is on very strong ground, and commands 
th<»'oughly the flat in front of it, which would have been in a re-entering ** cul-de-sac," hemmed in 
by the sea ; the right being also very much retired, and on ground each part of which might be 
jgiven a great power of self-defence, would be nearly unattackable. Consequently the centre 
remains the only real point open to an enemy's attack, and upon this point on the central ridge 
the whole power of defence would have been bestowed. An enemy's columns could approach at The lines exe- 
many points under cover until quite close to the lines executed ; and the whole line, centre, right, cuted. 
and left, might be attacked simultaneously. 

To remedy these defects, advanced works, such as A on plan, were proposed, and a few were 
traced on the ground. These advanced works would have added so much to the intrenchments 
that their a^ual length would have equalled those originally proposed. 

It was thought that the lines executed were broken into much detail, the flanks were too small, 
and that the line adopted on the left centre should have been at the summit of the ridge instead 
of on the slope*

A short Description of the Part taken by the Navy in the Expedition to the Crimea in 
1854 ; drawn up by Captain Mends, Royal Navy, late Captain of H.M.S. ''Agamemnon, 
the Officer who Designed and had the Charge of the necessary Arrangements. 

I SHOULD not have ventured to put myself forward as the narrator of so great an undertaking 
as the landing of the British Army in the Crimea, feeling my utter inability to do it justice, had 
I not been referred to by Captain H. C. Elphinstone, of the Royal Engineers, for a few of the 
details in connexion therewith. 

In ft strategical sense, the landing in the Crimea was the pivot on which all operations turned ; 
but as it could not be treated of at sufficient length in the body of the work on which he is em- 
ployed, he has been pleased to assume that, inasmuch as it fell to my lot to draw up the arrange- 
ments for the transport and disembarkation of the Expeditionary Army, I am a fit person to 
supply such informatio|i on the subject as may serve as a record of the event. My best thanks 
are due to Admiral Lord Lyons for affi^rding me every facility ; to Greneral Sir Greorge Brown^ 
to the memory of that amiable and distinguished officer, General Backnell Estcourt^ to Lieut.- 
Colonel Adye, of the Royal Artillery, and to all my brother officers in the Black Sea fleet, for 
their hearty and valuable co-operation and assistance in drawing up the aiTangements, a task of 
no slight labour at that moment, when there were so many irons in the flre, requiring my constant 
attention as Flag Captain to Sir Edmund Lyons, to whom had been intrusted the arduous task of 
preparing for and conducting that celebrated expedition. 

On the 28th July 1804, Rear- Admiral Sir Edmund Lyons arrived at Yama in the *' Aga- 
memnon," charged with the duty of making the necessary arrangements for conveying the British 
Expeditionary Army to the Crimea. These words are easily written, but a little reflection will 
satisfy the least practical reader that it was not so easy of accomplishment. No, the task involved 
almost Herculean labour ; but it was to be, and hearts and hands were set to the work with tat 
earnestness and zeal that has never been surpassed. 

The work to be performed was considerable, the time short, the difficulties great, the ships-of- 
war set apart for this service too few in number. Troops arriving daily had to be landed and 
supplied with provisions, the country not aflbrding a sufficiency ; cavalry, and batteries of artillery, 
with all the material of war, had to be disembarked ; all to be reshipped and arranged for real 
work ; the distance the large ships were compelled to lay from the shore was great ; cholera, that 
frightful scourge, was rampant afloat and on shore ; and all the materials had to be brought from 
Constantinople ; so that it is not surprising that some should have looked upon the obstacles as 
beyond man's power to overcome. I confess I had confldence in the resources of the fleet, and 
felt in my heart that the end would be successfully attained. 

An impromptu dockyard was established on the south shore of the bay of Varna ; the artificers 
of the ships-of-war and transports were set to work under able warrant officers to construct gun 
flats, brows or broadways, for guns and horses to pass qver rapidly to a beach ; long Turkish stone- 
boats, peculiar to the Bosphorus, of strong build, were secured together in couples by beams and 
decked over, after a plan of the late Mr. Roberts, Master in command of the '' Cyclops," who had 
prepared several at Constantinople under the direction of Admiral Boxer. When prepared, they 
were disconnec.ted and supplied to the line-of-battle ships and steamers, to be carried as most con- 
venient for instant use, either on board, or outside in lashings, the latter being adopted by ships 
of the line. As soon as sufficient progress had been made. Lord Raglan and Sir Edmund Lyons 
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decided on having rehearsals of the embarkation and disembarkation of portions of each arm, at Appendix 
which officers of all ranks, of both services, were commanded to attend. Misgivings and doubts ^^' ^^' 
existed, nevertheless, as to the possibility of ship room being available for such an. army, and means *'^*' 

for securing a successful landing. As I have said before, I never participated in those feelings ; I 
was sure the Force could be conveyed in the large fleet of magnificent transports at our disposal, 
assisted, if necessary, by the ships-of-war ; and I was confident that a boat flotilla could be 
organized for landing a very considerable force at one moment, such as had never been seen ; but 
it was evidently of importance to keep the ships-of-war disencumbered if possible. As soon as 
the arrangements to be completed had been approved and promulgated by Lord Raglan (whose 
kindness on the occasion I shall never forget), and the means afloat became known, confidence in 
the success of the operation increased day by day. 

On the 5th September 1854, 6.15 a.m., the French and Turkish fleets, with their convoy, quitted 
Baltchick en route to the Crimea. On the same day, the 5th, the ''Agamemnon" weighed 
from Yama with the last of the transports, and proceeded to join the Conmiander-in-Chief at 
Baltchick. 

On thejRth the British fleet and convoy weighed at 4.45 a.m. en route to the Crimea; 120 sail. 

They overtook, and passed to the westward of the allies ; the Commanders-in-Chief conferring 
at that time on board the despatch steamer " Caradoc," which was appropriated to the service 
of Lord Raglan and staff. 

On the 9th the allied fleets anchored between the Isle of Serpents and Cape Tarkan. The 
'' Agamemnon^" accompanied by the " Sampson," " Caradoc," and '* Primauguet " taking on board 
general officers and stafls, quitted the fleet, to make a final reconnoissance of the coast north of 
Sebastopol. 

These ships rejoined the fleet 40' west of Cape Tarkan on the morning of the 11th, when the 
whole force weighed. 

On the 12th we anchored about Eupatoria. 

On the 13th the whole fleet were concentrated before Eupatoria, which was quietly taken pos- 
session of. 
' Ah had crossed the Black Sea in perfect order, without a casualty. 

On the morning of the 14th the "Agamemnon," " Sanspareil," and " Spitfire," steam tug boats, and 
transports, weighed at 1 a.m., and proceeded to an anchorage abreast of the strip of beach 
which separates Lake Kamishly from the sea, known on the charts as " Old Fort." 

Here the "Agamemnon" and the ships I have named anchored at 6.50 a.m., as did the French 
and Turkish fleets about the same time a little farther south. 

Owing to the circumstance of no enemy appearing to oppose the landing of the troops, the 
original arrangements were to a considerable extent depai'ted from. 

The French on^ discovering the absence of an enemy commenced disembarking their troops at 
7 A.M. ; and this occurring before the British ships-of-war, except those named above and some 
few of the transports, had taken up their appointed stations, Lord Raglan (who by this time had 
come on board the " Agamemnon " from the " Caradoc "), Sir Edmund Lyons, and Sir George 
Brown, after a short deliberation, decided that the signal should be made " to land," without the 
preliminary signals previously decided on for the boats "to assemble," "to form," "to advance;" 
and therefore, though each officer acted in compliance with these instructions, with a copy of 
which he had been furnished as well as with written instructions for his special guidance, they 
were not called upon to wait for a simultaneous movement. 

The table marked A. will show the force to be conveyed and landed ; also the boats to be 
employed in the operation of landing. 

B. Instructions drawn up for assembling the Fleet at Baltchick ; sailing across the Black Sea, 
and disembarking the army and material ; issued by Rear- Admiral Sir Edmund Lyons, under the 
approval of the Commander-in-Chief.

Though the pre-arranged intention to land large bodies of men simultaneously was departed 
from, the officers carried out their instructions as far as circumstances permitted. 25,000 men, 
and 24 guns, with the proportion of horses, were landed by the evening of the 14th. 

Each man carried in his haversack provisions for three days. 

On the night of the 14th a strong westerly wind, with heavy rain, brought in a considerable 
sea, which rendered communication with the shore difficult. This sea lasted throughout the 15th 
and 16th, the seamen on the beach being obliged to work up to their necks in the surf. 

Had the fleet anchored off Old Fort in the order arranged, and but one day sooner, the landing 
of the army would certainly have been completed in sixteen hours. It was not completed before 
the 1 8th, thus occupying four days. Our aUies, the French, having commenced landing before 
we did, having a smaller number of men and no cavalry, completed the operation before us. On 
the evening of the 16th a French steamer towed alongside the '' Agamemnon " six chalandes, 
placing them at our disposal in case we needed them ; an act of courtesy that was duly acknow- 
ledged. Two only were used. 

Every hour's detention of the army at this place was attended with increased difficulty, as little 
fresh water could be obtained on shore ; this, therefore, had to be landed from the ships, as well 
as an increased supply of provisions, entailing increased work upon the fleet, which I need not 
say was cheerfully and heartily given ; for what was mere work, with all nature's wants satisfied, 
compared with the hardships those gallant men on shore had to contend with. Tents were landed 
on the 16thy and re-embarked on the 18th. On the 19th the armies advanced in high spirits, 
thus terminating the operation of landing. The thrilling scenes which followed have been 
described by other hands. 

There was but one feeling among the blue jackets— regret that they could not participate ih the 
glorious deeds of the red coats.

Abbahgekents to be carried out for assembling at the first rendezvous, anchoring off the Exehy^s 
Tebbitort, and disembarking the Army and MATiiUEL under the Orders of Sm Edmund 
Lyons. 

1st. The whole fleet, containing the armj, to assemble at Baltchik, anchored by divisions as 
they now are told off, with the steamers appointed to take ships in tow, to seaward of the ships 
to be towed. 

2d. The squadron of ships-of-war immediately attached to and directing the Expedition, to be 
anchored together, on the right or left as the Admiral may decide, excepting those war steamers 
appointed to tow transports, which are to be in their places as above. 

3d. That the main body of the fleet be apart from (to the right or left of) the divisions of trans- 
ports, as the Admiral shall decide, but on the opposite side to that on which are the ships imme- 
diately conducting the Expedition. 

4th. That one steamer of war be attached to each division, for the purpose of rendering any 
required assistance whilst at sea, and that the " Triton " and " Spitfire " be told off to anchor as 
points of enclosure for the Light Division, and a general guide to the others. 

5th. That the towing steamers only of each division carry at their mizens, during the night, 
the number of lights, vertical, corresponding to their divisions ; the Light Division carrying two 
lights horizontal. 

6th. That all ships-of-war caiTying pairs of boats for which portable decks are fitted for guns 
and horses, have a pai'ty of shipwrights told off to them, well instructed as to the quickest 
mode of putting them together, and when ready for service, a crew of six seamen be appointed 
to each. 

7th. That all boats of the pinnace size and upwards, including flats and paddle-box boats, be 
provided with grapnels or small anchors and their cablets ; that all masts, sails, awnings, and 
superfluous geai' be taken out, and that all the oars be slung so that they may be thrown out over 
the side of the boat as she approaches the beach. 

That every boat be provided with at least four breakers of water. 

8th. The small steam tugs to be in tow of larger vessels, in twos or threes, with moderate *^ steam 
up ** in each to prevent collision. 

9th. Launches and paddle-box boats to have half crews ; pinnaces and cutters to be full 
manned. The small cutters to be attached to the paddle-box boats, one to each, for towing and 
assisting if requisite.

Royal Engikeebs. — Crim^. 
Organisation of the Engineer Duties during the Siege of Sebastopol, 

From thd time of the formatidn of the " Army 'in the East " until the arrival of the forces 
before Sebastopol, the companies of Engineers had been attached to the several divisions of the 
army, with the exception of a limited reserve which moved with head quarters. 

Balaklava having been captured, Captain Inglis' company, which had only joined the aimy on 
the march (at the Katcha river), and had not been attached to a division, was immediately 
encamped in a yard at the entrance to the town, and commenced (the same evening) the work 
of repairing the wooden wharves in preparation for the landing of the siege stores. 

This company suffered very much from sickness, and lost several of its number by cholera in 
a very short tune. 

Upon the heights of Sebastopol the first important service performed by the companies of 
Engineers was the cutting off of one of the sources of water supply. This was done by the 10th 
Company (attached to the Light Division), which was then encamped in front of the Ceutral 
Bastion in a position which was afterwards occupied by the French. 

The general aiTangements for the commencement of the siege having been determined upon, 
and the British portion of the operations comprising the canying on of two separate attacks, it 
was decided to establish an Engineer park and camp for each attack, and accordingly convenient 
positions were selected for the purpose ; the one for the Left attack was near a vineyard in rear of 
the large stone quany, which was the first position occupied on the heights by the 4th Division, 
and was afterwards the front of the standing camp of the 3d Division. 

Captain (now Colonel) Chapman was placed in command of this camp, which consisted at first 
of the dd, and the greater part of the 11th Companies, under Captains Inglis and Montagu. 
Lieutenant Leahy, and afterwards Lieutenant Lennox, had charge of the Left attack park, acting 
also as adjutant to the detachment camp. 

The other, or Right attack camp, was established upon the extreme right of the Light Division, 
and in front of the windmill. This was the head quarters of the Engineers, and was under the 
immediate command of Colonel Alexander, Captain (now Colonel) Gordon being the director of 
the attack, Brevet Major Tylden the Brigade Major R.E., Captain Bourchier in charge of the 
park, and Lieutenant Ewai*t Acting Adjutant of the Royal Sappers and Miners. The 8th, 10th, 
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AmHBix and 4tb Companies were assembled at this camp, for the purpose of carrying on the duties of the 
^^' ^V Right attack, and were afterwards reinforced by the 7th Company from Gailipoli. 

In order to conmience the siege it had been necessary to withdraw every officer and man of the 
Engineer service from the divisions ; only a small detachment was left at Balaklava, and even 
then the numbers available were far below what were required even to commence so great an 
undertaking. 

When the Right attack camp was first established there was not a regiment on the Inkermaa- 
heights, and although the front of the Engineer camp was covered by two Light Division picquets, 
the right flank was quite unprotected, and it became necessary at sunset every evening to post an 
Engineer outlying picquet upon the opposite side of the ravine, in order to guard against 
surprise. 

This picquet was discontinued when the 2d Division moved to the Inkerman heights. 

The Engineer companies were no sooner established in camps than they were fully employed 
in escorting siege stores from Balaklava to the front ; in packing and unpacking, sorting and 
arranging stores in the parks ; in making up fascines ; in obtaining timber from the farm-house 
near the windmill, from the post-house on the hill in front of the L^ht Division, and from other 
houses or cottages in the neighbourhood. A successful nocturnal expedition for the same purpose 
was made to the descending portion of the Inkerman road near the Tchemaya valley, from 
whence a number of stout posts and rails were obtained. Trees also were felled in the ravine of 
the Careening Creek. 

All the wood which was thus collected was converted by the carpenters into platforms and 
magazines ; without it the batteries which were undertaken could not have been completed to 
at all the extent which was desired in prepai*ation for the first bombardment 

The roof of the house, which was afterwards so well known as '^ Head Quarters," was only 
saved from the zealous attentions of the Engineers by the arrival of his Lordship the Commander 
of the Forces, who desired that his house might be left until last. 

Detachments of Sappers were soon required to assist the 1st and 2d Divisions in throwing up 
such limited intrenchments as could be undertaken for strengthening their position upon the 
extreme right, and right rear of the British position. 

So thickly was the Inkerman ground covered with underwood at this period, that it became 
necessary to cause the Royal Engineers' relief coming off duty to send a man to guide the new 
relief to the work in progress. 

** Ground was broken " as soon as a sufficient quantity of tools and stores had arrived at the 
front. 

It is now proposed to describe the routine which was established in the Engineer service from 
the time when the companies were brought together for siege duties. 

Central positions were fixed for the cooking of officers and men, and latrines were constructed 
on the side of the adjacent ravine, with boughs of trees and stones. 

Camp kettles had been brought by some companies, and additional ones were obtained from the 
ships at Balaklava. Cooks were told off, and the company messes were served with as much 
regularity as at the Chobham camp, where some of the companies had gained use^l experience. 

The cofiTee was ground by the cooks by crushing it on a stone with one of the large round shot 
j which the Russians threw up into the camps from highly elevated guns. 

Those non-commissioned officers and «nen who had come off night duty were not required to 
attend parade until after dinner ; those who had merely been on night guard in camp joined the 
works after breakfast. The guard of the camp was always relieved at sunset. 

The company cooks were detailed by the week- To the hospital were attached a corporal and 
a standing orderly. Additional orderlies were given when absolutely necessary, and at one time, 
when there was much fever in the hospital, it became necessary to make some of these also 
permanent, from a fear lest the fever should be spread by infection in the camp. These orderlies 
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were generally taken from the weakly or otJierwise inefficient men, who were, however, asked Appsmdix 
if they woald volunteer for the daty, and were not compulsorily employed. ^' 

The reliefs used to foe paraded at or near sunset in the evening*, and about half an hour before 
sunrise in the morning. They were almost invariably inspected by the adjutant before being 
marched off to the trenches, and the morning relief was always served out with hot coffee before 
being paraded. This was prepared by the cooks, who were called by the corporal of the camp 
guard in sufficient time to have it prepared. The fire was either kept up by the guard or lighted 
at a very early hour. , 

The grog for the relief going on duty was not served out to each man before leaving camp, but 
was carried in a keg or one or more canteens (of wood), which were placed in charge of the 
senior non-commissioned officer, who was held responsible for its being served out at the proper 
time^ and until then he kept it in a box or magazine at the trench depdt. 

There was a general morning parade ih camp for all non-commissioned officers and men who 
were not on trench duty or had not come off night duty. 

After an inspection of the ranks, the artificers for the service of the park, and the store men, 
were fallen out ; the others were then detailed to go on escort to Balaklava to obtain wood for 
cookingi, for camp fatigue, or other similar duties, the balance remaining being always sent to 
the park to make or repair fascines, sort or unpack stores, make up mantlets, &c. 

There was- an interval of an hour in the middle of the day for dinner, and afterwards a general 
parade for work (not a clean fatigue parade), at which the reliefs wer9 told off and proved for 
the next twenty*four hours. ' The night relief was then dismissed, and the rest of the non- 
'eommissioned officers and men were sent to the park, unless required for any special service or 
to finish any fatigue duty of the morning. 

' An interval was allowed for breakfast when the first parade was at a very early hour, but as 
the season advanced the usual alteration was made, and the men breakfasted before going to work. 

At the first parade the adjutant somelitnes gave the companies ten minutes' drill before 
forming for work. 

Upon Sunday morning, the first parade was for Divine service, and after dinner there was a 
parade for work as usual. 

The men generally washed their clothes in the forenoon after being on night duty, or early on 
Sunday morning ; sometimes they used to ask leave from the first parade until breakfast, in order 
to enable them to do so, and this was granted to a few whenever the numbers disposable would 
admit of it. 

The duties on Sunday were reduced after a time, but in the early pai-t of the siege it was 
impossible to observe it as a day of rest. 

It was decided from the first to detail the reliefs by brigades and demi-brigades. Each brigade 
of Sappers consisted of eight men under a corporal or second corporal, and each brigade of 
carpenters of four, including generally a corporal, second or lance corporal. There was a master 
carpenter for each attack, who gave directions to the artificers in the trenches, and arranged with 
the corporal of carpenters at the park for such supplies as were required. He took his orders 
from the director of the attack, but was not required to be continually in the trenches. Each 
relief was paraded under a sergeant, and, when the numbers of that rank admitted of it, a 
sergeant was detailed for every two brigades of Sappers. 

At the mid-day parade, as soon as the sergeant-major had formed up the reliefs, each corporal 
took down the names of the men in his brigade or demi-brigade, and the sergeant took down the 
names of the corporals placed under his orders. Some waiting men were always paraded. 



* At the Leffc attack the hoars of relief were somewhat different in the early part of the siege, 
f A very heavy fatigue. 
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Apfenduc At the time, therefore, of the parade of the reliei^ the brigades fell in as proved, each corporal 

y^- ^^ ' muBtering and inspecting his brigade, and the sergeant ascertaining that the relief was complete. 

The adjutant then inspected the relief, dismissed the waiting men, ordered such number to the 
park as might be required to cany small stores, saw the grog keg taken in charge, and then 
marched off the party. 

The officer or officers for duty always preceded the relief, and were prepared to distribute them 
upon their arrival in the trenches, in accordance with the director's instructions. The place of 
meeting was the dep6t, unless otherwise ordered. ^ 

If carrying parties of the Line were detailed to call at the Engineer park, steady privates were 
kept back as guides to accompany them to the trenches. In the early part of the siege also 
Sappers were constantly asked for by staff officers to guide working parties going on duty. 

It was determined at first to send the Sappers on duty to the trenches without arms, in order to 
have them free from incumbrance or inducement to neglect their work in favour of more exciting 
employment ; but in consequence of a party under a sergeant having missed a turning upon a 
very dark night, and astonished a Russian outpost by nearly marching into it, all non-commissioned 
officers and men going upon night duty were afterwards paraded under arms. I£ the night was 
fine, the relief fell in with coats rolled (a la Zauave\ and from the camp to the trenches the 
brigades were always marched at ease, in order that the non-commissioned officers and men might 
be as little fatigued as possible ; they generally carried their carbines slung across the back, like 
the French. • 

Daily, in the course of the forenoon, the adjutant always obtained from the directors and other 
officers charged with carrying on works the requirements for the next twenty-four hours, after 
which he took from the roister the number of the non-commissioned officers required for duty, 
and detailed them fVom their respective charges ; but this arrangement required much manage- 
ment in order fairly to allot the duties by day and by nighty so that in the long run they should 
fall equally upon fdl. The sergeant-major filled up the brigades from the men next for duty. 

If the requirements given to the adjutant were found to be such as would necessitate non-com- 
missioned officers or men going upon night relief without having been two nights in bed, he 
always again communicated with the directors, but he generally was able to inform them of what 
numbers he could conveniently furnish before taking the detaiL At special times, such as during 
a bombardment, or when work pressed, it was necessary to overwork the non-commissioned officers 
and men, but it was never done if it could be avoided, or without due consideration. 

It was at first contemplated to divide the non-commissioned officers and men into permanent 
brigades of Sappers or artificers, and to send them always on duty with the same officers, but 
camp guards, camp duties, sickness, and mortality so much interfered with the carrying out of 
such a system that it was almost immediately abandoned, as being, however good in theory, by 
no means adapted for practice. The duties, indeed, came round so frequently that the officers 
soon become acquainted with all the non-commissioned officers and most of the men in the attackn 
to which they mutually belonged. 

Officers, non-commissioned officers, or men were very seldom sent to work at the attack to 
which they did not permanently belong, and when large works were undertaken at Inkerman, a 
company with its officers was detached from the Right attack to carry them on. 

A small detachment was always required at Balaklava, but it was taken as much as possible 
from the same company. 

At Scutari there was also a detachment, which was composed of convalescents, who worked 
under Captain Gordon until reported to be sufficiently recovered to be able to return to their 
duty in the Crimea. Two or three non-commissioned officers were, however, attached to Captain 
Grordon, to assist him, and look after the convalescents under his charge. 

Upon the first day of the bombardment in October detachments of Engineers were told ofl^ and 
tools prepared, in case of storming parties being suddenly ordered to turn out, but their services 
were not required. 
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Volunteering was never encouraged. For the assault of the 7th of June (Quarries) the non- Appendix 
commissioned officers and men next for duty were detailed. For the assault of the 18th of June ^**- *^- 
ihe men next for duty were taken, after omitting those who had been engaged on the 7th ; and for *"** 

the last assault none who had been engaged on the 18th June were detailed, and only so many of 
those who had been in the attack of the 7th of June as were requisite to make up tlie number 
required, after taking all who had not been engaged upon either of the former assaults. 

Additional companies arrived in the course of the siege, and after it was over the detachment 
at Balaklava was replaced by a company. 

When a new company joined either attack it was found necessary to accustom them to their 
trench duties, by detailing a proportion to each brigade, and thus to mix the young hands with 
the old ones. 

In the month of August the camps of the two attacks were united, and a joint park was 
established, but the companies were still detailed for service at the attacks to which they were 
attached. 

The joint park was placed in charge of Captain and Adjutant Ewart, and the number of Sapper 
artificers employed there was reduced by the employment of carpenters and blacksteitlis from the 
fleet and Army Works Corps. 

After the conclusion of the siege, the companies again worked for their respective divisions ; 
they improved water supplies, erected huts, constructed ovens, and superintended road-making. 

MiseeilaneouM Memoranda, 

The st<»*e8 from Balaklava were at first brought up to the parks by mules and bullock-carts, 
and the animals were kept at the parks ; but in order to save the transport of their forage, they 
were aftierwards kept at Balaklava, which proved to be a much better arrangement. 

The forage for officers' horses was always brought up from Balaklava by their but horses. 
A check for the total quantity used to be given by the Commissary, and a non-commissioned 
officer was sent, with the train of bat horses, in charge of the officers* grooms (one to two horses). 
The adjutant used to arrange the day for drawing and the time for starting. 

In the early part of the siege, and prior to the 8th January 1855, warm clothing was obtained 
thus : — The adjutant, who went daily to head quarters for orders, called usually at the 
Quartermaster-Generars office, and asked the officer charged with the distribution of it if he 
had any for the corps. He used to refer to the invoice of arrivals, and the adjutant told him 
if any of the articles which had arrived were required ; he then would give a check on the 
store issuer at Balaklava for the proportion due to the number of the corps with reference to 
the army. 

The adjutant took the check to the camp, and arranged with the commanding officer in what 
way the articles should be allotted, at so many per company, or otherwise. Sometimes the men 
who were to receive the things were sent to Balaklava to get them, but generally cither they 
were sent up by small quantities with the siege stores, or the adjutant borrowed a sufficient 
number of officers' horses, and sent them down in charge of a non-commissioned officer. 

The first hut allotted to the corps was brought up by sending down fatigue parties to carry 
up the materials, as there was no other way of bringing it up, and a hospital hut was urgently 
required. 

The first stove brought into the camp was carried by Lieutenant Lowry, who slung it, with the 
piping, on his back, and walked up, thus laden, from Balaklava to the Right attack camp near 
the windmill. 

Early in January 1855 Lieutenant Leahy was appointed Deputy Assistant Quartermaster- 
General for the corps, and from, that time zealously performed the duties of providing the 
corps with clothing and necessaries, as well as of superintending and Improving the transport 
X* K N 
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arrangements. For the performance of these and other important duties he was moved from 
the Left attack to Balaklaya« 

The wearing of chakos was very soon abandoned, and a request (which was complied with) 
was sent to England that no more should be sent out. 

White bands made of tracing tape were sewn on to the Sappers' fbrage caps, in order that 
they might be distinguished in the trenches ; these were afterwards replaced by the permanent 
adoption of yellow bands. 

The want of medical officers permanently attached to the corps was seriously felt.

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Memorandum on the Royal Engineer Transport in the Crimea, by Captain Lbaht, BJ^. 

On the landing of the British expeditionary army in the Crimea, the Royal Engineers were 
unprovided with the means of transport for their material. 

Independent of the Engineer stores provided for the siege of Sebastopol, and which were 
retained on boai*d ship until the army reached Balaklava, there was a proportion* of intrenching 
and other tools in charge of the companies or detachments of Royal Sappers f£nd Miners serving 
with the several infantry divisions. 

It was at first proposed that these tools should be carried by about 600 men told off from each 
division for the purpose, each man carrying the articles in addition to his own arms and kit. 

The capture of a large number of arabas near the coast at Old Fort rendered this proceeding 
unnecessary, and the Quartermaster-General was enabled to allot a sufficient number of vehicles 
for the conveyance of the very limited supply of Engineer stores that accompanied the army. 

On the 1st of October 1854 the companies of Royal Sappers and Miners were withdrawn from 
the divisions to which they had been previously attached, and were encamped near the Engineer 
park, under the immediate orders of the Commanding Royal Engineer. 

The arabas and other vehicles which had been used for the conveyance of Engineer stores 
during the mai*ch (46 in number) were then collected. Several of the horses and buUocks, 
however, had become foot-sore -during the march, while others were incapacitated from want 
of food, so that 35 carts only could be sent to Balaklava for stores.

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This was the only transport at the disposal of the Commanding Royal Engineer, and as it was Apfsnih^ 
necessary that the Engineer stores and the material required in the construction of the batteries ^^* ^^' 
should be collected in the park prior to the opening of the trenches, it was only by great 
exertions on the part of the Brigade-Major, Major Tylden, R.E., that this was done. Nor would 
it have been possible had not occasional assistance been obtained from the Commissariat, and by 
the employment of carrying parties of the Line. For the conveyance of many stores, the arabas 
Were from their construction unfitted, and two pontoon waggons which formed part of the 
equipment were occasionally used to bring up long fascines and timbers. These waggons were 
horsed by the Royal Artillery. 

After the month of October the number of arabas fit for travel decreased rapidly ; the 
bullocks and horses, from constant hard work and want of sufficient food, frequently fell down, 
and died on the roadside, and the transport became daily less effective as the tracks became 
heavier. At this iinpi^ the Commissariat also had difficulty to bring up the requisite supplies of 
provisions for the troops, and this being of paramount importance, the few arabas at the 
disposal of the Commaiiding Royal Engineer were employed in the aid of that department, 
frequently to the detriment of the siege, for the Engineer parks were left without the stores 
requir^ to meet the epnstant demands for repairs to the batteries. In the middle of December 
the Engineer transport was in a most deplorable condition, as the following letter from the 
Commanding Royal Engineer will testify; 



Royal Engineer Camp before Sebastopol, 
Sir, Idth December 1854. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you that the araba transport of the Engineer department 
has become quite unserviceable, and though I still have ozen and arabas, the wretched condition 
of the former is such that I have not one vehicle fit to go to Balaklava and back. 

As long as I had any fit for service I lent them to the Commissariat Department, and the 
few mules I have, and the officers' b&t horses, are constantly employed in bringing up provisions* 
and forage. 

I am very anxious to bring up the materials necessary for putting our batteries in an efficient 
state, but the Commissariat and the Artillery having sq much on hand themselves, I cannot apply 
for aid to them. 

: I take this opportunity of recommending that the Engineer department should be allowed a 
certain proportion of field carriage transport.

At this period the mules and b&t ponies which had been left 'behind at Varna were sent on to 
the Crimea, as well as the small mule equipment which had been organized in Bulgaria, for the 
conveyance of such tools as would have been required by the Sappers during the march. 

There were altogether 15 mules and 10 pontes, some of these were employed carrying water 
or performing other camp fatigues, for which, from the insufficient strength of the corps, and the 
constant demand for Sappers in the trenches, there were no men available. 

During the months of November and December a number of Turks were placed under the 
orders of the Commanding Royal Engineer, to be employed as working or carrying parties at his 
discretion. A large proportion of these were employed to bring gabions, platforms, &c., to th^

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Appendix Royal Engineer pai'ks, or to the tranches, but the men were weak, sickly, and badly fed, and quite 
N^' unequal to any hard work. 

Their number rapidly diminished, and at the end of the year the eflective strength for duty 
was not above 300 per diem. 

YHien the winter had set in, and the siege works had almost come to a stand-still for want of 
men and material, the efforts of the officers in command were chiefly directed to the condition 
of the troops, and exertions were made to supply them with provisions, warm clothing, and 
means of shelter. 

These duties were carried on under the directions of the Quartermaster-General, through the 
divisional officers of his department. As the Royal Engineers now formed a separate body, and 
were not attached to any division, it was considered necessary to appoint a staff officer* to perform 
corresponding duties for the corps. His head quarters were fixed at Balaklava, and all the 
transport animals having been previously moved there from the camp, for the purpose of being 
as near as possible to the forage stores, were placed under his charge. 

The most important duty to be attended to was that of supplying the Engineers with food. 
There was no reserve store in the Commissariat dep6ts in camp, and the failure of a day's supply 
would have necessitated a short ration. Application was made accordingly to the Commissary 
General, who, on the responsibility of the division officer of his department, permitted supplies 
of biscuit, rice, &c., to be drawn in advance, and stored in the regimental camps of the corps, to 
meet the demands on the ordinary ration return ; in like manner forage was taken up to camp 
by the officers' horses for their own use, whenever they were able to send for it ; but towards the 
end of Januai-y 1855 a fortnight's supply of provisions was stored in each of the Engineer camps, 
and after that time no inconvenience or anxiety for want of rations was experienced. 

This reserve store was not kept up longer than circumstances warranted, and as soon as the 
Commissariat were in a position to guarantee supplies, the corps transport was agun employed 
for its legitimate purpose. The warm clothing was issued and distributed during December 
1854 and January 1855, and about the 20th of this month a large number of mules having 
arrived, about 20 animals, in addition to the 25 which had previously been in possession of the 
corps, were handed over by the Commissariat, in accordance with the instructions received £ix>m 
the Quartermaster-General. No Sappers could, however, be spared to look after these animals, 
and consequently some civilian drivers and Turks, who had beeu hired by the Commissariat for 
the purpose, were placed in cluirge of them. 

The officer of the Commissariat in charge of the transport department had previously given 
all the assistance in his power to renew the equipment^ which was completely worn out, and 
from want of which many of the mules had received sore backs. Temporary wooden sheds were 
at once constructed for these unfortunate animals, through the exertions of Major Hall, H.E.I.C.S., 
Assistant Engineer, and by constant attention to the feeding, and taking cai*e not to overload or 
ill use the animals, they were soon got into a tolerably efficient state. From January to the end 
of March they were chiefly employed to carry huts to the camp, but after that month they were 
almost exclusively engaged in the conveyance of Engineer stores. 

As the roads improved it was found more* convenient to put the largest and strongest mules 
with light trench carts, as many of the stores could not be safely or conveniently carried on 
pack animals, especially without an equipment expressly made for the purpose. 



* Lieut. Leahy, B. £., was the oflBcer appointed to assume this office of Acting Quartermaster, which was sub- 
sequently changed to that of Deputy Assistant Quartermaster-General of the Boyal Engineers. The services he 
rendered in providing for the comfort and proper maintenance of the Engineer troops were invaluable, and it would 
be very desirable that an officer should he attached in a similar capacity to the Royal Engineers in all fbture 
expeiitjons. 
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These carts frequently went down to the depdts in rear of the ti^enches^ and were constantly 
and usefully employed until the termination of the war. 

When the si^e was over, and the probability of the army taking the field was announced, tlie 
mule equipments for the companies of Sappers were carefully completed, and were prepared for 
removal at a moment's notice $ for this purpose additional mules were obtained from the Land 
Transport Corps, and Sappers were detailed to look after them. 

They were apportioned as follows :-— 

For conveyance of tools, as detailed in the List (A.) annexed, six with each 
company serving with a division of infantry, and with the company at 
head quai'ters -- - - - - - -42

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Repobt of the Construction of the Hospitals at Coxstantinople and the BospuoBuSy by 

Major E. C. Gobdon, Boyal Engineers. 

The works performed by the Royal Engineer Depai^tment at Scutari, and at the various points 
on the Bosphorus and its vicinity, that were inhabited by British troops during the late war, were 
as various in their nature as they were large in extent. 

The points at which, up to the summer of 1855, these works were simultaneously carried on 
were in the immediate vicinity of Constantinople, viz. Scutari (extending from Pashaliman to 
Hyder Pasha, a distance of about three miles,) and Kulali on the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus ; 
and Galata Serai (in Pera) and Seraglio Point on the European side ; while, at a subsequent 
period, they were extended to Buyuk-Tchekmedji and Silivria, some forty miles below Stamboul 
on the European shore of the Sea of Marmara, to Ismid in the Gulf of Nicomedia, distant about 
sixty miles from Scutari, and to the island of Proti (in the Sea of Marmara), eight miles distant 
from Scutari. 

Their chief object was to obtain as much accommodation in the buildings allotted to the British 
by the Turkish Grovemment as was compatible with a general view to health, as also to increase 
that accommodation by the erection of other buildings on such ground as was deemed suitable for 
the ends desired. 

Before entering into a detailed account of these works, it will perhaps be as well to mention 
the means at the disposal of the resident directing officer of Engineers, to enable him to carry 
out all that was required of the Engineer department. 

At the outset of the works (say 1st October 1854) the Royal Engineer Department was 
represented by one subaltern officer (who throughout had the sole direction of the works) and 
one sergeant of Sappers. Towards the middle of November 1854 this subaltern officer was 
given the assistance of an additional subaltern, but this Assistance was more nominal than real, 
for the officer in question was capable of little or no exertion ; he passed the greater portion of 
his time on the sick list, and in February 1855 was ordered to another station. 

All brother officers, however, who from illness became inmates of the hospital, most readily and 
cheerfully affi>rded to the directing officer what assistance it was in their power to give, and he 
received most valuable assistance from one brother officer in particular, who was sent down from 
the Crimea to superintend the shipment of timber that was being constantly supplied for siege 
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^^*5?'* purposes at the front, and who at the expinition of this duty was unable, through illness, to 
..1^' return to the Crimea. 

This officei** not being strictly confined to the hospital by the medical authoritieSy and seeing 
the vast amount of work devolving on the department (which was daily on the increase), could 
not remain inactive, and by his zeal and energy he rendered his services of the utmost value to 
the local head of his department, until in March 1855 he was deprived of his aid by the medical 
authorities, who peremptorily ordered hun to England. 

It was in vain to look for assistance, either in the way of officers or men, from the Crimea, as 
there, owing to the smallness of their number, more work was, if possible, required of them 
individually than from the officer in charge at Scutari. On the 12th March he received permis- 
sion to employ under his orders a Hanoverian officer of artillery. Lieutenant Wagman, who for 
nearly a month previous had rendered voluntary assistance in superintending the despatch of 
timber for the Crimea. This officer, at the commencement of the war, had been placed by the 
Turkish Government under the orders of the Commanding Royal Engineer to the forces, and 
had been employed as an Assistant Engineer till the end of the year 1854, when iU-health caused 
him to leave the Crimea. He was employed at Scutari through the summer of 1855, when he 
afterwards left the country on sick leave. 

Sappers on the convalescent list were employed in superintending works as soon as ever the 
medical authorities would permit, but they could only be kept for a few days each, as the 
directing officer had orders to send all available men to the front by the first opportunity, as soon 
as they were finally discharged from hospital, and it was not until the 16th February 1855 that 
he r^eived permission to retain a permanent detachment of twenty men at Scutari, the original 
sergeant being included in this number. Such, apparently, was the pressure for men at the front, 
that, on the 27th of the same month, he received a query from the Crimea whether any of the 
above detachment could be spared. Previous to this period he had been allowed to retain the 
services of one sergeant, one corporal, and two privates. 

On the 17th February 1855 24 civilian carpenters arrived from England, under a foreman. On 
their arrival they were attached to the Royal Engineer department. 

On the 24th March 1855 two clerks of works arrived, and a third arrived on the 20th May 
following, he having been sent to Fiume, on his way from England, to purchase timber for hutting 
purposes. Up to this period, therefore, the management of the department had been carried on 
without the assistance of any civilian clerks, the duties thereby devolving upon the officer in 
charge being perhaps more easily understood than described. 

An ordnance storekeeper arrived on the 24th March 1855, but his department did not begin to 
work until the first week in April, therefore all payments for work or material were made 
personally by the directing Engineer, who received money from the Commissariat (with the 
exception of the periods between 16th November 1854 and 3d February 1855, which will be 
hereafter explained,) or requisitions countersigned by the commandant, and for which money 
he had afterwards to account. On this date there were employed at— 

Scutari 382 men. 

Kulali 360 „

Total 1,092 men, 

exclusive of men on contract work. 

For several weeks in the early part of the winter 1854-55 he had to call the check of the 
workmen at Scutari twice per day, he had personally to pay each man at all the stations 
every week, keeping the necessary accounts, which formed no light addition to the labours of

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directing, and drawing plans for all the yarious works in progress, as well as seeing to their due Affbndix 
execution. To enter into the detail of the works performed at Constantinople during the ' ^^ ' 

eventful winter of 1854-6, it will perhaps be the better plan to describe those at each station 
separately ; but it must be borne in mind, that the works were at all the stations progressing 
simultaneously. 

During the period that the troops remained at Varna, the sick that were from time to time 
sent to Scutari were received into the only building that had been placed unreservedly at the 
disposal of the British Government, which building was the barrack of Selimiye, afterwards 
known as the Barrack Hospital. It is situated at a distance of 200 yards from the shore of the 
Sea of Marmara, at a height of about 130 feet above the level of the sea, and is on the outskirts 
of the large town of Scutari. The building is composed of long corridors, from which rooms 
open on the one side, while from the windows of the other is seen a large barrack square, 
enclosed by the building. Large ranges of stores in the basement of this building were already 
used as such by the Commissariat department, while about half the rooms on the ground floor 
were used as dep6t stores for the various regiments serving in the Crimea. Some years ago one 
half of this building had been destroyed by fire, and had subsequently been rebuilt. This new 
portion was in a very good state of repair, but the part untouched by the fire was in too 
dilapidated a state for general occupation. 

A portion of this building had been thoroughly cleansed and prepared for the sick. When 
discharged from the hospital, they were transferred to another portion of the building, where 
they were formed into a depdt, from which drafts were at intervals sent up to join their respective 
regiments. In the same building some rooms had been converted into a military prison, fitted up 
with cells, &c. 

About the 1st October 1854 the first batch of sick arrived from the Crimea, being composed 
chiefly of the wounded from the battle of Ahna. At this date, fortunately, there were but few 
sick in the hospital, and thus, therefore, a great part of the wounded men were at once admitted 
into the hospital portion of the building, while steps were immediately taken for placing an 
adjoining portion in a fit state to receive the sick. 

Soon, however, it was seen that the entire new portion of the building would be inadequate 
for the wants both of the hospital and the depdt ; the latter were therefore removed to the 
better portion of the old part of the building, and the whole of the new part was prepared for 
sick. But the sick continued to pour in from the Crimea, and it became evident that other 
accommodation must soon be obtained. Works were set in hand at Kulali, and application was 
made for the Turkish hospital building at Scutari, about half a mile distant from the barrack, 
which was at that time occupied by sick Turkish troops. The Turks partitioned off a portion of 
this building for our use, but they had to retain the remainder for the use of their own sick and 
wounded. This accommodation did not suffice, and it was proposed to remove the stores from the 
barrack, and bnUd a shed to contain them in the barrack square. It was soon seen, however, that 
this would effect so trifling an addition to the accommodation, and that in a part of the building ill 
adapted for sick, that in the middle of November 1854 it was decided, at the suggestion of the 
directing officer of Engineers, to put the uninhabitable portion of the barrack into a thorough 
state of repair. This comprised reflooring 60 rooms, with their galleries, making 830 squares of 
flooring, preparing an area of 30,000 square feet of corridor, making about 300 new windows and 
frames, besides repainting and whitewashing the whole. The Commandant doubted that he had 
sufficient power to authorize the execution of such extensive works ; and as these works tended 
also to the permanent improvement of the building, the question was raised whether the expense 
should be defrayed by the English or the Turkish Government, the settlement of which question 
was very nearly the cause of serious embarrassment and delay. The necessity, however, was 
urgent, and the ambassador came forward with his ever ready assistance, and authorized the 
immediate commencement of the works, placing at the disposal of the resident commanding 
Boyal Engineer sufficient funds to defray the entire expense of the works. 

1. o o 
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Apfsnbix The works were commenced on the 16th November 1854, and were pushed on with all possible 

.^' ' speed, so that by the 20th of December the rooms and corridors of one wing of the building were 

ready for occupation. By the end of February 1855 the renewal of the whole of this portion 

of the barrack was completed, thus affording additional accommodation for upwards of 400 

patients. 

The completion of the latter portion of this work was much retarded in consequence of the 
rooms of the lower corridors being unavoidably occupied by the dep6t at the same time that the 
works were in progress. Only two rooms, with the corresponding portion of corridor, could be 
taken in hand at a time, and these had to be completed before other rooms could be vacated* 
The traffic, therefore, besides the constant pilfering of material by the men of the depdt, was the 
cause of constant embarrassment and delay. 

Still, however, the pressure for accommodation was on the increase, and it was resolved 
towards the end of December 1854 to take the various buildings at Hyder Pasha in hand (which 
were about one mile distant from the Barrack Hospital), with a view to make them available for 
hospital purposes. The neccKsary works were at once commenced ; water was laid on to the 
principal buildings; kitchens and latrines were built; stores partitioned off, and the roofs repaired; 
so that by the end of January those various buildings were in occupation. The additional 
accommodation thus derived was for about 400 sick, including the buildings that were known as 
the Harem Hospital, and Ball Room or Theatre. 

About this period, the Turkish Government having otherwise disposed of their sick, made over 
to the British authorities the remainder of the General Hospital. The building was in a very 
fair state of cleanliness and repair, and was occupied on the completion of some minor works 
of detail. The total accommodation of this building was estimated for about 800 sick, ezcluBive 
of the use of corridors. 

Thus, therefore, by the middle of January 1855 the total available accommodation at Scutari

besides which, accommodation had been made available for about 250 men on the convalescent 
list, in rooms attached to the stables situated at the east and west sides of the Barrack 
Hospital. 

The medical authorities, however, experienced very great inconvenience from the presence of 
the dep6t in the Barrack Hospital. It was therefore determined, on the 14th January 1855, to 
construct wooden huts within the Hospital square, to serve as a barrack. These were at once 
commenced, and by the 10th February following they were completed, affording additional 
accommodation for 1,000 men. 

But this arrangement did not entirely remedy the evil ; the corridors of the main building were 
crowded with men on the convalescent list, who had, unavoidably, constant intercourse with 
those of the depdt, and it was hence found to be almost impossible to enforce any of the most 
ordinary hospital regulations. It was therefore decided, on the 15th February 1855, to build a 
new barrack for the dep6t, entirely separated firom, and without the precincts of the hospitaL A 
site was selected for this barrack on the neighbouring common, about midway between the Barrack 
and the General Hospitals ; and it was set in hand as soon as the necessary preparations could 
be made, and the weather, which at this period was very bad, would permit. This barrack con- 
sisted of 46 (afterwards increased to 58) huts, together with a kitchen and wash-house, and 
comprised an orderly room, a gairison school, and two stores, affording accommodation for 1,365

men and 40 married women, in addition to which were subsequently built quarters for an Api>Bin>ix 
adjutant and a medical officer. These buildings, which were afterwards known as the <^ Victoria" Kb. fis. 
Barracks, were in occupation on the Ist July 1955. 

When the depot was moyed from the Barrack Hospital, the sheds within the square were 
appropriated to the use of the convalescents, a library was established, a portion was partitioned 
off as a store, and the remainder was supposed to contain accommodation for about 700 men. 

Thus, therefore, by the 10th of February 1855, the accommodation provided at Scutari was 
for 2,450 men, including the dep6t, and which, by the 1st July following, was so far increased 
as to give a total amount of accommodation for 5,315 men and 40 women, divided as follows : —

In addition to the works necessarily incurred in effecting the increase of accommodation above 
enumei'ated, was the purchase and constant supply of an enormous amount of material required 
for engineering purposes in the Crimea ; and the other demands of an equally urgent nature 
that were made on the department were too numerous to detail. They included the due heating 
of all the hospital and other buildings, for which purpose stoves were placed in all the wards, 
and at intervals along the corridors ; the construction of dispensaries on most of the landings 
between the various flights in the building ; of divisional kitchens for meeting the requirements 
of the extra diet rolls of the sick ; of partitions at intervals along the corridors, to impede the 
draft ; and above all, the construction of roads to communicate with these numerous detached 
establishments. 

The pipes conveying the water supply were entirely renewed from its source, a distance of 
upwards of four miles, and sedimentary wells were formed at intervals along its course. 

The privies and drains continually occupied the attention of the Royal Engineer department. 
The soil, &c., was conveyed from the closets in the upper stories to the drains below by means of 
earthenware piping 7 inches in diameter, protruding from the inner side of the walls of the 
building. The whole system of drainage was most defective, and constant repairs were therefore 
needed and in execution. About the middle of September 1854 a general repair of the whole of 
the closet pipes in the Barrack Hospital was made, from which period, up to the 5th December 
following, they again underwent a general repair no less than three separate times. The 
necessity for these repairs was caused chiefly by the obstruction of the pipes from the wanton 
practice of throwing old clothing, bones, and other refuse matter down them, thus completely 
stopping the passage or bursting the pipes, and thereby causing most offensive smells. In one 
instance, on opening one of the pipes that had been reported as being out of order, the obstruction 
was found to be caused by the body of a newly bom infant, that had been thus disposed of. 

The constrnction of a bath establishment in the Barrack Hospital, and the fitting up of a 
detached building as a wash-house and drying establishment, on principles similar to those 
adopted of late years in England ; the construction of a complete pathological establishment, 
comprising a dissecting room, dead house, lecture room, &c. ; the manufacture of several thousand 
sets of bed boards and trestles, of several hundred tables and forms, a like number of stretchers 
and close stools, together with various other necessaries, all most urgently and immediately 
required, was progressing simultaneously with the works detailed above.

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In the neighbouring town of Scutari 37 houses were taken up hj the Government as quarters 
for the medical and other officers, in each of which extensive repairs had to be executed ; 
kitchens had to be constructed in most of them ; and the officers' quarters, of which there were 
sometimes as many as seven or eight in one house, had to be provided with stoves. 

Two commissariat stores were constructed, two purveyors' stores (one of which was 400 feet 
in length, in two stories), and four stores for the storekeeper's department. 

A pier was made at the landing-place at Harem Skelessi of irregular shape, but which covered 
an area of 17,600 square feet, giving at one end a depth of 14 feet of water, and supported hj 
piles, which were sunk an average depth of nine feet each pile into the ground. 

In February 1854 orders were received from England to prepare for the reception of 1,200 
horses that were to be sent out in the spring. In the Turkish stables already in existence 
there was available accommodation for only 740 horses, and consequently stabling for the 
remainder had immediately to be set in hand. This service was commenced on the 6th March, 
and was completed before the arrival of the horses. 

The works at Lower Scutari were confined to occasional repairs to a large commissariat store 
and its adjoining wharf, and the construction of quarters for the Englishmen in charge of these 
stores. 

The works at Pashaliman were of a similar nature, but comprised also the construction of 
a landing wharf at a depth of 22 feet of water, and a store of between 200 and 300 feet in 
length. 

The whole of the above works were commenced, and many of them completed, before the arrival 
on the 6th March 1855 of the Sanitary Commissioners. The directing Engineer officer accom- 
panied them on their inspection of the various buildings in British occupation, and in all cases 
they expressed themselves as '* agreeably surprised at the cleanliness and comfort of the different 
establishments," which expressions of satisfaction they repeated to the Commandant, Lord William 
Paulet, adding, that " there was little or nothing left for them to point out," by woy of ameliora- 
tion. One of their few recommendations must, however, be here alluded to, as it was at variance 
with the expressed opinion of the Engineer officer, and the ordered compliance with which was 
the cause of subsequent complaint on the part of the medical authorities. The privies were built 
in the angle of the barrack yard, and communicated with the corridors by a passage. (See 
annexed diagram.) 



In the blocks of privy buildings there 
were no windows towards the barracks ; 
there were doors from the passages 
communicating with these privies, and 
windows at either side of the passages 
for ventilation. 
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The CommisBioners, however, with a view, it is believed, of improving the ventilation of these AmsirDix 
privies, ordered openings to be made in the dead walls marked "A." in the diagram, the No. 58. 
inevitable result of which was, that on whichever angle of the building the wind set, whenever ' 

the windows in the corridors of the hospital were open, the smell was carried from the privies 
into the hospital building. 

In March the Conmiissioners ordered some slight alterations to some of the privy drains, and 
the re-construction of one of the main sewers, the results, however, of which were of a very 
dubious character in the mind of the directing officer of Engineers, and were the cause of 
constant after-complaint on the part of the medical authorities. 

These alterations, together with the enlargement of some louvre openings that had been 
already constructed for ventilation, and the formation of others, the constant whitewashing of all 
the buildings in hospital occupation, and recommendations to increase the water supply of the 
Barrack Hospital as much as possible by the ensuing summer, fonned the substance of their 
suggestions. 

No mention has been made of the staff of nurses working in these hospitals under the 
direction of Miss Nightingale. Their personal wants were few, and those almost exclusively 
supplied by Miss Nightingale from her own abundant stores. 

The requisitions made on the Engineer department by Miss Nightingale herself were invariably 
in reference to the sick, whose sufferings she came to relieve, and that lady was always ready to 
exercise a reasonable patience whenever an excessive pressure of work rendered difficult an 
immediate compliance with her demands. 



KULALI. 



With regard to the works at Kulali, as has been stated in another pai-t of this Report, the 
decision was taken in December 1854 to foim a branch hospital establishment at this station. 
The buildings were but ill adapted for the requirements of the sick ; but such was the pressure 
for accommodation, that the best had to be made of the buildings placed at the disposition of 
the commandant. 

The barrack establishment at Kulali was originally a cavaliy barrack. It is situated on the 
edge of the Bosphorus, and is disposed in the shape of an open rectangle, one end and half of the 
two adjoining sides to which form the barrack, while the remaining half of the two sides and the 
other end are, or rather were, occupied by stables. 

On high ground, about 200 yards to the south of the barrack, is situated the hospital belonging 
to the establishment, which at this period was occupied by Turkish troops. To the north, 
stretching along the water's edge, are situated some buildings that were then used as commis- 
sariat and other stores, but were subsequently converted into stables and barracks ; and at the 
end of these is situated the riding-school. 

The barracks are old, and were, when given over to the English, in a bad htiUo of repair. 
Before rendering them habitable for sick, the flooring of most of the rooms had to be entirely 
renewed, as also the windows and frames ; kitchens and privies had to be built ; drains to be 
made, and the water supply to be increased. These works were, however, speedily effected, and 
the barrack building, which afforded accommodation for 610 patients, was occupied by sick by the 
middle of January 1865. 

The neighbouring hospital building, calculated to contain 250 sick, was given over to the 
British by the Turkish Government on the 20th January 1855. It was in a good state of repair, 
but required being thoroughly cleansed and whitewashed, as it had lately contained the worst 
fever and cholera cases of the Turkish troops ; it was also necessary to subdivide the corridors 
and passages by partitions, to stop the draft, and to supply the whole building with stoves. These 
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Appendix works, however, were commenced on the 22d January ; one-half the building was ocenpied by 
• ^^ ' sick on the 30th instant, and the remainder by the 5th February following. 

On the 25th of January 1855 it was decided to convert the riding-school into a depot for 
convalescents. It was consequently boarded over, the ground being first covered with a thin 
layer of concrete ; the floor was subdivided by low partitions into 12 separate wards ; a new 
kitchen and privies, besides quarters for a medical officer, were built in the immediate vicinity ; 
a surgery and a medical store were partitioned off from the interior ; water was laid on from a 
neighbouring source ; and the whole, affording accommodation for 210 convalescents, was given 
over for occupation on the 6th February 1855. 

By this date the supply of accommodation was evidently in advance of the demand, for the 
directing officer of Engineers on the 4th February made an inspection of the buildings at 
Kulali that had up to that date been placed at the disposal of the medical authorities, when he 
found in the Barrack Hospital 210 vacant beds, and in the Greneral Hospital 70, making in all 
available accommodation for 280 patients, which number on the 6th was increased to 490 at 
Kulali alone, by the completion of the riding-school establishment. 

Such, however, was the uncertainty of the demand for accommodation, that it was deemed 
advisable to make still further preparations ; and, consequently, about the 12th February 1865 
orders were given to adapt the stable portion of the establishment to hospital purposes for 
convalescents. 

The amount of work entailed by this decision was great^ as the buildings, even as stables, 
were bad ; they were low in height, on sloping ground, and badly ventilated. With a view to 
prevent any effluvia rising from the ground that had been so long in use as a stable, the whole 
surface, after having been as thoroughly cleansed as possible, was covered with a thin layer of 
concrete, to which in many places was added a second layer, and the whole was then covered 
over with substantial flooring, descending in steps at intervals, to obviate the natural slope of 
the ground. The walls and ceilings were scraped, and covered with several coats of whitewash, 
openings being made at intervals in the latter for ventilation ; the windows were enlarged and 
renewed ; the roof repaired, and fitted with louvre ventilators ; new privies were built, and the 
whole of this portion of the building would have been available by the 5th April had not the 
Sanitary Commissioners, on the 29th March, ordered the entire removal of the ceilings. 
The dii'ecting officer of Engineers suggested the advisability of removing a width of five feet 
along the whole length on either side of the building, but leaving the ceiling in the centre, with 
a view to throw the volume of air contained between the ceiling and the roof into the main bulk 
for the use of the patients, but of retaining the ceiling in the centre of the building for pro- 
tection against the heat of the sun, which, in so low a building, would probably be severely felt 
by those inhabiting it during the summer months. To this, however, the Conmiissioners 
objected. Two-thirds of the building had been washed and cleansed ready for occupation, and 
now the work had, in a measure, to be undone. Additional hands were at once employed, and by 
the 20th April these stables were, after great exertion, got ready for occupation, affording accom- 
modation for 400 convalescents. 

Thus, therefore, at Kulali, by the 6th February 1855, had been prepared accommodation for 
1,070 patients, which number was by the 20th April following increased to 1,470. 

On the 6th of March orders were given to prepare one of the buildings situated between the 
barrack and the riding-school for the reception of some of the horses expected shortly from 
England. Windows, doors, ventilators, and mangers had to be made, and the whole to be 
whitewashed. An adjoining building had to be prepared for the use of the men in charge of 
these horses ; and on the 4th April a neighbouring Turkish house was given over to the 
Engineer department to be arranged for the use of the nurses, who were then living in a part 
of the hospital, in attendance on the sick. The directing officer of Engineers found it more 
difficult to satisfy the wants of the few fair inmates of " the Home " (as this house was afler- 
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wards called), than he did of the many who were at Scutari under the inunediate eye of Miss Appexdix 
Nightingale. ^_^^- 

On the 16th February the whole of the establishment was in danger of being destroyed by 
fire, which broke out in one side of the extra kitchens that had been constructed. It was saved 
owing to the presence of mind and personal exertions of an Engineer officer who was at the time 
one of the sick inmates of the hospital at Kulali, assisted by a sergeant of Sappers. 

CroUUa Serai. 

The position of Galata Serai, obtained from the Porte by Lord Stratford de Redclifie at the 
outset of the war, for the use of the British Government, is one of the most commanding in Pera. 
It occupies a shoulder overlooking the entrance to the Golden Horn, and its view extends from 
Scutari to the distant mountains on the Asiatic shore of the Sea of Marmara. 
• When received from the Turkish Government, the ground, containing an area of about five 
acres, was separated from the surrounding houses by an irregular and dilapidated wall. The 
enclosure thus formed was occupied merely by the ruins of a mosque and of a few other buildings, 
though the form of a large government establishment that had been destroyed by fire some years 
previously could be indistinctly traced. 

On the 4th March 1855 it was decided that a depdt for the Royal Artillery should be formed at 
Galata Serai, and on the 12th of the same month definite instructions were given to the directing 
officer of Engineers to construct stabling there for 450 horses, and barrack accommodation for 
500 men, togetiher with all their necessary adjuncts. 

Some days were occupied in drawing the requisite plans, but on the 2Qth of the same month 
the works were commenced, and were pushed on with all possible vigQiin >It will be as^well 
perhaps here briefly to describe the buildings that were erected as stables,! as. in the following 
winter stabling for about 4,000 horses was constructed by the Hoyal EngijieeEr department at 
Scutari and in its vicinity ; and as the form adopted was generaUy found to answer, a description 
of it may possibly be of use to others. 

The stables built by the department were, as a general rule, 66 feet wide, intended for the 
accommodation of four rows of horses across the breadth of the building, the two outer rows 
having their heads towards the sides of the building, the two inner rows their heads towards the 
centre, the partition between these latter being boarded sufficiently high to prevent their seeing 
one another. The heel*posts for the outer rows of horses were placed 12 feet from the sides of the 
building, and the heel-posts for the inner rows were placed 8 feet 6 inches from those for the outer, 
giving thereby this latter width for a passage down the length of the building ; a width of 5 feet, 
subsequently reduced to 4 feet 9 inches, was allowed per horse. The buildings were 14 feet in 
height to the eaves, and, when the whole building was roofed in one span, the height of the ridge 
was 28 feet. In many instances, however, the roofs were made in a double span, when the heif^ht 
of the ridge was 21 feet. Ventilators were left in the roof, generally on the ridge, by raising a ffdse 
ridge, and sloping it off on either side to overlap the real roof. A space of some inches was 
always left open along the whole length, under the eaves, at each side of the building ; and, to 
insure due ventilation, a board at the lower extremity of each side was made moveable on a hinge 
along the whole length of the building, which could be opened at will. In addition to which, 
much ventilation was always insured through the use of tiles for a covering to the roof, and their 
weight also tended to give stability to the buildings, which were invariably of wood, and often in 
most exposed situations. 

The mangers were at a height of 2 feet 6 inches from the ground. They were 1 foot wide at 
the bottom, 16 inches at the top, and were covered with pitch, to prevent the horses gnawing the 
wood. The stalls had an inclination of 9 inches from the f^ont to the rear, and along each side of 
the passages that ran down the length of the stables were sur£M>e gutter drains. In cases where 
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Appexdix the available space would not admit of broad buildings, as in two out of the four blocks of stabling

built at Galata Serai, the buildings were made 34 feet in width, 12 feet 6 inches being for the 
stalls at either side, and 9 feet for the intervening passage. 

By the end of May these works were finished, and ready for occupation, there having been con- 
structed, in addition to the barracks and stabling above enumerated, quarters for 13 officers, two 
kitchens, two privies, and a wash-house, an hospital for 60 men, besides one ruin having been 
converted into a large forage store, another into a blacksmith's shop, and a third into a powder 
magazine and orderly room. 

Towards the close of the winter 1854-65 the first firing of foreign ordnance on terra firma 
that had for centuries been heard within the walls of Constantinople announced to the astonished 
inhabitants of Stamboul that their Sultan was, for the first time on record, a guest at the house of 
a giaour, a spectator of, if not a participator in, the festivities of a fancy ball. That ball was 
given by the British ambassador, Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, and the royal salute fired on the 
occasion proceeded from British ordnance at Galata Serai. 

Seraglio Point, 

Early in April 1855 the st-orekcepers' department being much pressed for room were obliged to 
occupy a long range of dilapidated stores that had been placed at their disposal by the Turkish 
Government. To render them capable of supporting the heavy weights they were destined to 
bear, the fioors had to be strengthened ; the roof also and the windows and doors needed repair, 
and the whole required a thorough cleansing ; all of which was done by the Royal Engineer 
department, together with the construction of quarters for the men in charge of these stores. 

In the ensuing month, however, this department required additional accommodation for their 
stores ; a new building was therefore set in hand on a piece of vacant ground in the vicinity that 
had been placed at the disposal of the commandant, and by the end of the month it was ready for 
occupation. Subsequently, three corrugated iron stores, supplied from England, were erected on 
the adjoining ground. 

On the 20th March 1855 the directing officer of Engineers received orders to construct a com- 
missariat store at Abydos, in the Dardanelles ; he had consequently to detach his then only 
assistant to make the necessary arrangements. This store was given over to the Commissariat 
department early in the month of May following. 

In the execution of all the works above enumerated, the difficulties to be overcome were, 
considering the proximity of the scene of operations to an immense capital, perhaps greater than 
would at first sight be imagined. All water transport was performed by lighters (maouna), a good 
day's work for one of which consisted in crossing the Bosphorus and discharging its load ; but the 
men in cliarge of the lighter would never ofier the least assistance, either towards its loading or 
its discharge, both of which operations had to be performed by separate gangs of men ; for if men 
(natives) were placed on a lighter to load and discharge it throughout its employ at any particular 
work, they were immediately impeded by the carriers (hamals) belonging to the districts between 
which the lighter was plying ; these carriers paid a yearly tribute to the Government for the 
exclusive privilege of performing all paid carrying labour required within their district ; it was 
therefore necessary to have your lighter charged by one set of men, discharged by another set, 
and neither would perform any other labour than that of carrying. 

Of land transport there was a greater choice, the option being between men, animals, and 
carts drawn by bullocks. 

The carts of the country were of the roughest possible construction, without sides ; and as moat 
of the roads of the neighbourhood were of the worst description, animals, i.e. donkeys, were 
preferable as a means of transport, but they were slow and unsatisfactory in the extreme ; rough 
eione for building purposes, tiles for roofing, lime, sand, &c., had to be slung on their backs, planks

trailed bj them on either side, and as, from their size, they were capable of carrying but a very 
limited quantity at one time, it would have been hopeless to attempt to collect the mass of these 
animals that would have been required for all the above mentioned works; for it must be 
remembered that the French, as also contractors in every direction, were carrying on, simulta- 
neously, works of almost equal magnitude to those of the English Government. The men were 
perhaps upon the whole to be preferred, wherever the nature of the transport would permit of 
their being employed. They carried prodigious weights, and with tact a very good day's work 
could be got out of them ; but if attempt was made to drive or ill use them, they became at once 
lazy and ill-tempered. 

The supply of labour was also a constant difficulty, owing to the immense demand there was 
for it. They were of all nations, Italians, Greeks, Turks, and Jews, the three latter keeping 
different days as their Sunday, and all having different and innumerable fast days, on which 
nothing would ever induce them to work. All adhered closely to their own class of work, 
and required a vigilant watch kept over them to obtain anything like a fair day's work from 
them. 

The supply of material in the market was generally equal to the demand, enormous as that at 
times was, but the difficulty of obtaining transport always caused anxiety, whenever the supply 
on hand became much reduced. In the execution, therefore, of all the works enumerated in this 
Report, transport was ever the leading difficulty to be overcome, the supply of labour and 
material being on the whole adequate, though uncertain.

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Description of the Lines in front of Balaklava, by Major Elphinstone, R.E. 

Previous to the battle of the 25th October, the works for the defence of Balaklava consisted 
only of four batteries (C, D, F, and H, Plan No. V.) armed with guns of position, which were 
placed along the principal points and protected by parapets of slight profile ; and of a small 
portion of breastwork on the heights at the extreme right of the position (at A). 

In addition to these works, which constituted the inner line of defence, a second or outer line 
was commenced on the 7th October, by order of the Commander-in-Chief, about 2,000 to 2,500 
yards in front, to crown the line of low eminences which, from the village of Kamara, extend 
in a westerly direction across the plain of Balaklava. Three small redoubts, and subsequently 
a fourth, had been hurriedly executed along this line by the Turks, under the direction of 
Lieutenant Wagman, Acting Assistant Engineer, and they had been armed with seven 12-pounder 
iron guns. But these works, being of very slight profile, were little calculated to resist a 
powerful attack, and they were too far to the front to be properly supported ; so that on the 
25th October, when the enemy with numerous forces advanced to the attack, he was enabled to 
carry them almost without opposition ; and the British troops, therefore, never even attempted 
to re-occupy them. 

Since the battle, however, the close proximity of large forces] of the enemy's troops neces- 
sitated the construction of more perfect defences for the protection of Balaklava, which place it was 
of paramount importance to secure against any attack that might be made against it, as it formed 
the only base of operations of the British Army. A series of field works were therefore com- 
1. 
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AppX2n>n: menced along the poeition which had previously been selected by the Engineers for the series 
' of batteries we have termed the inner line. These works were laid out at first by Captain (now 
Lieut. -Colonel) Stanton, in a continuous line of flight profile ; and, as subsequently the means 
and opportunity were afforded, they were gradually enlarged and, improved under the direction 
of Lieutenant Elphinstone, until they constituted a most formidable position, extending from the 
French lines near the village of Kadikoi on the left to the heights (A), called the Marine 
heights, on the extreme right, and they were armed with no less than 37 gnns, varying in 
calibre from the 6-pounder to the 32-pounder gun, and from the 12-pounder to the S-inch 
howitzer. 

The key of the position was unquestionably the height (A) on the extreme right, for it 
conunanded the whole extent of the lines, and took in reverse several of its most important 
batteries ; but this height was, at the same time, the strongest part of the line. On the south 
the cliffs descended so precipitously to the sea as to prevent the possibility of turning the 
position and gaining access to Balaklava by the water's edge ; and on the east a very deep and 
precipitous ravine, the slopes of which were covered with short prickly brushwood, separating 
these heights from the ground in front, rendered the ascent very difficult and almost 
impracticable, even under the most favourable circumstances ; and although the ground in ^nt 
of this position was elevated, and even commanded the Marine heights, yet its distance was too 
great to render this superior elevation as to position of any practical utility to the enemy. 

During the reconnaissance of the 2nd November, the Russians brought up some d2-pounder 
howitzers, but found that the guns could net range further than half way across the valley. 

The only place, therefore, where the Marine heights could be assailed, was by the narrow 
ledge which connects them with the high ground to the eastward ; but this ledge, over which 
the road from Baidar passes, was too narrow to admit of the enemy's advancing with a great 
extension of front, and it was, besides, well defended. 

A battery of four guns (two 12-pounder howitzers and two 32-pounder howitzers) was placed 
(at A) to sweep its entire extent, and about 400 yards further to the north (halfway between 
the points A and B) two 24-pounder howitzers were mounted in battery to take it in fiank. 
Across the Baidar roadway itself, and about 200 yards in front of battery A, a large cutting had 
been made, which extended on one side to the edge of the cliffs, and on the other as far as the 
steepness of the ground would admit ; beyond which a treble row of " trous-de-loup," carefully 
hid amidst the brushwood, had been constructed half way down the valley. The cutting was 
10 feet deep and 12 feet wide, and strengthened by a stout oak " fraise ;" it was seen into from 
the battery (A) above, and was under a strong musketry fire from an advanced loopholed trench 
for about 30 men. This advanced trench was connected with the Marine heights above by a 
covered pathway that, unseen by the enemy, wound round the edge of the cliffs, and thus 
enabled the picquet to retreat uimiolested, should they be forced to abandon the advanced 
trench. 

As a further means of securing this ^josition, a small squai'c redoubt (50 yards each side) had 
been constructed on the most southern or highest point, to answer as a rallying place for the 
men in case the lines were forced. The parapet was 6 feet high, with a banquette in reai*, 
and a ditch in front 9 feet wide and 6 to 7 feet deep. It was excavated for the most 
part out of the solid rock, and required a great amount of blasting. 

From this redoubt the works of defence continued in one unbroken line to the plain of 
Balaklava as far as battery No. 4, which was likewise an enclosed work, but of greater pre- 
tensions than the one on the Marine heights, as it defended the main entrance into the harbour 
of Balaklava. 

It was armed with six heavy guns, all of which (but those used exclusively for flanking 
defence) were mounted " en barbette." The parapet had a superior slope of 9 feet ; and the 
ditch was 6 feet deep and 8 feet wide ; and it was 8un*ounded in front by several rows of 
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"tron8-de-loup/' and by a strong abattis foimed of the trees which previously had adorned the '^J?*^^ 
village of Kadikoi. This fort was defended by English troops, and was powerfully flan]ced by / 

the batteries No. 3 (F) and No. 5 (I), armed respectively with five and six heavy guns. 

The low ground between batteries Nos. 3 and 4 (F and H) was the weakest point, and the 
lines at this place were completely commanded by the ground in front ; great pains were c^- 
sequently taken to improve this part as much as possible. At E, F, and H were placed flanking 
guns, so protected from the enemy's fire or vi^w in front as to enable them to reserve their full 
force, when required, for flanking ; and on a knoll (K) in rear of the line were placed three 
32-pounder guns to bear directly on the elevated ground in front and to sweep the low ground, 
should the lines be forced. Strong abattis were plaeed in front of all the salient points, and 
extended right and left as far as the means admitted (vide sections a c and c d)y and the 
extensive vineyards occupying this portion of the line were converted into ^* trous-de-loup," 
which, as well as the ditches of the lines, were constantly kept filled with water by means of 
damming up tlie small stream that traversed the valley. This dam was made use of as a further 
means of defence by digging in front of the embankment pitfalls three feet deep, and '' trou8*de- 
loup" (vide section €f\ which were hid from view by being constantly kept covered with from 
two to four feet of water. 

The continuous line varied in profile according to the nature (vide sections) of the ground, 
and the revetments were either built with stones or turf-sods, whichever were nearest at hand. 
Along the low ground the banquettes were built entirely with large stones, and well drained in 
rear. Several good roads of communication were made from one part of the line to the other, 
practicable for guns as well as horses. 

From the close and continued study which had been obtained of the position, the trace of the 
line was gradually altered, and so closely adapted to the ground that there was not a single 
portion which was not thoroughly swept both by a cross and flank fire of musketry, and nearly 
everywhere by artillery. 
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
